‘COINS FOR THE FAIR. 


SOUVENIRS OF SILVER TO REAOH 
THE OITY THIS MORNING. 


First Consignment of Columbian Exposi- 
tion Half Dollars to Be Delivered to 
the Subtreasury at 9 O'Clock Monday 
Arrangements for the Formal Reception 
of the Shipment by Officials—How the 
“Ten Thousand Dollar Beauty” Will 
Be Cared For by Its Purchasers, ‘ 


The first consignment of souvenir coins 
will reach the city some time this morning. 
The train over the Baltimore and Ohio which 
is bringing the coins from the Philadelphia 
mint is due at the Harrison Street Station at 
7:20 o’clock. It was a couple of hours late in 
Pennsylvania, and may not be able to make 
up the lost time. 

When General Manager Wygant learned 
yesterday that the coins haa been delayed in 
Philadelphia, he refused at first to state what 
train they were on, for fear that train robbers 
might lay their plans to wreck the train and 
make a rich haul. A wreck was greatly to be 
feared also on account of the danger of mix- 
ing up the $10,000 beauties with the more ple- 
beian coins. Once the identity of the beauty 
is lost its value drops $9,999. A displaced 
rail could easily cause this remarkable de- 
cline in silver. For a time Mr. Wygant held 
out against the importunities of callers, but 
as soon as the train had passed beyond the 
confines of Pennsylvania he told all about it, 
and said that the consignment was han 
in the same way that the company did ali its 
business.

SALVATION ARMY PEOPLE ATTEND 
HER FUNERAL. 


The Coffin Is Carried on a Wagon in a 
Procession to the Barracks, Where the 
Services Are Held—A Queer Mourning 
Emblem Worn—A Reading from the 
Dead Girl’s Bible—Two Conversions 
Made—The Burial at Oakwoods at 10 
O’Clock This Morning. 


It was a sad and thrilling sight that the busy 
throng witnessed yesterday afternoon on West 
Madison street when the funeral procession of 
Capt. Annie Nilson moved from Desplaines 
street to the Princess Rink. 

Capt. Nilson was a poor Swedish servant 
girl who was converted six years ago, and two 
years later joined the Salvation Army. She 
worked here and in Wisconsin and Minnesota. 
She took charge of Corps No. 1, No. 244 West 
Indiana street, Thanksgivmg day, and was 
transferred last Monday to Corps No. 9, at 
State and Forty-ninth streets, where, the same 
night, she met her death. 

After holding her first meeting with her new 
corps and expressing the most joyful anticipa- 
tions of usefulness in the new field she retired 
to rest, with Cadet Inga Hanson, and before 
morning had been asphyxiated with the Mutual 
Fuel Gas company’s gas. The inquest lasted 
two or three days, as m any suspected that she 
had poisoned herself on account of scanda- 
lous reports. Butthe Coroner’s inquest, aid- 
ed by an autopsy, brought out her fair name 
and tame without a shadow of a doubt, and 
gave her a martyr’s wreath instead of a cloud- 
ed reputation. The particulars of the sad ac- 
cident have already been published. 

The girl’s remains were left in the room in 
which she died.

STOPPED A FORGED CERTIFICATE. 


Assistant Controller Healy Prevents the 
Loss of $18 to the County. 

Assistant County Controller Healy yester- 
day ran down an attempt to get money out 
of the election appropriation on a forged cer- 
tificate. Several days ago a man appeared 
in the Controller’s office with a certificate for 
a warrant of $18 bearing the name of 
W. T. Blair. The warrant in the office 
was made out to J. T. Blair and 
Mr. Healy therefore examined the 
certificate carefully. It bore William 
A. Taylor's O. K. The bearer declared 
the difference in the first initial to be a mis- 
take and said he was the only man of that 
name in the ward. The Controller issued a 
warrant. Afterward he visited Mr. Tayior, 
who declared the certificate a forgery. Mr. 
Healy’s description of the man was so minute 
that Mr. Taylor said he was a clerk in the 
Twenty-fourth Ward. 

The following day J. T. Blair appeared with 
his certificate, but could not get his warrant. 
Yesterday the man who had drawn it appeared 
with his own certificate. Mr. Healy brought 
up the Blair matter and the man denied any 
knowledge cf it. His signature of W. T. 
Blair’s name, however, was exactly like the 
one on the certificate and the Controller re- 
fused to turn over the other warrant. The 
man became indignant and threatened to 
bring suit against the county for the amount 
of his warrant. Half an hour later the man’s 
brother came into the office with $18 and asked 
that the matter be dropped. The Controller 
agreed to the proposition. 


GRAVES FOUND GUILTY ON EVERY COUNT. 


Jury in the Dubuque Commercial National 
Case Renders Its Verdict. 

DusvuquE, Ia., Dec. 17.—[Special. |—The 
jury in the Graves case went out at 1 p. m. 
and at midnight brought in a verdict of guilty 
on every count. The verdict was received by 
Mr. Graves in silence. Judge Cole gave 
notice that he would file notice for arrest of 
judgment and ask for a new trial. The penalty 
is five to ten years in prison. 

[The Commercial National Bank of Dubuque, 
Ia., was compelled to close its doors in 1888. 
owing to a failure to collect a large number of 
loans which were past due and for which collat- 
eral had not been deposited. The United 
States grand jury, which sat in March, 
1890, brought indictments against Rufus E. 
Graves, President, and Charles H. Harris, Ca sb- 
ier, who were charged with falsifying their re- 
ports to the Controller of the Currency. It was 
also charged that money had been loaned 
beyond the legal limit to President Graves, his 
brother, J. K. Graves, and companies 
with which the latter was connected without 
taking proper security. The bank directors were 
required to put up a certain amount to save the 
institution, but this proved insufficient and the 
bank went to the wall. About a month 
ago the remaining assets were sold at 
auction for a nominal sum. When 
indicted Graves was in Colorado and Harris in 
Arizona, whence they came directly to Dubuque 
on learning by telegraph of the indictments. The 
case has been adjourned from time to time until 
the present term of court. The Harris indictment 
comes immediately on trial, as the Graves case is 


now disposed of. | 
WELCH GETS A BULLET IN HIS LEG. 


He Says an Unknown Man Shot Him and 
Then Ran Away. 

% Mickey” Welch, a crook who is weil 
known to the police and who lives at No. 128 
Gurley street, was shot last night while stand- 
ing in front of a saloon at Harrison and 
Desplaines streets. He had been in the 
saloon with Michael Fahey and claims 
that when they stepped outside a man whose 
identity is unknown to them stepped up, with- 
out any warning fired one shot, and then es- 
cape. The bullet entered Welch’s left leg,

The twenty- 
five casks will be loaded in the regular express 
wagons and carted to the office, where they 
will be placed in the strong-room. Extra 
guards will be on duty tonight as a precau- 
tion, although no attempt at robbery is ex- 


Shipments of far larger sums of money are 
constantly made by all theexpress companies, 
but the business isdone so quietly that few 
know when these fortunes are moved from 
one part of the country tothe other. But ow- 
ing te the public interest in the souvenir coins 
the United States Express company is com- 
pelled for once to take everybody into its 
confidence. It is this which is worrying the 
officials and is causing a deal of extra vigi- 
lance. 

Train robbers with the souvenir coins in 
their possession would havea large elephant 
on their hands, for any attempt to dispose of 
them would result in instant discovery. 

For the Formal Reception. 


The World’s Fair authorities completed yes- 
terday the plans forthe formal reception of 
the coins. The first consignment will be de- 
livered to the Subtreasury at 9 o’clock Mon- 
day morning. The Subtreasurer will duly re- 
ceipt for the coins, which will remain in the 


casks until the arrival of Mr. Seeberger and. 


other World's Fair officials, John F. McClain, 
manager of the World’s Fair exhibit for 
Wyckoff, Seamans & Benedict, the purchasers 
of the $10,000 beauty, and a number of 
guests. 

The cask marked special will be opened 
first and the four special coins secured. These 
special coins are in the order of their mint- 
ing numbered 1, 400, 1,492, and 1,892. The 
greatest care will be taken to prevent a possi- 
ble mixing up of these valuable silver pieces. 
No. 1, now known as the $10,000 beauty, 
will be placed inside a case of plate glass six 
inches square suspended in a gold bow and 
chain from one side of the case. Then the 
case will be sealed and afterward the $10,000 
beauty will be carried to a safety deposit 
vault and there hid from view. Ali of this 
will be done in the presence of witnesses in 
order that the identity of the coin may never 
be quest.oned. 

The 49,996 other coins will be delivered to 
the banks in the order of the receipt of their 
applications. 

By Monday the possessor of a souvenir coin 
will consider himself a favored one, and it is 
expected that coins will-command a slight 
premium that night. There was talk yester- 
day of offers of $2 and $3 for coins tomorrow. 
The premium will be short-lived, of course, 
as the coins will be soon on the market in 
large quantities, but until the crowd has the 
coins the satisfaction of having one will out- 
weigh the cost. 

The other consignments of the coins will 
now follow rapidly, but the express company’s 
officials hope that the time of leaving Phila- 
delphia will not be printed. 

Lonis J. C. Spruance, son of Harmon 
Spruance, Chief of the Bureau of Subscrip- 
tions of the Worid's Fair, will probably be the 
first individual in Chicago to possess one of 
the mew souvenir half dollars. Harmon 
Spruance is now in New York, and he made 
arrangements with Elliot F. Shepard to get 
one of his 10,000 coins immediately after their 
delivery. These were delivered at 2 o’clock 
Friday afternoon, and if Mr. Spruance 
got one as he expected he immediate.

FIRST MALE CHILD BORN AT SCHELL. 


Richard Schell Woods Seeks to Recover 
$1,000 Reward for Being It. 

Szparia, Mo., Dec. 17.— Special.] —Augus- 
tus Schell, a New York banker, politician, and 
financier, twenty-one years ago offered to 
give $1,000 to the first male child born in the 
Hamlet of Schell, seventy miles south of Se- 
dalia, which had been named after him, and 
the gift in the shape of a 4 per cent govern- 
ment bond was placed in the hands of R. S. 
Stevens as trustee. The first male child born 
was Richard Schell Woods. After the vicissi- 
tudes of the intervening score of years that 
child, now a sturdy farmer, who will attain 
his majority Jan. 27, 1893, has instituted pro- 
ceeding to recover his inheritance. With his 
mother, Mrs. M. J..Woods, who lives in East 
St. Louis, the boy was in this city today. 
From Banker Cyrus Newkirk and J. R. Bar- 
rett, a capitalist, who were associated in 
the construction of the Katy with 
Mr. Schell and others Mrs. Woods learned 
that Stevens, who has the $1,000 in trust for 
her son, is now a retired capitalist of Utica, 
N. Y. The boy has been employed on a farm 
near Greedridge, Mo. Tonight Woods and 
his mother left for Schell City to procure 
documentary evidence of the facts as nar- 
rated, after which they will apply to Mr. 
Stevens of New York for the lad’s inheritance.

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IS THE HEALTHIEST OITY 
IN THE OOUNTRY. 


Ite Death Rate Compares Favorably with 
That of London, Which Is Said to Be 
the Best Sanitary District in the World 
People in Other American Towns Die 
Much Faster than They Do Here—Com- 
parative Tahle Showing the Causes of 
Mortality. 

Tables of mortality in Chicago for 1892, 
compared with 1891, were compiled at the 
Department of Health yesterday. The com- 
plete figures up to the second week in De- 
cember of the present yearare given, The 
last two weeks are estimated on the showing 
for the first half of the month. For purposes of 

comparison the death rate in the large cities 
of the country was tabulated from the records. 

The result shows that Chicago is one of the 

healthiest cities in the New World and al- 


» though the reports of the London Derartment 


were not at hand Commissioner Ware and his 
assistant believe that the death average of 
Chicago will compare favorably with that of 


the first named city, which is claimed to be 


the healthiest, as it is the largest, of all the 
cities in the world. 

The total of deaths in Chicago in 1892, with 
the last two weeks of December estimated, is 
26,073, In 1891 27,754 persons died, a differ- 


ence in favor of the present year of 1,681.

The heaviest mortality, it will be seen, 
was in the months of January and August. In 
the case of the former month the results given 
were due to a prevalence of lung diseases and 
typhoid fever. The last amounted to little as 
compared with the first, and these dis- 
eases were in many instances the result 
of the grip. The ravages created by 
that disease are traceable in the 
heavy mortality shown dy the figures 
for March, April, and May, 1691. The recur- 
rence ot the malady last winter and spring 
was of a milder type. 

The decrease in che death rate in February 
and thence on through the spring months was 
marked and steady. Save during October 
and November it falls to the lowest point of 
the year in June, Lut is swollen by nearly 
900 in the month of July. diseases 
which killed in this month and August were 
largely of the kind known as hot weather dis- 


eases. 

In J and August 400 children died of 
cholerainfantum. Eighty persons were killed 
by sunstroke in the same period. The deaths 

for the two months are im excess of those in 
July and August, 1891, but on the other hand 
the mortality is shown to be less in the subse- 
quent months of 1

SAY THE FURNACE IS A NUISANCE, 


Ald. Jackson's Constituents Object to the 
Garbage Crematory in Their Ward. 

Complaints have been made to Health 
Commissioner Ware that the new Far- 
bage crematory at Christiana and Chi- 
cago avenues is a nuisance, Residents 
of the neighborhood have asked ite 
removal and Ald. Jackson has asked Dr. 
Ware to have the furnace shut down. His re- 
quest was refused. Dr. Ware said the furnace 
was in the hands of a private corporation and 
that it had been constructed under an order 
passed by the Council. Ald. Jackson will 
probably introduce an order into the Council 
staying the operation of the furnace. The same 
difficulty was encountered when the Chicago 
Crucible company, owning the crematory, at- 
tempted to locate on Blackhawk street, near 
the river. The objection to the furnaces is 
likely to result in serious opposition to their 
further operation. 

“ The garbage should be taken out of the 
city,’”’ said Ald. Jackson, and I am thinking 
of introducing an order into the Council pro- 
viding for such an arrangement. Nobody 
wants one of these furnaces near his property, 
and I shall contest the location of one in my 
ward. Some other plan should be adopted, 
The garbage should be loaded in vessels and 
burned out on the lake or shipped from the 
city by rail. 

Dr. Ware explained to Ald. Jackson that the 
opposition to crematories was in his opinion 
due to prejudice, He thinks that when they 
have been operated for a short time that peo- 
ple will be convinced that they are not detri- 
mental to a neighborhood, 

If we are goi to have garbage crema- 
tories in this city,” said he, the Aidermen 
must withdraw their opposition. They paseed 
an order authorizing the construction of these 
furnaces, but just as soon as one is 
located the Alderman of the ward 
introduces an order staying fur- 
ther proceedings. One location was selected 
at Blackhawk street and the river, where there 
was nothmg but a distillery and a factory. 
Ald. Gosselin had an order passed forbidding 
the use of that location, and now the new site 
is the subject of objection. Experiment has 
shown that the furnaces are odorless and are 
nota nuisance,”’

CONSENTS TO A VIADUCT. 


Mayor Washburne Sanctions a Temporary 
Structure for Railroad Crossing. 

A compromise will be offered the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad company in reference to the 
protection of its grade crossing. Mayor 
Washburne has abandoned his determination 
that no more viaducts shall be constructed. 
He will consent to a temporary structure 
provided the project of track elevation is not 
prejudiced by its construction. This com- 
promise was reached at a conference at the 
Mayor’s office yesterday attended by Alc. 
Gahan and Kenny and Commissioner Ald- 
rich. 

They reported to the Mayor the results of 
their visit of inspection to the crossing, and 
every one agreed that some means should be 
taken to protect life. The company has been 
willing to build a viaduct but for the mayor’s 
objection to the plan on the ground that the 


| track should be elevated. Yesterday he said 


that he would not object to a temporary struct- 
ure, provided the time was limited to three 
or four years, and it was agreed that consent 
should not be construed by the company to 
relieve it from the necessity of elevating its 
tracks. There is some doubt as to the com- 
pany’s acceptance of the compromise. The 
proposition will be stated to representatives 
of the road. 


County Board of Education, 

At yesterday's meeting of the County Board of 
Education President Edmanson of the Board of 
County Commissioners was installed on all the 
committees in the place of his predévessor, John 
M. Green, The Finance and Judiciary committee 
submitted a request for an appropriation of $67,- 
500, of which $37,500 is for salaries, 
supplies, and building, and $30,000 for 
a gymnasium. Mr. Edmanson said the County 
Board this year would be short of money and he 
did not believe the appropriation for a gymna- 
sium would be made. The Committee on Suild- 
ings, Grounds and Supplies reported that it could 
make no more purchases as the fund for the year 
was exhausted. Tuition at the Normal School for 
the last term aggregated $800 and this was or- 
dered turned into the library fund. The expense 
of running Students’ Hall from July 1 to Dec. 1 
was $,839, and the receipts $5,631, leaving a deficit 
of $205. The total attendance at the school in No- 
vémber was 434. 


Too Wide to Suit Them. 


Owing to an ordinance recently passed by the 
Council dealing with the paving of a sidewalk 
from Fortieth to Forty-sixth street on West Mad- 
ison street the property-owners of that territory 
met at the Sherman House yesterday. Their 
object was to protest against the plan proposed 
by the ordinance. This ordinance declared that 
a road 120 feet wide should havesixty feet given to 
sidewalks, thirty feet on either side of the street. 
The praperty-owners say that twenty feet is the 
limit which should be given to the sidewalk. A 
resolution to this effect was drawn up and will 
be presented by Ald. F. N. McCarthy. 


Salary Account Short. 

The County Board Finance committee yester- 
day found that the salary account of ex-Recorder 
Stephens’ office had been overdrawn $12,000.

CLOSING THE 


VIEWS OF CONGRESSMEN ON THE 
SUBJROT OF IMMIGRATION. | 


Nearly All of Those Questioned Favor Its 
Stoppage or Restriction During Next 
Year Because of the Danger from Chol- 
era—Decision Rendered in the Indiana 
Apportionment Case—First Decision in 
Carbon County, Wyo., Case Favorable 
to Demecrats—No Official Count in Mich- 


igan Yet. 

Nzw York, Dec. 17.—[Special.]—Opinions 
of members of Congress upon the immigra- 
tion question will be printed by the World to- 
morrow. While there is a diversity of views 
in regard to permanent restrictions Senators 
and Representatives are in practical accord as 
to the necessity of prompt and effective action 
to ward off the cholera next year, and 
especially on account of the World's Fair. 
The proposition to suspend immigration next 
year meets with favor. 

The hand of welcome is outstretched to- 
wards those foreigners who would become 
good citizens of the United States, but there 
is a feeling that the boast that this country is 
an asylum for the oppressed of all nations 
threatens to make trouble here, Congress- 
men say there is room enough in America for 
reputable and wholesome immigrants, but 
they want the incomers scrutinized and sifted 
so that the diseased, the criminal, and the 
dangerous persons may be rejected. 

Mr. Chandler, Chairman of the Senate 


Committee on Immigration, says: 

I am in favor of the proposition to suspend im- 
migration for one year. The outlook for its 
adoption seems promising. The subject is one of 
the highest importance, and whatever is decided 
upon should be successfully carried through. 

Senator Hiscock of New York, a member of 
the Senato Committee on Immigration, is in 
favor of legislation restricting immigation. 
He says, however, that he does not care at this 
time to state his views as to what lines should 
be followed in legislation. It is his intention 
to introduce a bill on this subject before long. 

Senator Kyle is decidedly in favor of ro- 
strietmg immigration in a judicious way. 
Whether or not we should suspend immigra- 
tion for one year in view of the cholera and 
the World’s Fair is a serious question. Some 
steps should be taken at once towards sifting 
nn scrutinizing the incoming foreiguers.“ 


Partial Suspension. 


Senator Peffer would exclude all immi- 
grants of the very poorer classes, such as are 
not able to take care of themselves; all dis- 
eased persons, all the criminal classes, all 
known anarchists or persons whose object in 
time is to interfere with our form of govern- 
ment and customs, and all classes, however 
described, whose training or whose inclina- 
tions would be likely to make them danger- 
ous, useless, or injurious. 

Senator Davis of Minnesota comes from a 
section where the foreign born portion of the 
population is large. oreover he has given 
close attention to the subject of immigration, 
especially to that phase of it respecting the 
adoption by the new citizens of the language 
and customs of thia country. He has openly 
pronounced against what is known as Cuhens- 
lyism and made his recent successful cam- 
paign partly on that issue. He said today: 

Jam in favor of restricting immigration, but 
precisely the form the measure should take is 
another matter. The bill should be most carefully 
drawn. I think, too, that Congress should act at 
once. 

Senator Perkins of Kansas expressed him- 
self in terms somewhat similar. “I will be 
glad to support a bill affording the country 
relief from the further influx of undesirable 
people, said he, 

Senator Hale said: 

The Committee on Immigration was origin- 
ally made by my motion. I um not in favor 
of taking up now the general subject 
of restricting immigration for all the future, be- 
cause we could not get it through, but I believe 
this has to be done sooner.or later; indeed, I ma 
say at some near day. lam fully convinced tha 
we have got to do something in view of the in- 
evitable invasion of cholera next summer. Some- 
thing must be done at once and I am in favor of 
suspending immigration for one year. It would 
ruin the Chicago Exposition and we shall be 
guilty of great criminal neglect if we do not at- 
tend to the matter immediately. 


How Draw the Line? 


Senator McMillan of Michigan takes special 
interest in the question, because the restrict- 
ing of Canadian labor is a lively issue in this 
State. . He said: 

The question of restricting immigration is at 
once most important and most difficult. Iam in 
favor of the proposition, but I realize that it will 
be no easy matter to framea bill that will accom- 
plish without embarrassment or injustice the end 
we have in view. Take the matter of the World's 
Fair next year. Everybody admits that the 

reatest care must be exercised or we shall 

visited. thea by cholera from infeeted 
European countries. But who shall decide 
and how as between average visitors to the 
Fair from abroad and average immigrants? 
Suppose a man on the other side with money 
enough to pay his passage applies for transporta- 
tion and declares his purpose of visiting the Fair? 
Shall he be interrogated as to whether or not he 
intends afterwards to sett'e in the country, and 
if he says yes, shall a ticket ve refused him? As 
to the greater proposition, that of putting a stop 
to the dumping into this country of undesirable 
people from foreign ports, that will probably be 
generally concurred in. I have no desire to see 
the gates shut on the reputable classes of work- 
men in Europe who wish to cast their lot with us. 
The development of this country will continue to 
make them weicome here for years to come. But 
the criminal and the pauper classes should be 
rigidly excluded, and we cannot too quickly be- 
gin the enforcement of such a policy. 

Representative Oates of Alabama, probably 
the best-informed man in the House on the 
subject of immigration, having been a mem- 
ber of the original Ford Immigration com- 
mittee, which made an extensive tour of the 
country and prosecuted an inquiry into the 
subject in New York for several months, says: 

Iam strongly in favor of adopting such meas- 
ures as would reduce the stream of immigrants 
coming into this country and thereby not only 
limit the competition with our own laboring 
classes, but elevate the standard of the admitted 
immigrants. I have a bill, introduced at the last 
session. In this bill I have the head tax on im- 
migrants G. which 1 am now satisfied, though 
much in excess of that at present collected under 
the law, is not 938 Iwould favor mak- 
ing the tax $35. With such a tax it would be 
possible to establish the most stringent regula- 
tions for the examination of immigrants upon 
their arrival in this country and do away with the 
mere farce which is now enacted every day at the 
leading stations. 


Protection from Cholera. 


Representative Springer, Chairman of the 
Ways and Means coinmittee, said: 

All legislation restricting immigration should 
be based on the idea of protecting the country 
from acholera epidemic. lam opposed to re- 
stricting the desirable immigration or those im- 
migrants who come here in good condition and 
with good characters for the purpose of becoming 
citizens and making their homes in this country. 
To that kind of immigration the country is in- 
debted in a greatimeasure for its present extraor- 
dinary prosperity, and any effort to restrict it 
would not meet with favor in my judgment, ex- 
cept where public health was involved. 

Judge Holman, Chairman of the Committee 
on Appropriations, takes this view: 

Congress will undoubtedly take the subject up 
at this session and something will probably be 
done in the near future. The two important ques- 
tions are the restricting of undesirable immi- 
grants and the protection of our own laboring 
classes, The two problems are so involved that 
it is impossible to separate them, but whatever 
line of policy is adopted we must proceed care- 
fully and conservatively. We cannot forget that 
the people of the United States take great pride 
in declaring that this country is open to the r 
and oppressed of all nations. The question of re- 
stricting immigration of those who come here to 
make good citizens is a very serious one. 

Congressman Catchings of Mississippi, a 
member of the Rules committee, thinks there 
should be legislation of this character at this 
session of Congress. 

“I do not favor any proposition,” said he, 
“ which would stop immigration altogether, 
but I believe we should provide better pro- 
tection against the criminal classes of other 
countries. 

Congressman Jerry Simpson of Kansas 
voices the sentiments of a majority of the 
Populist members ot the House on the prob- 
lem. He says:

“In ante-bellum days, Gen. Walkersaid, 
“the average increase m immigration was 
much less than Watson had in esti 
that it would be.“ : 

It was providential, in the opinion of Gen. 
Walker that the greatest multitude of immi- 
grants had come to this country at the time 
when they were most needed, when the coun- 
try was growing most rapidly, and when man- 
ual labor of all sorts was at the highest pre- 
mium. But unrestricted immigration had 
now beyond doubt developed in some ways 
into an evil. 

Gen Walker has a remedy. He would, he 
said, tax each immigrant $100 upon his ar- 
rival in America, the amount to be deposited at 
the receipt of customs and there held in keep- 
ing. If at the end of three years proof 
were submitted that the immigrant was an 
industrious and reputable citizen, not an in- 
mate of a prison or almshouse, the amount 
deposited and its interest would be returned 
and the owner admitted to full citizenship. If, 
on the other hand, the immigrant wishes to 
leave the country the money would likewise 
be returned, 

“The solution of the problem,” he con- 
tinued, “‘ rests entirely with the laboringman. 
It is a question the most vital bearing of 
which is directly upon the laboring interests. 
It is labor’s question.” 


INDIANA APPORTIONMENT CASE, 


Decision Holding the Act of 1879 Void 
Rendered by the Court, 

IxDIANATOLts, Ind., Dec. 17.—[Special.]— 
The Supreme Court rendered a decision in the 
apportionment suit today reversing the decis- 
ion of the lower court. The suit was brought 
in Henry County by S. T. Poweil against the 
County Sheriff, Auditor, and Clerk to compel 
them to hold the election of State Senators 
and Representatives under the apportionment 
of 1879 and to enjoin them from proceeding 
under the act of 1891. The Henry County 
Judge sustained the plaintiff, and an appeal 
was taken to the Supreme Court. 

While admittma the unconstitutionality of 
the apportionment of 1891, the court holds that 
the act of 1879 is void for the same reason given 
as to the validity of the act of 1891. Says 
Judge Coffey, who gives the principal opin- 
ion: 

The complaint in this case proceeds upon the 
theory that the appellee is entitled to have Sena- 
tors and Representatives elected under the act of 
1879. The demurrer filed by the appellants neces- 
sarily calls in question his right to the relief 
sought. As the act of 1879 is Gnconstitutional the 
court erred in overruling appellant’s demurrer. 

The court also finds the apportionment of 
1885 is not in question in such a manner as to 
require a decision as to its validity, 

The court does not pass upon the validity of 
the act of 1885 and, therefore, does not pass 
upon the status of the hold-over Senators, 
which was considered one of the most impor- 
tant points, 


REPUBLICANS MAY NOT CAUCUS, 


Interesting Possibilities in the North Da- 
kota Senatorial Contest. 

Wasurinetonr, D. C., Dec. 17.—Congresaman 
M. N. Johnson of North Dakota says that he 
hopes the Republicans of his State if they cau- 
cus will abide by the decision unless the selec- 
tion should be Senator Casey. The declara- 
tion on his part as respects Senator Casey 
shows that Mr. Johnson is quite willing that 
his friends should administer to Senator 
Casey the same medicine that the present Sen- 
ator’s friends administered to the Congress- 
man two years ago. 

Mr. Johnson says a number of Kepublican 
members of the Legislature will refuse to 
caucus. This opens up a field of possible com- 
binations between various political elements as 
broad as one of the big wheat fields of this 
great grain raising State. The Republicans 
have a clean majority of six in the Legis- 
lature over the r made up of Dem- 
ocrats and Populists, with leanings towards 
and indorsements from the Kepublican 
or Democratic parties. The fact that North 
Dakota is one of the States which has been 
named in the list of Western Senatorial con- 
tests to be specially looked after by Sena- 
torial committees of both Democratic and 
Republican parties shows that the former re- 
gards it as within the possibilities that, not- 
withstanding the adverse complexion of the 
Legislature, it may by a combination of vari- 
ous elements elect a man to succeed Senator 
Casey who will be in sympathy if not in full 
accord with the principles of the Democratic 
party. With no caucus nominee chosen by 
the Republicans all of its members will have 
wide party latitude.

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WHISKY TAX 


MEMBERS OF THE TRUST MAKE A 
VISIT TO THE CAPITAL 


Anxious to Learn What Legislation, if 
Any, Is Contemplated—President Green- 
hut Says the Price Was Raised to Pre- 
vent Speculation — Treasurer Nebeker 
Tells of the Necessity for Registering 
Paper Currency—But Little Work Done 
by the Lower House—Bills Introduced, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 17.—[ Special.] — 
President Greenhut and Directors Hobart and 
Curtis of the whisky trust were in town today. 
Ostensibly they came to see the Internal Reve- 
nue Commissioner about some matters of 
routine business affecting the various distiller- 
ies controlled by the trust. Actually. they 
have their eyes wide open to find out what 
Congress is likely to do about increasing the 
tax on whisky. They left for New York this 
evening. 

President Greenhut called on Secretary 
Foster to-day. The Secretary’s views are well 
known. With a good many other people, he 
thinks that if there is to be increased taxation 
whisky affords the easiest object for securing 
more revenues. But the Secretary figures 
out that at the end of the present fiscal 
year there will be a surplus of between 
$20,000,000 and $21,000,000 in the Treasury, 
so the matter of taxation rests in the hands of 
the next administration. He told Mr. Green- 
hut that increased revenues of the department 
from distilled spirits was not unwelcome at 
thistime. The President of the trust said to 
the Secretary that the distillers, or rather the 
trust, was not responsible tor the present wild 
speculation. He solemnly declared that its 
purpose in raising the price till the increases 
now reach 15 cents a gallon had been to stop 
speculation by stopping the buying, which had 
been going on so extensively. But instead 
the increase in the price had stimulated the 
buying contrary to all the expectations of the 
trust. 


Large Tax Increase. 

Mr. Greenhut said the trust was now pay 
ing the government $200,000 a day in the 
shape of taxes. The books of the Internal 
Revenue Commissioner bear out these asser- 
tions. For the first seventeen days of the 
present month the increased revenues from 
distilled spirits exceed the revenues for the 
same period last year by $1,400,000. 

The total revenues from this source for the 
six months which will end with December will 
exceed $80,000,000 as against a little over $73,- 
000,000 for the last six monthsof 1891. Someof 
this increase is normal, but not all of it. It is 
during the last thirty days, since the whisky 
17 began, the receipts have 
climoed so high, as the comparison of the 
first half of the month shows. 

Officials of the Internal Revenue Bureau are 
wondering when it will stop. There has been 
no extraordinary increase in consumption. 
There are just as many temperance societies 
as there used to be, and there is no evidence 
that the men who used to get along with one 
glass of whisky now take two. The stock is 
said to be largely iu the hands of dealers who 
caught the fever of speculation, believing that 
the tax would be raised. These speculative 
persons can always count on the fact that if 
taxes have to be increased whisky will be the 
favorite article of increase with the vast ma- 
jority of Congressmen. But they should first 
carefully examine their ground to see whether 
taxes are going to be raised. It is now al- 
most certain that nothing in this direction 
will be done by the present Congress, Mr. 
Springer’s committee will probably take a 
whirl at the subject, and another spasm of 
speculation may result. But an inquiry by 
the Ways 1nd Means committee is one thing. 
Legislation by both houses of Congress is 
another thing. 

A Question of Revenue, 


One point is also lost sight of by the folks 
who think there ie money in whisky. Betting 
whether Congress will raise thé tax is simple 
enough. Betting whether it will raise it on 
future production or on what is in bond and 
in dealers’ hands is something entirely 
different. The whisky tax, if raised 
at all, would be inereased for the 
sole purpose of getting additional 
revenue. If 200,000,000 gallons are piled up 
in bond and in dealers’ hands and the in- 
creased tax does not appiy to them the whole 
purpose of the increase would be defeated, so 
that there would be no additional revenue for 
two or three years at least. So the whisky 
speculators had better count on the proba- 
bility that if the tax is increased it will apply 
to whisky in bond and in dealers’ hands. Wit 
that view of the case thoroughly understood 
probably the naxt time President Greenhut 
and his philanthropic associates raise the price 
five cents a gallon they will succeed in check- 
2 buying. 5 

Mr. Mason, Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue, says that Representative Scott's bill in- 
creasing the tax on L spirits to $1.25 
a gallon would increase the revenue of the 
government to the extent ot $35,000,000, a 
year. He bases this prediction on an esti- 
mate that 100,000,000 gallons of distilled spir- 
its will be withdrawn for consumption during 
the fiscal year beginning July 1 next. At the 
present rate of taxation this would net the 
guvernment $90,000,000 and atthe proposed 
rate $125,000,000, 

New York, Dec. 17.—[Special.]—Distilling 
and Cattle Feeding fluctuated sharply today 
and ended with a net decline of g after trans- 
actions aggregating 60,000 shares, being a 
fourth of the whole day’s business on Change. 
Of the total of 2,280,144 shares traded in this 
week Distilling and Cattle Feeding figured for 
443,000, This was the overshadowing feature 
of the work. The stock rose to 7244 and later 
broke eight points. The bulls undoubtedly 
made a turn when the directors raised the 
quarterly dividend from }¢ to 1}¢ per cent, 
and there are strong suspicions that they have 
been helping the reaction along, knowing full 
well that the company is bound to earn 
enormously on account of the advance in dis- 
tilled spirits and the control it now has over 
the market. 


NECESSITY FOR REGISTRY OF NOTES, 


Treasurer Nebeker's Significant Remarks 


About Paper Currency, 
Wasurnetos, D. C., Dec. 17.—Treasurer 
Nebeker, in his annual report, makes the fol- 
lowing significant remarks in regard to the 
present system of paper currency in the 


United States: 

The present methods of keeping account of the 
issue of the redemption of paper money are im- 
perfect and unsatisfactory. They do not afford 
the certainty of correctness desirable in a business 
of the magnitude to which this has grown. There 
being no record of the redemptions beyond a 
simple entry of date, denomination, and amount, 
the safeguards against errors are insufficient, 
The sole reliance for accuracy is in the examina- 
tion which the notes receive in ing 
through the department. A mistake of 
description in the original schedule, ik 
not discovered before the destruction of the 
notes, would probably be perpetuated. Worse than 
this duplicate numbers, or numbers never regu- 
larly issued, would be passed without suspicion. 
In neither case the fact of an error having oc- 
curred might not be brought to light for years, 
and then only by the condition of the account, if. 
for example, in the sourse of liquidation of a — 
ticular issue an overdraft should appear, the fact 
of some irregularity would be patent, but the cor- 
rection or even the location of the irregularity it- 
self might be impossible. 

While some improvement might perhaps be 
made in the details of the present methods, it is 
doubtful if any system short of a complete 
numerical registry of every note, withthe dates 
of issue and redemption, would be entirely satis- 


factory.

bill to put it in shape to suit his taste. He 
proposes that seven red and six white 
stripes shall constitute the “fly,” and 
the “union” a rectangular blue 
field next to the staff equal in 
length and width to the width of the upper 
seven stripes. dimensions are to be 
changed proportionately in fl larger than 
the marching standard. feld, Mr. 
Butler says, shall hold the outline of a 
white pansy, with a true panay center, which 
shall represent the capital or central govern- 
ment, the white stars, representing the 
several States, shall be set inside the white 
outline of the pansy in a manner to produce 
the general effect, at a distance, of a white

DR. GEORGE E. SHIPMAN CRITICALLY ILL. 


Physicians Think the Man Who Started the 

Foundlings Home May Not Recover, 
Dr. George E. Shipman, whoa started and 
has superintended the Foundlings’ Home, now 
located at No. 114 South Wood street, lies crit- 
ically ill at his residence, No. 120 South Wood 
street. The immediate cause of his illness 
was a fall last Monday. This, added to his 
extreme age, 73 years, and overwork in the in- 
terest of the home, leads to the belief in the 
minds of the attending physicians that he will 
not recover. He is widely known as The 
Friend of the Babies.“ 

ips. Shipman was born in New York City May 
4. 1820. He was given a finished medical educa- 
tion, married, and moved to Cambridge, IIL, in 
1845 and to Chicago in 1846. He served on the 
faculties of different medical colleges here and 
kept up a general practice, One of the coldest 
nights of the winter of 1870 he was called to at- 
tend a child which had been found in a basket in 
asnow bank. He cared for the child but the 
little one died from exposure. This sé affected 
him that he hired a room at No. 14 South Green 
street, and though at that time he was in short- 
ened financial circumstances he opened a Found- 
lings’ Home for the care of abandoned children. 
The first contribution to assist him was $1 from a 
Mrs. Pithy, a crippled woman, All aban- 
doned children were taken to him. 
In 1872 wealthy Chicagoans, hearing of the 
work he was doing, went to his assistance. In 
that year the home was incorporated and a Board 
of Directors appointed to aid the Superintendent. 
The home rapidly developed, In 1473 tnesplen- 
did home owned by the association was built at 
No. 114 South Wood street at a cost of many 
thousands of dollars. Since that date it has 
sheltered on an average: sixty children the year 
round. Their lives are saved and they are kept 
there until able to take care of themselves or un- 
til homes are procured for them.

Loomis, H. M. Hooker, John Creighton, and 
Daniel Forbes, Three years ago Dr. Shipman re- 
tired from active practice. He has a wife, six

storage will be in actual operation and in such 
a way that the visitors can fully comprehend 
this somewhat mysterious subject. All the 
different systems of cold storage will also find 
a place in the building. 

t is the plaint of the Hercules Iron Works, 
which is building the pavilion, that ice ma- 
chines and refrigerating apparatus were not 
originally given a place commensurate with 
their importance; and, more, it is said that 
the conditions regarding the exhibit were so 
peculiar that it was impracticable to show the 
making of ice as a reguiar exhibit at tne Fair. 

A “concession” for the erection of a building 
was bought and paid for and then the plans 
for the structure Low under way were made. 
They were fora building 130x255 feet. five 
stories in height, and with four imposing 
towers 100 feet high for observatories, reached 
by elevators. The central. tower is 191 feet 
high, and will serve as a smokestack as well 
as doing duty as an architectural ornament. 
It is claimed to be one of the most artistic 
smokestacks ever erected. 

The main doorway of the pavilion will be 
very ornamental and the entire work on the 
first story will be in sympathy. Owing to the 
necessity of cold storage there will be no win- 
dows in the upper stories between the first 
and fifth. To make up for this wide stretch 
of plain staff the upper story will be profusely 
decorated. 

The space allotted for the pavilion was 150 
x300 feet and lay due west of the Administra- 
tion Building, between that building and 
Stony Island avenue, the west line of the 

rounds. Architecturally it will be of the 
inanesque order. 

The machinery of the pavilion will be lo- 
cated in the room into which the main entrance 
opens. It wili consist of five engines, no two 
of which are alike, with dynamos, air-pumps, 
and all the other motive power required in ice 
making and cold storage. The boiler-room is 
immediately in the rear of the engine-room. 
The boilers will have 800 horse-power. 

Above the boiler room will be a fireproof 
story in which will be located ammonia con- 
densers and water purifying apparatus. The 
ice storage house will be 100x130 feet in size, 
two stories high, and will be to the left of the 
boiler-house and engine-room. In this room 
every facility will be given the visitor to see 
the actual manufacture of ice under all proc- 


esses. 

On the right of the engine-room is a space 
100x130 feet, four stories high, all of which 
with the stories above the engines and tank- 
rooms will be used for general cold storage. 
This department alone contains 700,000 cubic 
feet of space, which will be divided into various 
rooms. h room will have its own temper- 
ature and an automatic contrivance for con- 
trolling the temperature will be on exhibition. 

Proper air spaces have been secured by two 
or three coatings of staff in parts where it 
was necessary outside heat should have 
no effect.

TO LOAN THE FIRST MAP OF AMERICA, 


Officially Announced That the Queen Will 
Loan It to the World’s Fair. 
Lonpon, Dec. 17.—It is officially announced 
that the Queen, at the request of the govern- 
ment at Washington, has decided to loan 
for exhibition at the World's Fair Leon- 
ardo Da Vinci’s original drawmg of the 
first map of America, how in the Queen’s 
collection at Windsor Castle. The officials of 
the British Museum have agreed to permit the 
copying of any documents bearing on the 
early history of America for exhibition at 
Chicago. 
Milwaukee’s World’s Fair Tourist Company 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 17.—[ Special.] The 
Worid’s Fair Tourist company of Milwaukee filed 
articles of incorporation today. The object of 
the corporation 1s to organize clabs to visit the 
Columbian Exposition and to act as the agent of 
these clubs in getting transportation and hotel 
accommodations. It is probable that the exposi- 
tion in this city will be abandoned next year on 
account of the World's Fair. The exposition di- 
rectors and leading business-men generally are of 
the opinion that an exposition next year would 
not be a financial success. 


Horticultural Building in Silver. 

A model of the Horticultural Building has been 
made at Monterey, Mex., by Alberto M. Endueiss 
from designs furnished him by W. L. B. Jenney, 
the architect of the building. It is ten feet long, 
and the photographs received show it to be a 
marvel of the silversmith's art. It cost $5,000. 
Mr. Endueiss has asked for and received a con- 
cession to manufacture Mexican silver filigree 
work in connection with the exhibition of the 
model in the Horticultural Building. 


Government to Aid Spanish Artists.

WOMEN’S FAIR WORK. 
MRS. CHARLES HENROTIN TALKS OF 
THEIR AID TO THE EXPOSITION. 


Congresses Which Are Being Arranged and 
the Part Played by the Sex in the Con- 
claves—Interest Manifested in the Gath- 
erings Is Universal—Engagement of 
Bradley Martin's Daughter to the Earl 
of Craven—Strange Absence of Trustee 
Chamberlain—New York News. 


New Tonk, Dec. 17.—Mra. Charles Hen- 
rotin, Vice-President of the Woman’s Con- 
gresses of the Columbian Exposition, has been 
in the city for the last week upon business ap- 
pertaining to her office. The President of the 
Congresses, Mrs. Potter Palmer of Chicago, 
is much occupied with work relating to the 
exhibits, so Mrs. Henrotin is in the position 
at present of Acting President. Mrs, Hen- 
rotin is the guest of Mrs. Howard Latham, at 
No. 16 East Fifty-eighth street. There she was 
found this afternoon and asked to tell what 
the women are doing for the Fair. 

„O0,“ she answered, as she laughed pleas- 
santiy, I could not begin to tell you all we 
women are doing or hope to do, but I will tell 
you about the congress. The work is well 
planned and moving along in an exceedingly 
satisfactory manner. The congresses will be 
held in the Art Palace, now in course of con- 
struction on the Lake-Front, during the 
months intervening between May 15 and the 
close of the Exposition, Nov. 1. The seating 
capacity of each hall will be about 3,000, 
There are twenty rooms in this building, in 
which the different congresses will be held. 
Several sessions may be carried on simulta- 
neously. Some of the rooms have a seating 
capacity of 300. The directory of the Colum- 
bian Exposition gives $200,000 to the building 
fund of this art palace, and this entitles them 


to the use of it during the Fair. 


Order of the Congresses, 


The first congress will be that of public 
press. Then the medical congress, the con- 
gresses of temperance, moral and social re- 
form, literature, science and philosophy, and 
education will follow. The National associa- 
tion, whose President is Dr. Harris of Wash- 
ington, has the congress of education in 
charge. One fact which bespeaks forcibly the 
rapid advance of woman is that with but 
three exceptions in all the congresses connect- 
ed with the Exposition there are committees 
of women. These three exceptions are the 
congresses of finance, engineering, and com- 
merce. And 1 have no doubt that we could 
hold our own in those, also, were we called 
upon to do so. 

There will be but one congress that will 
consist of women only, and that is the con- 
gress of representative women called by the 
congress auxiliary. Its sessions will occupy 
seven days and will be devoted to the discus- 
sion of the advance of women through all 
lines of life—education, labor, moral and re- 
form, business, etc. 

“During August the congresses of com- 
merce, finance, and engineering, etc., will be 
held. September will be devoted for the 
greater part to the religious congresses, in 
which the Epworth League, the National 
Christian Association, and, in fact, all the 
noted religious organizations will be in- 
terested. The Catholic Church will hold 
its congress under the direction of 
Cardinal Gibbons. In this congress 
will be a special committee of 
Catholic women. That is a great departure 
for that church and shows a great broadening 
of ideas. In September also there will be the 
labor congress, as Labor day comes in that 
month. One of the October congresses will 
be that devoted to agriculture.”’ 

Do ͤ you find the interest taken by women 
in general to be proportionate to the immens- 
ity of the work they have undertaken?’ was 
asked, as Mrs. Henrotin paused for breath. 


The Interest Shown Is Great. 


Indeed, she replied, the interest mani- 
fested amounts almost to enthusiasm. The 
women of New York seem particularly inter- 
ested, and Ido not wonder at it, for the State 
Board of Managers for New York is an ex- 
cellent one. The women of this board 
are unusually clever women. 
But the women who 
enthusiastic over the matter of these con- 
gresses are those of foreign countries. They 
cannot ali send exhibits to the Exposition, but 
they can come to the meetings of women, and 
there if they choose take part in the various 
discussions or read papers upon different mat- 
ters. They are desirous of being with us, too, 
because they feel that Americans have solved 
many of the problems relating to the advance- 
ment of women. In this, as a nation, we 
stand beyond them, and as such questions are 
now being agitated abroad they want to come 
to learn of us some of our ideas, plans, and 
modes of operation. 

Do you find women lackmg in the power 
to corporate and work harmoniously among 
themselves? 

That is another point which tells of the 
growing power and advance of woman,”’ said 

rs. Henrotin. ‘“* Fifteen years ago what is 
being done today could not have been. done, 
for women lacked the power they have 
today to corporate and centralize their 
energies. An instance in point oc- 
curs to me. A lady in Chicago applied 
to Mrs. Palmer and myself for appointment 
to a very important position in connection 
with the insurance congress. We desired to 
know if she could furnish proof of an aptitude 
for the duties of the office. She said she 
could, and the result was truly amazing. The 
statistics furnished proved beyond a doubt 
woman’s right to a voice in this congress. The 
result was an invitation to women to join the 
session. 

Mrs. Henrotin further said that possibly one 
Of the greatest benefits that womankind will 
derive from the Columbian Exposition will be 
the impetus it will give to organizations and 
the powers to corporate and centralize their 
energies. It may interest the women to know 
that Mrs. Henrotin wore a dark skirt, with a 
waist of dark red silk and a little creation of 
black lace, jet, and dark red velvet roses upon 
her head. Mrs. Henrotin is of medium 
height, has a wonderfully expressive face and 
a most changing personality. She will leave 
this city Monday.

Peculiar Absence of Sister City Politicians 
and Contractors, 


New Tonk, Dec. 17.— [Special. Some of the 
politicians and contractors who were mixed up 
in the frauds by which Brooklyn and Kings 
County were swindled out of thousands of dollars 
during the recent Columbian celebration have be- 
gun to leave town until after the holidays, Of 
course their visits have nothing to do with the 
fact that they have been subpoenaed to appear be- 
fore the grand jury, but the fact remains that the 
grand jury has found it impossible to get hold 
of the persons most needed. In spite of obstacles, 
however, the grand jury has obtained some valu- 
able evidence in reference to the scheme by which 
the city was forced to pay over $11,000 for grand- 
stands worth less than 33,000, and the county 
$6,000 for a stand that could have been erected 
and removed for about $1,600.

GOMPERS IS RE-ELECTED PRESIDENT. 


W. A. Carney, a Homestead Strike Leader, 
Chosen Vice-President of the Federation. 
PRhILA DIA, Pa., Dec, 17.—The Ameri- 

can Federation of Labor today passed resolu- 
tions calling on all local unions affiliated with 
the federation to join central labor bodies 
holding charters from the federation; con- 
demning the Rock Island railroad system for 
requiring its telegraph operators to withdraw 
from their organization; condemning the 
Baron Hirsch fund and demanding 
restriction of immigration; condemning 
the system compelling the waiters 
to shave off their mustaches, and favoring the 
eight hour system. A resolution was adopted 
asking clemency for the imprisoned Chicago 
Anarchists, Neebe, Fielden, and Schwab. The 
Socialist Delegate Morgan of Chicago intro- 
duced a substitute for a resolution favoring 
government control of telegraph and tele- 
phone lines, asking that the government shall 
control all means of communication, trans- 
portation, and production. It was defeated 
by a vote of 1,628 to 527. A resolution was 
adopted which emphatically approved the 
principle of arbitration, but recognized its 
impotency where the workers involved are not 
fully organized. 

The annual election of officers was called 
for in the afternoon as the regular order, but 
the federation first desired to vote on the 
amount of salaries paid. President Gompers’ 
salary was increased from $1.500 to $1,800 per 
annum. The salary of the Secretary was in- 
creased from $1,200 to $1,500, and nominations 
were stopped. There was no opposition to 
President Gompers’ reélection and the elec- 
tion was unanimous. Christopher Evans was 
in like manner reélected Secretary. John B. 
Lennon was reélected Treasurer; J. P. Me- 
Guire was reélected Vice-President. For 
Second Vice-President Wiliiam A. Carney of 
Pittsburg, who took an active part in the 
Homestead troubles, was elected. 

A large number of boycotts were indorsed 
by the committee to whom they had been re- 
ferred, together with a recommendation, as the 
boycott was being made ineffective by indis- 
criminate use, that hereafter none be ap- 
proved unless requested under seal of an affil- 
lated body. 

Chicago secured the convention for 1893, 
after a close fight against the claims of 
Denver. 

Pirtssure, Pa., Dec. 17.—The hearing in 
the case of Robert Beatty, charged with fur- 
nishing poison with which to poison non- 
union workmen at Homestead, was held this 
afternoon. J. M. Davidson, formerly a cook 
at Homestead, testified that Aug. 25 
he in company with Gallagher and 
Beatty held a conference with District Mas- 
ter Workman Dempsey, the result of which 
was that all of them went to Homestead to 
attend to the work of poisoning non-unionists 
in the mill. As to the selection of the poison 
the witness said: “Beatty said croton oil, 
and I said no, that was dangerous, and Demp- 
sey said he knew a powder which would be 
better. Dempsey said he had seen these 
powders in Chicago and he had broken a 
strike in four days. It is not dangerous. 
Dempsey said he would guarantee us $50 each 
and our expenses. Beatty said we were to get 
$50 each and we were to get a gold watch and 
chain if we went. Beatty was held in $5,000 
bail for trial at court.

| DIOKEY AVENUE WILL ONCE MORE 
BE A THOROUGHFARE. / 


When Supt. Cheney of the Sewer Depart- 
ment Has His Attention Called to That 
Morass He Orders an Inspector to Put 
the Street in Shape and Charge the Cost 
to the Contracter Who Is Responsible 
for the Condition of Things—More of 
Mr. McCall’s Eccentricities. 


Tun Tersungz has a Christmas present this 
morning for the unhappy residents of Dickey 
avenue, near St. Louis avenue. When the 
frightful condition of the streets in that vicin- 
ity was called to the attention of Supt. Cheney 
of the Sewer Department yesterday he threw 
up both hands in despair. 

„ don't want the newspapers to get after 
me,“ he said. Come here,” he called to one 
of his inspectors. ‘Go out and look over this 
street and start a gang of men to work at 
once to repair it. We will charge up the cost 
to the contractor. 

Lou can tell the residents of Dickey av- 
enue through Taz TMnuxx,“ he continued, 
that we shall start to fix up their street not 
later than Tuesday morning, and we shail 
push the work to completion immediately. 

, This should be great news to the people who 
live in that vicinity, for they have been living 
fora couple of months on what they could 
bring home in their pockets, It has been 
several weeks since a delivery wagon ventured 
off North avenue in the direction of the pretty 
brick cottages which line Dickey avenue for 
two long blocks. That wagon lost a wheel in 
the cavernous depths of St. Louis avenue, the 
daring driver grew seasick with the rolling 
and tossing of his vehicle, and the patient horse 
sat down on his haunches and said “ neigh.” 
Since that time the residents have been 
obliged to pack their goods home of their 
backs. Down-town merchants take a big cash 
order and simply wait long enough to hear 
that the customer lives on Dickey avenue, 
near St. Louis. Then they say: Very sorry, 
but we can’t deliver anything out that way, 
and hand back the money. 

F. Alger runs a little grocery store at No. 
197 Dickey avenue, where a bell rings when 
you push open the front door. Mr. Alger has 
sold out almost his entire stock. A box of 
sugar-coated oyster crackers is about ail that 
remains. But what can I do,” said Mr. 
Alger yesterday. Not a wholesaler in town 
will deliver goods up here for love or money. 
I can’t get even a barrel of sugar. If I should 
run out of coal I’d have to burn the furniture 
or carry my fuel home in a market basket. 

It is all due to some more brainy work on 
the part of the city sewer contractors and tlie 
Department of Sewers, which has super visiou 
of their work. Joseph J. Duffy is the contractor 
who seems to be responsible. He put in the main 
sewer on Dickey avenue last September, so 
the residents say. The results of his work are 
still clearly visible. The surface of Dickey 
avenue looks like a cross between a model of 
the Sierra Nevada Mountains and a hog wal- 
low. Through the center of the street runs a 


splendid miniature of the Colorado Cafion, 


with lateral branches at intervals running to 
the curb. Until within the last week there 
have been no crosswalks, and tradition records 
that when one of the residents made the per- 
ilous trip across the street to the grocery store 
for a quart of milk he found in pail when 
he got back home half a pound of excellent 
butter, so rough was the passage. 

More than fifty families have moved out 
of the neighborhood,”’ said Mr. Alger yester- 
day, because they were unable to get goods 
delivered at their house. More would have 
gone if it were possible to get a mover’s 
wagon into the street. Last night nearly 100 
men crowded into the grocery store, and we 
had an indignation ineeting. Ald. Keats and 
Jackson of this ward were denounced, and we 
will show our feelings at the spring election. 
It was treely charged that the sewer contractor 
had left St. Louis avenue and Dickey avenue 
in an im able condition because he had been 
refused $200 which he asked as a condition of 
putting in the sewer on Dickey avenue before 
the other streets in this vicinity for which he 
had contracts. There were a lot of speeches, 
and P. H. Gibbons, G. M. Ackerman, and C. 
A. Applegate were appointed a committee to lay 
the matter before the Street Department and 
demand that the streets be made at least pass- 
able. Why we are afraid nowadays tu let our 
children go out onto the sidewalk for fear 
they will fall over one of the precipices which 
line the street. I hope the committee will ac- 
complish something. I have sent balf adozen 
notices to the Street Department, but no at- 
tention was ever paid to them.” 


ALLEGES FRAUD IN ALL CONTRACTS, 


A Contractor Says the City Is Always 
Cheated—More About McCall 

„J will wager.“ said a prominent contractor 
yesterday, that during the present city ad- 
ministration there is not ajob of street work, 
big or small, that has been done according to 
contract. There has been cheating either by 
slighting the work or by bribing the inspect- 
ors, or through the counivance, sanction, and 
profit of high officiais in the City Hall.“ 

The remark was brought forth during a dis- 
cussion of Contractor McCall’s methods of 
repairing streets and growing wealthy there- 
by. A contract for McCall’s work, it is said. 
had been practically let toa firm previously, 
but its members either lacked political and of- 
fficial pulls or were unwilling to be bled, and so 
the agreed upon contract was annulled and Mc- 
Call stepped in with his cheap bid and privi- 
lege to do his own measurement. A number 
of contractors expressed the opinion that 
cedar block pavements could not be honestly 
laid for 54 cents a square yard, which is what 
McCall is sup to receive. The cost of 
the blocks always required to be laid is from 
55 to 57 cents, while “‘ culls”’ or rotten blocks 
are about 35 cents a yard. 

An experienced foreman of street pave- 
ments mentioned an instance of McCall’s 
work yesterday that had come under his own 
observation. On West Division street a small 
job of repairmg had been done, and Mc€all 
turned in his bill for fifty-eight yards. An in- 
spector measured the work and could only 

low for twenty-three yards. McCall went 
tu the City Hall, kicked up a fuss about in- 
terference with him, the Inspector was re- 
moved to another portion of the city, and Mc- 
Call drew pay for fifty-eight y 

The story is told that of the big profits 
made last summer by McCall, amounting to 
somewhere about $30,000, he had to turn over 
$15,000 of it to certain parties. One of Mc- 
Call’s employés is given as authority for this 
statement. The absolute illegality of Me- 
Call's contract is shown by the fast 
that over 20,000 yards of pavement 
were repaired or laid in a continuous stretch 
on Milwaukee avenue. Even under McCall’s 
contract this amount of work must have cost 
over $10,000, while the city charter says that 
no contract callmg for the expenditure of 
over $500 shall be let without bids. A large 
amount of work was also doneon North Clark 
street for which no bids were asked. 

1 have no hesitancy in saying said a 
former contractor, that there is not an in- 
spector on the entire city pay roll that knows 
anything about material entering into city 
work, and besides that there are many of them 
as corrupt and venal as they are ignorant and 
indifferent. It seems to be a common thing 
among some of them to hold up contractors 
for any sum from 50 cents to $10 whenever 
they meet them.

Two 
companies of United States troops left San 
Antonio today for Laredo to join their com- 
rades who are now in the field in the lower 
country. This morning Deputy United 
States Marshal Hali and United States Scout 
Martiniano Arco left Laredo with a posse of 
six men to join the Federal troops in the lower 
country. In reference to the Mexican 
soldiers who are now at San Ignacio Capt. 
Mackay has been assured by Col. Ceron, com- 
manding in New Laredo, that the men will 
not be treated as deserters if they return to 
Mexico. On the contrary, they will receive 
recommendation for bravery, as they made a 
good fight against tne banaits after their lead- 
ers were killed. a 

The bandits seem to be a great deal bolder 
than they were last year, and it is expected 
they will show fight when the soldiers over- 
haul them. 

Monterzy, Mex., Dec. 17.—The Mexican 
Government}, through President Diaz, has or- 
derea the Federal authorities of the State of 
Tamaulipas to make an exhaustive investiga- 
tion into the horrible outrage recently com- 
mitted opposite San Ignacio by 
band of so-called revoluttonists. Ac- 
cording to official dispatches received 
here last night from Guerrero, a town located 
fifteen miles from where the fight occurred, 
the revolutionists to the number of about 200 
are still in Mexico. From reliable private 
sources it is also learned that the camp of the 
bandits had been situated on Mexican soil 
and within a few miles of the Mexican Army 
garrison which was attacked. 

Mexican troops are now on the trail of the 
detachments of the revolutionary bandits, who 
are believed to be making for the lower part 
of the State of Tamaulipas. Manuel Garza, 
commander of the Northern military zone of 
Mexico, with headquarters at Mier, discredits 
the statement that the revolutionists had their 
rendezvous in Mexico. He claims that 
he was informed of the proposed 
invasion a few weeks before it occurred 
and that he has warned the United States mil- 
itary authorities that tne Mexicans were 
gathering in the Rio Grande border counties 
for the purposes, but no serious attempts had 
been made by the United Statés troops to dis- 
perse the lawless bands. There is much ex- 
citemevt over the affair, though it is generally 
regarded as a fiasco so far as to being revolu- 
tionary movements. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 17.—The Mexican 
Government, through Don Gayetano Romero, 
Chargé d' Affaires of the Mexican Legation 
has officially called the attention of the United 
States Government to the recent raid into 
Mexico of citizens of Mexico at San Ignacio, 
who formed on the American side of the line. 
Secretary Foster of the State Department has 
in turn communicated with the War De- 
partment, and has asked that additional 
troops be sent to the border. 


FIVE THOUSAND BALES OF COTTON BURN. 


Disastrous Fire in a Brooklyn Warehouse

‘ARCHBISHOP IRELAND 18 ANSWERED. 


Views of Conde B. Pallen of St. Louis— 

Archbishop Kenrick’s Coadjutor. 

Sz. Louis, Mo., Dec. 17.—[Special. |—Conde 
B. Pallen, editor of the Catholic Church 
Progress, in replying today to Archbishop 
Ireland’s interview on schools and Mgr. Sa- 
tolli’s powers, says Mgr. Ireland’s uttérances 
are an appeal to secular opinion. He thinks 
that because the church insists that Catholic 
education shall not be tainted with the poison 
of secularism, it implies no antagonism either 
to the proper rights of the State or hostile to 
the spirit of American institutions. But the 
secular mind is not capable of forming a judg- 
ment upon the nature, character, or exi- 
gencies of Catholic education. Notwithstand- 
ing Archbishop Ireland’s statement that Mgr. 
Satolli 1s vested with plenipotentiary power 
to settle the school question, we have no 
evidence to tnat effect. The fact that the 
Archbishops in their recent conference refused 
to subscribe to Mgr. Satolli’s views is evidence 
that those views were not supported by the 
weight of the Pope’s authority. If they had 
been the Archbishops could scarcely have 
paint blank rejected them. Archbishop Ire- 
and’s statement that to the church belongs re- 
ligious instruction only, and to the State the 
right of secular education apart from religious 
training is in radical opposition to the Council 
of Baltimore and to the repeated public teach- 
ing of Leo XIII. on this subject. 

It is now believed on good authority that 
instead of the names heretofore published as 
those selected by yesterday’s council of suf- 
fragan Bishops to be sent to Rome and from 
which list it is expected the Pope will select a 
coadjutor for Archbishop Kenrick, the 
following werechosen: Bishop John Lancas- 
ter Spal of Yeoria, III.; Bishop John J.

WAR IN FREIGHT RATES EXPECTED. 


Tariff from Boston West Has Been Cut 30 
Per Cent. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 17.—[Special.]—A war 
in freight rates is inevitable. For some time 
Traffic Manager Boyce of the Burlington and 
Missouri River railroad has had suspicion 
that the tariff on Western freight has 
been cut by competing lines. He cere- 
fully investigated until he was in possession 
of evidence showing that rates have been cut 
30 per cent from the advertised tariff from 
Buston rate points to St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis. He immediately sent communications 
to J, F. Goddard, Chairman of the trunk line 
in New York. and to J. W. Midgley, Chair- 
man of the Western Traffic Association at Chi- 
cago, to the effect that he was in possession 
of information showmg that one of the 
freight lines in operation over the Vanderbilt 
system in connection with the Chicago 
Great Western railroad have quoted 
rates to two different concerns from 
Boston and New York points to St. 
Paul and Minneapolis, and doubtless 
to many others, at 30 per cent less than the 
$1.30 basis. The B. and M. R. R. has conse- 
quently notified the B. and A., Fitchburg, and 
the N. Y.and N. E. R. R. that it proposes at 
once to issue tariff quoting proportional rates 
to the Mississippi River crossings, the same 
as have been issued by the Kanawha Despatch. 
This tariff of course is via the Soo line and 
the Canadian Pacific Dispatch. This will at 
once reduce first-class rates from Boston to 
St. Paul and Minneapolis from $1.30 per 100 
pounds to 81 cents per 100 pounds. The other 
class rates will be correspondingly reduced.

MR. CARNEGIE ON THE LIBRARY GIFT. 


He Regrets That Laboringmen Should Ob- 
ject to His Offer. 

Pirtspure, Pa., Deo. 17.—Several weeks 
since the Pittsburg Art Society adopted reso- 
lutons recommending the acceptance of 
Mr. Andrew Carnegie’s gift of a pub- 
lic library to the City of Pittsburg. 
In the resolutions the society de- 
plored the stand taken by several labor 
organizations against accepting Mr. Carnegie’s 
gift to Pittsburg. The society assured Mr. 
Carnegie, in informing him of their proceed- 
ings, that his offer was appreciated by a large 
portion of the community, and expressed the 
belief that all opposition would cease after the 
then existing excitement passed away. Today 
Mr. C. W. Scotel received Mr. Carnegie’s 
reply, which is in paré as follows: 

Were a man to lose the confidence of the com- 
munity in which he has lived and labored most 
of his daysthe applauseof all the rest of the 
world if given must still sound mockingly in his 


ears. 

Men before the public are sometimes unduly 
praised and now and then unjustly censured— 
public favor 1s ever capricious.. I was naturally 
much grieved at the action of some of the in- 
dustrial organizations to which the resolutions 
refer. Whatever was of a personal character I 
readily understood and passed over, perhaps the 
more easily because 1 could not quite see how I 
deserved it. 

But the opposition expressed to the library, 
music hall, and art gallery was a wholly different 
matter, and I rejoice to hear your society 
opinion that this came from the in- 
fluence of strong. temporary excitement. 
It were indoed pitiable if the wage-earners, fcr 
whom these were chiefly intended, should be per- 
manently pees against them by any short- 
comings of the donor, however grievous, for, sadly 
as he may fail in his efforts to live worthily and 
do his duty —and no one, alas! knows as well as 
himself how far he falls short of his own ideal— 

et his gifts to Pittsburg must ever remain stain- 
ess, and work continually and never evil. 

I — we therefore, that your action may bring 
my fellow workmen (for I have a right to use this 
to see that fair play requires them to 
his many faults from 
libraries and music halls and art galleries, which 
have none.

The stock of boots and shoes of H. K. Childs 
& Co., wholesale shoe dealers at Nos. 409 to 
412 Central Union block, corner Madison and 
Market streets, was seized by the Sheriff late 
yesterday evening. The attachment was-made 
to satisfy judgments in favor of Stribley & 
Co. of Cincinnati for $7,497.98 and Wright & 
Richards of Rochester for $2,940.89. Judge- 
ment was confessed on both claims and exe- 
cutions were at once issued and placed 
in the hands of Deputy Sheriff Nickerson, 
who immediately levied on the stock.

We be- 
lieve in Colorado that the idea that 70,000,000 
people in this country cannot absorb in its 
daily transactions the highest product of sil- 
ver is too absurd to be entertained. We say 
if other countries refuse to accept the bimetal- 
lic system this country can afford to stand 
alone ana at once pass a free coinage law for 
the American product and place a duty 
of 40 per cent on every ounce of silver 
that comes into this country from the out- 
side. In Colorado the sentiment among those 
who voted for a change of administration was 
that relief would be gained for thousands of 
miners who remain idle through the demone- 
tization of silver, and we expect a free coinage 
law during the coming year, even if it 1s 
passed over the veto of che President-elect.”

“The mining interests of British Columbia 
are rapidly advancing,’’ said he. The bars of 
the Columbia River are extensively worked for 
placer gold. A syndicate is formjng to reach 
the gold deposits known to exist in the Ques- 
nelle River. In the early days, during the Car- 
iboo excitement, prospectors found coarse gold 
in large quantities in the river-bed.”’

CANTON CHURCH WINDOW IS STAINED. 


An Expert Says the Picture Is Due to the 
Cheapness of the Glass. 

Canton, Minn., Dec. 17.—|Special.]—A 
thorough examination has been made by an 
expert into the nature of the picture in the 
church window before which thousands of 
people have bowed in worship and prayer 
since Aug. 1. The result proves that there is 
nothing supernatural in its appearance. The 
glass is common sheet glass of Pittsburg 
manufacture—three grades. The process of 
making this glass includes annealing, from 
which the cheapest grades emanate, covered 
with a film of smoke due to the fuel used. 
This film is burned into the glass and is re- 
moved only by a polishing process, which the 
cheaper glass does not receive. The effect 
on the glass is sometimes fantastic. 
The markings on the smaller window in the 
gable are of or gee the same nature, but 
more pronounced, fiewed from certain 
angles and in certain lights a variety of out- 
lines may be seen. Alcohol was applied and 
the window thoroughly cleansed outside and 
inside. The glass was then examined from 
al! possible angles and the effects produced by 
the smoked surface were plainly apparent. 
There were lines and markings which might 
have resembled anything. More pilgrims ar- 
rived today.

seeing this began to organize a stock company 
with a view to purchasing the franchise. The 
stockholders of the club were made a proposi- 
tion, which they accepted, and yesterday the club 
proper was turned over to Hart and his asso- 
ciates,

President Inman and Others Are Reported 
to Have Gouged Them Out of $8,000,- 
000—Details AH the Complication—St, 
Louis Is Seeking Favorable Ticket Ar- 
rangements During the World’s Colum- 
bian Exposition—Line of Steamers from 
Newport News to England. 

New York, Dec. 17.—Receiver Walter G. 
Oakman of the Richmond Terminal company 
this morning filed copies of a bill of complaint 
upon the members of the Georgia conipany 


syndicate, which in 1888 sold a controlling in- 


terest in the Georgia Central railroad tu the 
terminal company. Receiver Oakman claims 
that in October, when the terminal com- 
pany made the purchase, the securities of the 
Georgia com pany had no established or avail- 
able value. 

Oct. 22, 1888, Receiver Oakman says, E. 
Lehman, acting for himself and associates, 
made a proposal to the terminal company to 
purchase the entire capital stock of the 
Georgia company, consisting of 120, 000 shares, 
at $35 ashare. The receiver charges that the 
syndicate conspired to sell the terminal com- 
pany its unsalable and discredited securities 
at such prices as yielded an enormous profit 
and imposed upon the terminal company a 
heavy loss. The receiver charges that the deal 
was contrived to put money into the pockets 
of faithless directors and their confederates. 
The complaint covers 278 printed pages and 
startling accusations of fraud, conspiracy, and 
breach of trust are brought against ex-Presi- 
dent John H. Inman and Directors Calhoun, 
Swann, and Wormser and the members of the 
Georgia “Syndicate company. Receiver Oak- 
man’e suit ir volves the restitution of an 
amount estimated at $8,000,000. 

The bill sets forth that, Nov. 12, 1886, the 
defendants associated together and formed a 
syndicate to purchase and hold as a common 
venture a controlling interest in the shares of 
the capital stock of the Georgia Centrai Rail- 
road and Banking company, to be held to- 
gether and rated as a unit and to be managed 
and disposed of by the syndicate for their 
benefit and profit. 

In May, 1887, 
the purpose of realizing on 
vestment through its agents, organized 
a corporation under the general laws of North 
Carolina for the purpose of. receiving a trans- 
fer of the 4,000 shares of stock purchased to 
thereafter hold and vote such majority stock. 


Further Allegations Made. 


Three of the defendants, acting for the oth- 
ers, filed articles of agreement etatmg that 
they desired to form a company called the 
Georgia company with a capital stock of $16,- 
000,000 to continue for sixty years, and, fur- 
ther, that twelve of them, acting for and under 
the direction of the others, signed their names 
to a pretended subscription for one share of 
the stock of said company, being a nominal 
total of $1,200,000 out of the share capital of 
$10,000,000. It is further claimed that no part 
of such subscription was ever paid. Oct, 22, 
1888, the defendant, Emanuel Lehman, acting 
for himself and associates in said syndicate, 
addreased to the plaintiff a proposal for the 
sale to it of the entire 120,000 shares of capital 
stock of the Georgia company at $35 a share, 
making a total of $4,200,000. 

Thereupon these members ot the plaintiffs’ 
Board of Directors, who were present at a 
meeting of the board specially convened on 
said day, without reference to a committee or 
any investigation, adopted a resolution accept- 
ing such proposal, and then and there ap- 
pointed a committee of four designated 
directors, with full powers to arrange the de- 
tails of and toconsummate such purchase of 
stock, to execute, or procure to be executed, 
all iustruments that might be necessary there- 
for, and to submit a plan for providing the 
money necessary to complete the purchase of 
such stock at a cost of $4,200,000, although the 
plaintiff then had in bank only a little over 
$14,000, and no immediately available cash 
assets. 

The defendants, it is said, then delivered a 
pretended’ written contract binding the 
plaintiff to purchase the entire stock of the 
Georgia company. Twoand a halt million 
dollars were to be paid in cash, $1,975,000 
and interest thereon within thirty days, and 
$1,975,000 and interest within sixty days. The 
special committee further bound plaintiff to 
purchase $1,000,000 of the said collateral trust 
bonds at 95 per cent of par value, and further, 
within ninety days, to purchase the remain- 
ing $3,000,000 of such Georgia bonds at the 
same price and pay cash therefor. 

The total payments thus made obligatory bo- 
ing over $8,000,000 and the plaintiff was abso- 
lutely at the time without cash or convertible 
assets to pay any considerable portion of such 
liability, ard so notified defendants. The de- 
fendant, Inman, who was then and there the 
President and chief executive of plaintiff, was 
authorized to borrow money to complete the 
payments, and pledged the plaintiff’s assets 
as he saw fit and continued to act in concert 
with the other defendants, while pretending 
to act as plaintiff’s President.

INSURANCE NEWS. 


Chicago local agents have had another 
good woek. The losses have been few and small 
and the premiums above the average. Almost 
every office reporte a big improvement over the 
corresponding week of last year. The week has 
been, if anything, a little better than the aver- 
age for the month so far and the December busi- 
ness has been nothing to complain of. Except on 
stocks the volume of premiuma has swelled ap- 
preciably over previous years. The falling off in 
stocks is duo tothe active full markets, which 
bas ouabled the merchants to close out nearly 
everything. This dropping of insurance 
on target stocks is felt to 55 transient and char- 
acteristic of the season. itis not a permanent 
result and therefore excites little comment. The 
policies dropped are such as lave expired. Lo- 
cal agents feel that the business of the fall 
will have its due effect in increasing the incom- 
ing stocks and then the insurance will be re- 
newed. As was the case the l week the 
city business compares favorably with that out- 
side. In fact, general 7 are louder in their 
complaints than ever. he fires have u un- 
usually numerous, which leads to the suspicion 
that many ef them are incendiary. urther, 
there are wanting the ordinary reasons poor busi- 
ness or dull season—which lead to incendjarism. 
This une number of fires is therefore wholly 
unaccountable to the ‘underwriters. The 
ordinary conditions which accompany such 
epidemics are this year entirely wanting. Trade 
never was better, and the prosperity is confined 
to no one section or class of industry. The crops 
are good, the financial outlook fair, yet reports 
of fires that ave evidently of incendiary origin 
keep pouring in. This at first was attributed to 
the election. But it & generally admitted now by 
both parties that politics can no longer 
explain the phenomenon. The chief feature 
of the local field during the woek has 
been the difficulty of seouring insurance 
on the grain sto in the bigger elevators. 
Armour D and Annex and the Santa Fé elevators 
have been particularly bothered to get insurance. 
It is reported that Armour D has had several 
squeezes this month and the street was so 
full that lines had to be written in the East. 
Another difficulty arrises from the fact that sev- 
eral companies object to write the Armour be- 
cause of its location. As to the Santa F%, it is 
said that every cancelation is immediately seized 
and filled. One local agent in trying to place a 
line of $12,000 had to visit every office on the street 
before accomplishing it. 


A special meeting of the local Underwriters’ 
Association was called yesterday to consider the 
question of dividing the funds. After an ani- 
mated discussion of the question it was left un- 
decided for want of a two-thirds quorum. The 
matter will come up again at the next meeting. 
Another question that was taken up was the ap- 
pointment of another committee to investigate 
the mercurial’ automatic flre-alarm system. 
There is much feeling on the finding of the pre- 
vious committee, con tha subject was violently de- 
bated at last night’s session, This, too, was left 
undecided, and will be brought up at the next 
meeting. 


The situation of the plate-glass insurance 
companies remains just where it has been far 
several weeks, the rates gontinus low ana the 
companies continue to do business ataloss. A 
prominent plate-glass agent said yesterday that 
no compact would be formed in Chicago accord- 
ing to the present outlook. The New York com- 
any had seen fit to reject oyertures when m 
the compact last spring, and nuw the compa- 
nies inthe compact were not disposed to yield 
their vantage by agreeing to raise rates. 


The Mercantile Credit and Guarantee com- 
pany of New Vork proposes to enter the Western 
Held. The company’s eapital is $250,000, and it 
has a sum of $100,000 deposited in New York. It 
is the only credjt guarantee company organized 
under the laws-of New York. The company pro- 
poses to indemnify merchants for losses in excess 
of the usual amounts incident to the conduct of 
their business. Messrs. Maves & Bradbury of 
Chicago have been appointed general agents for 
Illinois, Iowa, Wisconsin: and Minnesota.

ASK FOR A RECEIVER. 


POLIOYHOLOERS OHARGE AN IN- 
SURANOE OFFICIAL WITH FRAUD, 


F. A. Montgomery, President of the West- 
ern Manufacturers’ Mutual, Alleged to 
Have Paid an Exorbitant Salary and 
Commission to Himself—He Is Also 
Charged with Loaning to Himself Com- 
pany Money Secured by Trust Deeds on 
Worthless Property, 

A motion was made before Judge Collins 
yesterday for the appointment of a reveiver 
2 Western Manufacturers’ Mutual In- 
é ce company on charges of fraud 
its President, P. A. —— The appli. 
cation was in behalf of policyholders in the 


gate $175,000. It is said that the insurance 
company ceased to do business in 1890 and 
reinsured its risks in the Fireman’s Insur- 
ance co.npany of New York, of which Mont- 
gomery is the General Western Agent, 

During 1891 it is alleged that a sworn state- 
ment by Montgomery to the Publio Auditor 
shows that the company did no business 
whatever, save insurance for premiums 
amounting to $500, and for this Montgomery 
charged and paid himself $10,000 fot salary 
and com mission. 

Before che court yesterday Mr. Newman. 
who represents the complainants, etated that : 
Montgomery was the party who really pur- 
chased@the claims and had realized a hand- 
some profit by deceiving the stockholders of 
the company. He further alleges that 
Montgomery, as President, loaned to himself 
nearly $6,000 of the company’s money 
and that Mr. Turner, another officer, had 
been loaned about $8,000. These loans are 
said to have been secured by trust deeds on 
property practically worthless. It was as- 
serted that Montgomery had no right to re- 


should have been wound up after ceasing to 
do business for a year and the assets dis- 
tributed. 

The defendants, however, object to the 
court’s jurisdiction in the case and wantod 
time to appeal to J udge Gresham to have the 
suit removed to the Federal court. For this 
reason the motion was postponed until Thurs- 
day next. 


ITS BEARING ON FIRE PATROLS. 


Importance of a Case Decided in Judge 
Clifford’s Court. 

Stephen Mathews, a tailor at No. 202 La 
Salle street, obtained a verdict of $6,000 
against the St. Paul Fire and Marine Insur- 
ance company and the People’s Fire Insur- 
ance company of New York in Judge Clif 
ford’s court yesterday. Mathews was 
insured in these companies, and was 
burned out some time ago. Three 
days after the fire the adjusters of the com- 
panies informed the Insurance Patrol that 
Mathews was not taking proper care of his 
stock. They were afraid, they claimed, that 
he intended to negiect it so as to recover more 
than was actually due him on his policies, 
Acting on the information the patrol broke 
open his shop, took his stock of goods out, 
and took care of them. Mathews thereupon 
made no attempt to recover his insurance, but 
sued the companies for $6,000, the full value 
of his stock of goods. The case was allowed 
to go tothe jury and a verdict for the full 
amount awarded. 

“The suit,” said Judge E. H. Gary, “if 
sustained, will have an important bearing on 
the powers of the Insurance Patrol hereafter. 
The court sustained my position to the effect 
that the insurance companies had taken the 
goods and were responsible for them, and al- 
lowed the case to go to the jury. It simply 
means that if a merchant should be damaged 
by fire and the patrol, under instructions of 
the insurance companies, should take charge 
of his stock, he could sue and recover for the 
full value of the goods.”’ 


A Necessity for Ireland, 

Archbishop Walsh says the question under de- 
liberation by the Monetary Conference at Brussels 
is at the very root of the difficulties of the Irish 
Land question. He advocates bimetallism, which 
he says isa matter of imperative necessity if the 
agricultural tenants of Ireland are not to be 
driven to inevitable ruin. The main cause of the 
ruinous fall in agricultural prices, he thinks, is 
the continual and stil! untinished rise in the value 
of gold. Archbishop Walsh says this presents a 
ruinous prospect for Irish tenants with judicial 
rents fixed for fifteen years, aud for tenant pur- 
chasers with annual payments to the government 
fixed for forty-nine years. Under these circum- 
stances the land purchase scheme will be a source 
of widespread disaster. He regrets that bimetal- 
lism has been unfortunately absolutely left out 
of calculation in Ireland.

CUBA SUGAR CROP NEARLY READY. 


Charter Rates Unusually Low for the First 
Shipments. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Havana, Dec. 17.—Sugar making is becom- 
ing general throughout the island and new 
sugars have been received at Mantanzas. The 
weather continues fine and dry. This is good 
for taking off the crop, but rain is much 
needed for. vegetables, with which large tracts 
of land in the vicinity of Guinas have been 
seeded. One New York house, extensive 
commission merchants for the sale of tropical 
fruits and vegetables, has rented quite a large 
farm at Mines with the intention of cultivat- 
ing it more after the American fashion, 
bringing laborera and seeds from New 
York. They expect to raise large 
crops of the fine white onions like those from 
Bermuda, as well as potatoes and other early 
vegetables for the New York market. Should 
this enterprise prove a success the business 
will be greatly extended in the future, as here 
there is no fear of frost cutting off the crops. 

The active business done in the charter of 
vessels for the bringing of lumber from the 
ports of Florida, Alabama, ana Mississippi 
during the months of October and November 


thas been retarded by the inability of the 


saw mills in different places to cut 
the lumber fast enough for loading. This 
trade in lumber is increasing every year, and 
has already reached important figures. 

Oranges and pineapples are being shipped 
to New York in large quantities for the holi- 
day season. Shipments of sugar may com- 
mence within a week or two. Already two 
charters have been made, the British steamer 
Dunmore to load sugar with 12,500 bags at 7, 
8, and 9 cents per 100 for north of Hatteras, 
and the American four-masted schooner D. 
H. Rivers 12,000 bags to load at Malaugas for 
northeast of New York at 8 cents per 100. 
These rates are the lowest ever known for the 
sugar of a new crop, and gives poor encour- 
agement to owners of steamers and sail 
tonnage.

TURNING TO FRANCE. 


EUROPEAN EYES FIXED ON THE 
STRUGGLING REPUBLIO. 


Panama Canal Scandal Has Pulled Down 
One Kepublic and Set Up Another— 
People Lose Faith with Their Rualers— 
Count de Lesseps’ Insanity a Godsend 
to Him—Mrs. Maybrick Can Never Re- 
cover—Paul Boyton’s Proposed Show— 
Princess Marie’s Trousseau.

Lonpon, Dec. 17.—[Copyrighted, 189%, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World. |—France has been the theater toward 
which all the nations of Europe have turned 
the last week or two. It is the one country 
where tragedy has held the stage and where 
history is making day by day. All nations 
have stopped for a moment their little bicker- 
ings and their big ones to watch its struggles 
and to wonder what the result of this internal 
writhing may be. 

The Panama Canal scandal has pulled down 
from its pedestal one government and set up 
another. It has half dethroned that already, 
but it has pushed it back into its place again 
just as it was tottering to join the first fallen 
ministry. People have lost faith in their rul- 
ers, and if only they could find a man strong 
enough tu lead and heroic enough to fill the 
horizon, their temper is such that they stand 
ready to give over to him their country. 
Every public man in France and every news- 
paper is crying out that the safety of the re- 
public itself is threatened, and all are casting 
about for some one to lead them. 

If the head of the Royalist party were not 
so discredited, if the leader of the Bonapart- 
ists were not wholly out of the question, the 
cable this week would probably be bearing to 
America the account of one of these sudden 
changes in the form of the government which 
have made of late the history of France such 
hard reading. ' 

Government Really Had a Minority. 

The “present ministry saved itself Thursday 
by a narrow majority of six, and if the votes 
of the seven Cabinet Ministers be left out it 
was really in a minority of one. The story of 
that scene in the Chamber of Deputies is the 
story of the dramatic struggle of the govern- 
ment for its life. 

Stripped of all details the question was this 
—asimple one—whether the government of 
France could govern or whether a committee 
of afew men should usurp the powers and 
functions of the government, of the State, and 
of the Judiciary. The daring insolence of 
the committee’s request that it be made prac- 
tically a Committee of Public Safety, like in 
the days of the French Revolution, has never 
been paralleled in any country’s Parliament, 
and the defeat of this insolent demand by a 
tiny majority of six shows the yielding tem- 
per of the Chamber, and points to a danger- 
ous trend of events in the background. 

Through the fog of this contention the 
figure of the venerable Ferdinand de Lesseps 
looms up disgraced and dishonored in his old 
age, and dragging in the dust a name as hon- 
ored as any that France can point to. Fortu- 
nately he is a poor man, he is kind- 

y Struck with insanity, and to 
him all this hubbub 18 but 
the applause of thousands glad to do him 
honor. He knows nothing of the committee's 
inquiry, and even the arrest of his son yester- 
day, together with four other directors of the 
Cabal, is unknown to him. 
Cornelius Herz Hiding in London. 

Over here in London Cornelius Herz is hid- 
ing from the wrath of France.. He wriies to 
his colleagues in Paris and to the committee 
which demands his presence saying that he 
will return presently but just now he is too 
ill. He is hiding here at the Burlington 
Hotei and the doors to his rooms are guarded 
by an „ army of personal = servants, 
through whom it is impossible to break one’s 
way. His family is with him. They take 
their meals in their room and go out but little. 
Every caller is treated with suspicion, and in 
every card he sees the card of a detective. 

He made his first money in California, 
where he practiced as a doctor. He saved 
$20,000 and then came over to Europe, where 
he made a fortune through his connection 
with lobbyists in promoting electrical enter- 
prises. He was, perhaps, the last person to 
see Baron de Reinach before his suicide. 

Mrs. Maybrick Can Never Recover. 

Mrs. Maybrick has again filled the public eye 
this week. She came near dying, and the 
prison authorities telegraphed for her mother, 
who rushed over from her home in France, 
Her daughter rallied, however, and is not yet 
dead, though she can never get well. 
Woking Prison is a long, low stone 
affair near the little village of St. Johns, 
miles from a railway. It is about as lone 
some a place as one could imagine. Here in 
an old fashioned inn Mrs. Maybrick’s mother 
has taken a room so as to de with- 
in call should her daughter die. 
For the last ten months Mrs. Maybrick has 
been in the sick-room. It is a small stone- 
walled and stone-ceilinged room, with one 
grated window, too high up to see out of, It 
is furnished with a bed, a table, and two 
ehairs. 

The prisoner has wasted away to a white 
skeleton, has lost her voice, and never moves 
from her bed. They feed her every ten min- 
utes with wine jeily. She wears the coarse 
flannel night gown which the prison 

‘furnishes. The authorities do not allow 
her to receive delicacies or softer 
Clothing, or any of the attentions 
from the outside which the sick woman 
craves. She has hemorrhages and is expected 
to die of consumption, as her b.other died. 
The agitation carried on through Americans 
for her release has made obstinate 
the British officials and the En- 
glish public, and Mrs. Maybrick will 
almost surely die in prison, although the cus- 
tom here is to release prisoners as soon as 
they are pronounced incurable. The wide in- 
terest attracted in her case is shown by the 
fact that eleven books written on the subject 
and 18,000 newspapers containing comments 
on the case have been collected by Mrs. 
Maybrick’s mother, and last year she expended 
in postage alone $400, chiefly in answering 
letters of inquiry and sympathy. She gets ou 
an average now of thirty letters a day con- 
taining all sorts of suggestions, sympathy, 
and vituperdtion.

It further appeared that 
she had also obtained, without paying for 
them, a seal mantle, jacket, and muff. The 
value of the entire lot of merchandise was 
$2,500, 

When she appeared to answer to the charge 
she was dressed in the fashions of 
the day. When asked had tosay she 
replied: It wag my mother’s fault.” Her 
youth, beauty, and costiy attire caused a sus- 
pension of the haste usual in the old court and 
she was remanded for a further hearing. 

She appeared in Marlborough Street Police 
Court Nov. 16, The court learned a few mo- 
ments before the case that the girl’s mother 
had committed suicide a few hours previous

and the case was continued. The young wo- 
man up to that time was ignorant of the fact 
that her mother had leaped from a top story 
window of the Great Western Hotel, Padding- 
ton, and was killed outright. When she again 
appeared she was dressed in the habilaments 
of grief. Her heretofore pretty face betrayed 
signs of deep distress. She received marked 
consideration on account of her misfortune, 
and sentence was suspended. 

If the story which precedes her trouble be 
correct there are mitigating circumstances in 
the case. Her mother’s father, an English 
physician, Dr. Campbell, was an attaché of 
the English residency in Mysore. He martied 
a Mysore princess of great fortune and she 
died leaving him her possessions. On his 
death the estate descended to his daughter. 
She married a Col. Maude who at one time 
was Equerry to the Queen. They lived a life 
of splendid dissipatien in London. She lived 
recklessiy and rushed with recklessness 
into the excitement of the gambling 
hells, and was conspicuous m her 
daring speculations on the English turf. The 
fortune dwindled and marital misery fol- 
lowed. Her husband, broke, retired from the 
army and went into a humble trade, that of a 
ladies’ tailor. 

It was difficuit for Mrs. Maude to become 
reconciled to poverty. Asa matter of fact 
she never did become reconciled. Her fam- 
ily connections excited sympathy, and she 
played that card: until it became useless. 
Then she pawned her valuables, and that led 
to the procurement of articles on the credit 
of her former position and connections, which 
she did not pay for and which were quickly 
changed into the money of pawnbrokers. 
When she was arrested forty charges were 
preferred. The break had come at last. Her 
friends deserted her and she ended her life as 
above described. She was a woman of attract- 
ive manner and dressed in the height of 
fashion. She employed a retinue of servants 
almost to the last, and when she failed to pro- 
cure articles herself she maed a messen- 
ger of her daughter, according to the daugh- 
ter’s statement, and secured articles knowing 
she could. not. pay for them, which were 
pawned in order that she might still parade in 
the tinsel of the aristocracy of which she had 
been a member. The feeling. of sympathy 
for her unfortunate daughter is said to be sin- 


cere, and an effort will probably be made to 
secure her freedom.

Bert, Dec. 17.—The old city of Rostock was 


MONETARY TALKOVER 


ADJOURNMENT OF THE OONFERENOE, 
TO MEET IN MAY. 


Lively Discussion Upon the Resolutions 


and a Query by an English Delegate 


as to Why a Corpse Should Be Kept 
Alive — American Delegates Satistied 
with the Session—They Have Been at 
Great Disadvantage Because of Ina- 
bility to Speak French,

—The monetary conference adjourned today 
until May 30, The American delegates arm 
quite pleased. Sir Montefiore Levi made a 
speech. Baron Derenzis, the Italian Minister 
at Brussels, offered a resolution. Nearly every 
delegate spoke, but few delegates said anything 
of importance. The resolution offered ex- 
pressed gratitude to the United States for giv- 
ing an opportunity for the new study of actual 
conditions. While the metal conference sus- 
pended labors until May 30 under reservation 
of the approval of the various governments 
the conference reserves the ultimate judg- 
ment of the matter proposed and ex- 
pressed a desire that the interval from 
now till the end of May be occupied 
by profound study and trusts such study may 
result in the recognition of an equitable basis 
for an understanding in no way affecting the 
monetary policy of the various countries. 

This was all; it meant nothing, and would 
have been politely adopted had not Bertram 
Currie, an English banker, asked what was 


taking a vote. This course was 
deprecated by Sir Charies Rivers Wil- 
son, who said the instructions of 
the English delegates did not war- 
rant participation in such a proceeding. 
This idea was combated by Sir Will- 
iam Houldworth, the only bimetallist of 
the English delegation. Much surprise 
was caused when Raffalovitch of Rus- 
sia resented the attitude of Rivers 
Wilson and advocated a vote. Raffalo- 
vitch is one of the cleverest opponents of bi- 
inetallism in the conference, and has had 
more to do with the conduct aud result of the 
conference than any one man, though he has 
tried hard to keep in the background. 

Senator Allison spoke briefly, assenting to 
the resolution on the part of the United 
States. After the storm had blown over it 
seemed to be generally understood that the 
resolution had been accepted, as no serious 
objection had been made to it. Had it not 
been for Currie, who represents Lombard street 
no objection would been made, it being gen- 
erally understood among monometallists as 
not worth disputmg, the easiest way to kill 
bimetallism being to adjourn and offer excuses 
for not meeting on the day appointed. 

President Levi's Valedictory. 


President Levi in his valedictory first al- 
luded to the length of the adjournment then 
added that the date was fixed to suit the cir- 
cumstances of the United States. It gave 
plenty of time for profound study. The sub- 
ject is of great interest. This is the first con- 
ference, he said, at which palliative 
measures rather than binetallism had 
been discussed. He recognized that 
the financial situation was not quite 
satisfactory, but carefully avoided any solu- 
tion. Baron Lev: is a monometallist in favor 
of palliative measures. Bimetallists are 
rather hopeful thatthe conterence may bear 
more result than the conference of 1881. 
Monometallists are satisfied that nothing 
more Will be heard of the conference. Some 
of them are not backward in hinting that the 
calliug of the conference was only a political 
expedient. 

The people in Europe may know little of the 
United States, but there is little done at 
Washington of international interest the ob- 
ject of which is not well known to govern- 
ments of Europe. They are now thinking not 
of what Harrison has done, but of what Cleve- 
land may do. 

Delegates at a Disadvantage, 

American delegates have been at great dis- 
advantage without the consolation of being 
able to say it is not their fault. A man who 
invites a lot of people to his house and is un- 
able to make himself understood by his guests 
would be considered an ignorant 
person, and be reviled or ridi- 
culed. The United States issued invi- 
tations to a conference, The delegates of all 
other countries spoke several languages, all 
speaking French, but the American dele- 
gates spoke American. This subject caused 
general comment. As Senator Jones said :t 
„A fool might speak eight or ten lan- 
gu ages. In my opinion there were more lin- 
guists than fools at this conference. The 
great complaint against Americans was that 
they had no plan. Before the conference 
meets again they will have time to formulate 
one. 

News of Delegates. , 

The opinions of the American delegates are 
as follows. Henry Cannon said: “In my 
opinion the work of the conference has been 
of a more serious nature than is generally 
understood by people in our country. Many 
able and conscientious men representing dif- 
ferent nations have been greatly impressed 
by what has occurred during our delibera- 
tions, and I believe the majority of the dele 
gates present are convinced that the President 
of the United States did well to present ques- 
tions which cannot fail to be of use to differ- 
ent governments, While it is difficul 
to crystallize into a short statement 
the work of the last few weeks, and 
while it is impossible to say what 
effect if any the suggestions made will have 
upon various complex monetary systems of 
the different nations, it appears to be the gen- 
eral opinion that business and commercial 
evils exist everywhere which are largely due 
to the lack of a fixed ratio be- 
tween gold and silver. This is ad- 
mitted by nearly all great powers, even 
by those who at the beginning of the 
conference expressed themselves satisfied with 
their present system. While the measures 
proposed were, with the exception of bi- 
metallism, palliative in their nature, many of 
the European delegates indicated their desire 
that suggestions looking to the purchase of 
silver to be coined or used in some manner as 
fixed money should be carefully considered, 
and these delegates appear to be willing to 
make certain reasonable compromises with 
nations using silver. This of itself is sig- 
nificant and has added great interest to the 
proceedings. Moreover, England, one of the 
greatest receiving nations of the world, has 
for the first time in the history of monetary con- 
ferences presented several plans for the bet- 
ter use of the white metal. The interesttaken 
and the serious consideration of the question 
as presented by the United States will, in my 
opinion, lead to a careful examination by the 
various countries of their different monetary 
systems to ascertain if some international ar- 
rangement cannot be made. It is difficult to 
say whether a basis for agreement can 
be found which will be just and equable to the 
United States. It is clear, however, that our 
country is in a stronger monetary position 
than was understood in Europe previous to 
our deliberations and it seems quite apparent 
that the conference has not in any sense been

Meantime the various plans presented 
to the conference will be laid before the 
various governments by the dele- 
gates. The consideration of these 


plans may lead to the formulation of one sat- 


isfactory to everybody. The conference may 
have no practical result in the immediate 
future, but it has done good. At any rate we 
have done our best.” 

Senator Jones. 


Senator Jones said: 

“Time fights for us and we are to have 
time. We could not well have done more. 
We understood the difficulty of our positwn 
when the foreign States declined to attend a 
bimetallic meeting. The adoption of a definite 
plan by the conference was impossible owing 
to the limited scope allowed to delegates, 
their instructions and the necessarily guarded 
terms of the President's invitation. Our ob- 
ject was to discuss the monetary situatior. 
Through discussion we expected to spread our 
ideas and beliefs. During the conference the 
bimetallists have been aggressive. We made 
our arguments, stated our points and 
challenged our opponents to dis- 
prove them. They declined to 
accept our challenge. Some of them would 
not make the attempt because they felt that 
they were in power and could not be easily 
dislodged. Others could not, but I know men 
who were our strong opponents whuse faith 
in monometallism was badly shaken. This 
confereace made many ponder who never 
gave the subject attention. 

England cannot be entirely satisfied with 
the situation or Rothschild would never have 
made his proposition. It is not satisfactory 
to us, but it is a step in the right direction. 
He is not a man to predict financial dis- 
aster without grounds. His belief is that if 
it comes England and Europe and not the 
United States will be theeufferers. Look how 
the situation in England is changing. Three 
members of the Salisbury Cabinet favor bi- 
metallism. The masses want teaching, but 
are heginnmg to understand that a gold 
standard is not in their interest. 

The history of the world shows that we are 
right. Our opponents only prophesy; we

Mr. McCreary’s News. 

Congressman McCreary said: 

The object of the conference, as explained 
by the act of Congress, is to secure, interna- 
tionally, a fixity of the relative value between 
gold and silver, as money, by means of a com- 
mon ratio betwéen those metals, vith free 
mintage at such a ratio. This 1s a very im- 
portant problem. Twenty nations were rep- 
resented at the conference. Good-will and 

have conspicuous among 
the delegates. Ihave tea favorably impressed 
by what has occurred. Interestmg plans have 
been preseated. Concessions have been made 
by the European delegates. We had friendly 
discussions, valuable information bas 
been disseminated, the gravity of the 
monetary situation has been admitted, 
and a wholesome interest aroused 
among delegates representing hundreds of 
millions ot people. I believe all have been 
benefited by being here, and if nothing more 
has been accomplished than already done, I 
think that the conference of 1892 has been im- 
portant and instructive to the people of many 
nations. 

J hope it has opened the way for good re- 
sults hereafter. It should be remembered 
that we have not been in session a month, 
and that the great questions presented cannot 
be disposed of in that brief time. 
The monetary problems which now con- 
front civilized nations cannot be quickly 
solved. They will require careful, laborious, 
and patriotic efforts. All admit that a 
remedy should be found for the difficulties 
and perils of the monetary situation. This 
admission and the discussions in the confer- 
ence, and the fact that these questions were 
considered in the conference, will probably 
be considered by Parliaments and Congresses 
in the next few months, show that the confer- 
ence has been beneficial. 

If the nations of Europe require another 
meeting next summer this will be encourag- 
ing, and I will hope for good results at that 


meeting. 
— Prof. Andrews. 


Prof. Andrews said: The conference has 
thus far achieved all that could have been ex- 
pected, and more than most of us did ex- 
pect.. Its members have become ac- 
quainted with one another, prejudices have 
been removed, theemenetary conditions of the 
various countries have become understood by 
oral explanations better than was possibie by 
means of printed statistics. There is much 
hope that a second session will achieve prac- 
tical results of much moment. 

The only thing I can think of which can 
hinder this would be a strong demonstration 
by the ultra pro-silver men in Congress 
in favor of free coinage dy the 
United States alone. That would put 
any action by the conference wholly out of 
the question. If Europe can get the United 
States to adopt silver and give up its gold it 
will consider its monetary trouble settled for 
the time bemg and will do nothing. If, on 
the other hand, people here ean be made 
to feel that the question is in a 
nature intentional, and that we will, under no 
circumstances, give up our gold, they will be 
found willing to codperate. 

It would not be proper to make public 
grounds of my expectations in this regard, 
but it is pretty certain that the free silver men 
at home are reasonable. American wishes 
and interests in this matter will receive a fur- 
therance from very unexpected sources.

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ITALIAN POLITICS 2 SOCIETY. 


Crispi Would Not Like to Take Up Rudini’s 
Policy—Gay Season in Prospect. 
[SPROIAL CABLE.) 

Rome, Dec. 17.—[Copyright, 1492, by James 
Gordon Bennett. }—The little storm raised by 
the Italian Senate’s refusal to confirm the 
nomination of Zucaro has died away. Gio- 
litti is still Premier. The debate Monday last 
has somewhat shaken his prestige, and few 
think he will stay long in office, It is nut sure 
that if he fell Crispi would sucosed him. He 
is not anxious to take up the foreign policy 
* out by Rudini. In his present mood 
1 ink Crispi would like to draw 
nearer to France. The wish, however, has 
been rendered vain by the renewal for sx 
years of the Triple Alliance. His hands are 
tied and not unnaturally he feels bitter. 
While the existing treaties stand he surely has 
little to expect but toleration from any Ital- 
ian Ministry. Eighty years ago there seemed 
to be same hope of the peaceful solution of 
the great Roman question; now there is none. 
This fact perhaps explains the sudden friend- 
ship of the Vatican and Russia, the dispatch 
of a Papal brief to Poland, and the recep tion 
of the Grand Duke Sergius by the Pope. 
It is worth noting that just about 
the time of the Grand Duke’s visit a report, 
important if true, gained credence here to the 
effect that France and Russia had agreed upon 
the terms of an alliance which the Vatican 
was said to have approved if not encouraged, 
Its approval could have pointed to but one thing 
—an understanding with regard to the revival 
in some form of the Pope’s temporal power. 
But diplomatists in Rome have sealed their 
lips upon this subject and the report concern- 
ing the supposed hostility of American Bishops 
to the educational scheme of Mgr, Satolli has 
more immediate interest. 

Vatican Knowledge of Satolli. 

All that is known in Rowe about the matter 
is that a hitch of some kiad has occurred in 
the negotiations between the Papal delegate 
and a part of the American Episcopacy. The 
Pope himself knows no more. When the cur- 
rent rumors were discussed the other day at 
the Vatican the Holy Father simply said: 
„i manca il caso nomenative.”’ Until the 
names of the opponents of the plan have 
reached the Pope—and up to the time of send- 
ing you this message they have not 
arrived—it would be idle to in- 
dulge in speculation; but tha seems 
sure, whatever views the Bishops may have 
expressed, Mgr. Connell has not under- 
taken the ungrateful task of presenting any 
protest in Rome against a plan which he 
heartily approves. I may add that if a 
Bishop or some Bishops have offered any seri- 
ous opposition to Mgr. Satalli, their action 
must have come after the closimg of the Arch- 
episcopal conference, for Mgr. Satolli’s first 
official report was posted when che conference 
had ended, and its tone was jubilant. No 
date has been fixed for the return of the Papal 
delegate nor, I am assured, is there any in- 
tention yet of giving him a successor, 

Contrary to reports cabled from New York 
I hear that the ditferences between Satalli and 
hu Episcopal antagonists are not serious. In 
any case the authority of the Papal envoy 
will be upheld by Rome. The views of the 
Vatican in regard to Satolli and his scholastic 
acheme may shortly be embodied in a letter 
of instructions to himself or the Bishops. 

Lee's Course Toward Paris. 

It is said another agent of the Comte de 
Paris has within the last few days attempted 
to turn the Pope from a republican course 
toward France. I have made eareful inquiries 
and am unable to obtain confirmation of the 
rumor, which probably grew out of the fact 
that two distinguished Frenchmen had an 
audience at the Vatican this week, One did 
try to reconvert the Pope to monarchism. 
After hearing him indulgently his Holiness cut 
short his hopes by saying to, his companion: 
„Vous 6tes jeune, notre voie est la bonne,

GREAT BRITAIN STOOD IN THE WAY. 


By Next May Its Position May Be Greatly 
Changed, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Deo. 17.— Special. |— 
The ad journment of the Monetary Conference 
until May is satisfactory to this government. 
It is in accordance with the instructions 
sent the. American delegates two weeks 
ago. After their return Senators Allison, 
Jones, and their colleagues will make a re- 
port of the conference to the President, and 
this will probably be sent by him to Congress 
for ita information. While regret is felt here 
that the gathering failed to reach a conclusion 
it was known soon after the deliberations 
began that Great Britain was deter- 
mined that silver shouid be discredited 
by breaking up the conference. When this 
became understood the chief thing was to 
checkmate that move. Members of the Latin 
Union and the other European countries were 
not so hostile. Meantime the British Agri- 
cultural Congress had met and had pronounced 
in favor of bimetallism. The bimetallists in 
England were showing renewed strength. They 
were anxious to have the chance to agitate 
the subject in Parliament. By the adjourn- 
ment of the Monetary Conference this chance 
is given them. They will be able to question 
their Ministers, and possibly when the British 
delegates go back to Brussels in May Great 
Britain will not be presented in an attitude of 
such determined hostility to silver. 

India also will have a chance to make its 
position in the empire felt. The delegates 
from India protested bitterly against the 
course of their colleagues from England. Be- 
tween now and next May England is not likely 
to make much progress towards placing India 
on a gold basis. 

So far as the United States is concerned the 
immediate result of the conference may 
strengthen the free silver partisans in Con- 
gresa, but the strengthening will be only 
temporary. ‘The free silver advocates will 
claim that the failure of the conference 
to adopt any measures for the enlarged use of 
silver shows the futility of depending on Eu- 
ropean coéperation. On the other hand, the 
American delegates when they make the re- 
port will probably be able to show what utter 
folly it would be for the United States 
to go it alone in trying to maintain the price 
of silver through free coinage. When. the 
conference reassembles Mr. Cleveland’s ad- 
ministration will be in power, and the 
Buropean delegates will probably be able to 
form some idea of its fiscal policy. 


PROPOSES AN IRISH CONGRESS, 


Speculation as to the Provisions of the 
Coming Home Rule Bill, 

Lonpor, Dec. 17.—Vanity Fair says that 
the Home Rule bill merely proposes the estab- 
lishment of an Irish Congress composed of 
Irish peers and commoners, which will nold 
periodic meetings and prepare measures to be 
acted upon by the Imperial Parliament at 
Westminster. Local authority is to be erer- 
cised by parish and county councils. 

The Pall Mall Gazette, now full-fledged as 
a Tory organ, has obtained from a _ corre- 
spondent Who, according to the Gazette, is 
well informed, a professed outline of the bill. 
The Pall Mali Gazette says that the proposed 
new Constitution of Ireland is modeled on the 
Constitution of New Zealand. | 

There is no apparent reason to believe that 
the statement either of Vanity Fuir or thé 
Pall Mall Gazette is reliable. The Cabinet is 
discussing Mr. Gladstone’s bill for Irish home 
rule. Much interest exists as to the composi- 
tion of the bill, but absolute secrecy is main- 
tained. 

Government of New Zealand. 

The present form of government of New 
Zealand, to which che Pall Mali Gazette re- 
fers, vests the legislative power in the Gov- 
ernor and a General Assembly consisting of 
two chambers, the first called the Legislative 
Council and the second the House of Repre- 
sentatives. The Governor has the 
power of assenting to or withhold. 
ing consent from hills, or can re- 
serve them for action by the Imperial 
Government. He summons, prorogues, and 
disaolvea the Parliament. He can send drafts 
of bills to either House fer consideration, but 
in case ot appropriations of public money he 
must first recommend the House of Repre- 
sentatives to make provision accordingly be- 
fore any appropriations can becomea law. He 
can return bills for amendment to either House. 
The Legislative Couneil consists of forty-one 
members nominated by the Crown for 
life. The suffrage, so far as people of Euro- 
pean blood is concerned, is practically based 
on residence. 


NEW LAW TO KEEP THE JEWS MOVING 


Artisans Can Reside in Towns Only Where 
Boards of Trade Exist. 

Sr. Prrerssure, Dec. 17.—The Russian 
Senate has promulgated a law requiring that 
Jewish artisans shall only reside in places 
where official Boards of Trade exist, the pre- 
tense being that tne Jews can thus be kept 
more effectively under official regulation and 
supervision. Official Boards of Trade exist 
only in 10 per cent of the towns in Russia and 
the decree therefore ineans a vast addition to 
the misery and oppression under which the 
Russian Jews already labor. Many thousands 
of Jewish artisans will be compelled to remove 
from the towns in which they are located 
to enter the competition for exist 
ence in the populous centers. The ob- 
ject of the new law is believed 
to be to start the Jews to stirring again and 
drive them over the frontier whether other 
countries are willing to receive them or not. 
The partial embargo on emigration to 
America had caused a cessation of the rush of 
Russian Jews to the frontier, and the Russian 
authorities, who are anxious to get rid of the 
Jews without absolutely bayoneting them 
across the border, have been much irritated 
by the change in affairs. The new law, it is 
expected, will start them to moving again, 
and by being driven from one town to 
another they will be hurried into exile. As 
to what becomes of them after they cross the 
border, the Russian authorities do not con- 
cern themselves, 


DEATHS FROM CHOLERA IN RUSSIA. 


Official Statistics Place the Number for the 
Empire at 265,760, 

Sr. Pererspure, Dec. 17.—Final official 
statistics of the cholera epidemic in Russia 
have been issued. According to these figures 
there have been 130,417 deaths from European 
and 135,343 deatha from Asiatic cholera since 
the outbreak of the disease in the empire, 
making a total of 265,760 deaths. 

Hamsure, Dec. 17.—Two fresh cases of 
cholera have been reported here. Three have 
been reported in the Hammerbroek district. 
In this city there was one fatal case yester-

Vine Tree to Be Erected for Each Chua 
The Palace Beautifully Decorated Al- 
ready—Trade Depressed and Many Shop- 
keepers Will Be Obliged to Quit. Busi- 
ness—Caprivi Does Not Want an Appeal 
to the Country on the Army Bill-—Two 
Leading Papers Turn Against Him.

Beatin, Dec. 17.—[Conyright, 1892, by 
James Gordon Bennett. I- Berlin is redolent 
with the refreshing smell of pine firs coming 
from thousands upon thousands of saplings, 
varying from four to twenty feet in height, 
which have suddenly turned the usually bare- 
looking open squares which are features of 
the city into artistically arranged shrubber- 
jes, At least 1,000,000 of these saplings will 
find purchasers here before Christmas day, 
for all must have a Christmas tree. 

The Kaiser takes the lead. Not only is the 
palace beautifully decorated already but there 
will be a tine tree for each child. Soldiers, 
people, and studenta alike must have a 
tree. The latter make sport out of ths 
as out of every other event. They decorate 
the trees with fantastic hangings, such as the 
ends of sausages and writs or dishonored bills 
of unlucky confréres, whilst at the summit 1s 
generally placed a luscious-lookmg apple, 
which is drawn for by lot. The winner, after 
having had the honor of climbing for it, is 
made to chew a piece out, not a particular 
treat, as the fruit is generally made 
of cheap svap. The shops have also 
assumed a Christmas appearance. The 
streets are crowded with people tramping 
through the slush intent on making purchases, 
Those who bought presenta at 10 marks in 
previous years are looking out for them at 
half price or a quarter this year. 

Trade Depressed in Bertin, 


Trade is indeed bad here. A shopkeeper on 
the Frederichstrasse said yesterday that no 
money is to be made in Berlin nowadavs 
and he is go.ng to give up shop. The same is 
the cry of thousands of others. A man who 
should be well able to give an opinion on the 
subject says that scarcely any big shopkeep- 
ers here are making money. Many are hardly 
making expenses, while others are losing. It 
runs through nearly all classes. Commercial 
travelers, for instance, a large class in this 
country, find incomes halved owing to the 
stagnation of trade. 

On the bourse brokers are struggling hard 
to make both ends meet, and view with blank 
dismay the extra taxation which the -govern- 
ment wishes to impose, 

The Reichstag is close upon one of the most 
momentous and critical periods in German 
history sinee the consolidation of the empire. 
Out of the mouth of Capri vi himself had come 
the statement that the military bill was of 
vital importance to the efficiency of the army, 
and yet the request was refused in a manner 
almost brutal. The Chancellor finds himself 
thus with two courses open to hii—either to 
resign or to appeal to the country. The 
Kaiser, as is generally understood, was favor- 
able to an appeal to the country, but Caprivi. 
was keenly against this. He knew that the 
results would be still more fatal, The Ger- 
man people have changed strangely since the 
days of Bismarck, the iron ruler, and William 
I. They are like a pack of young hounds 
sinee then and have been bloeded and killed 
many times. Twice within the period of a 
few months has the strength of the German 
people asserted itself in the Education bill, 
and now in most enphatic terms in the Mili 
tary bill. Bach time the people triumphed. 
They know their power now and they relish it. 

Result of an Appeal te the Country, 

As the result of an appeal to the country at 
the present moment the Socialist party would 
gain eleven seats, bringing their number up 
from thirty-five to forty-six. Anti-Semites 


from seven to twenty-two. The Freisinnige 
members, the strongest opponents of the bill, 
would gain possibly fifteen seats. The Na- 
tional Liberal party would possibly disappear. 
The Center, hitherto the most powerful con- 
tingent, would remain about the same, be-

Such is the difference between the past and 
present in the feelings of the people, and the 
difference is widenmg at each moment. 

The commission appointed is merely a 
makeshift te gain time. Caprivi will take 
what.crumbs he can pick up, and now would 
be content with a vote giving him power to 
augment the strength of his artillery, 

The poor little Reichsbote, edited by the 
Hessian pastor, Henri Engel, has come out 
with along article stigmatizing Caprivi and 
taking up Ahlwardt. Six copies of this jour- 
nal reach the court daily and the Empress, 
good wife that she is, reads the leading 
articles to the Kaiser. The Gazette de La 
Croix similarly attacks the Chancellor. It 
may be mentioned that neither of the editors 
of the above papers were invited to the Chan- 
cellor’s party, and curiously. enough an invi- 
tation or lack of one to the Chancellor’s par- 
ties seems to work wonders with the press 
here. Other papers follow suit. 

No End Yet to the Gun Question. 

The end of the Loewe gun question has not 
been heard, yet there are still grave disclos- 
ures which may cone to light, Wait a while 
and you will see that a subofficer, who was 
supposed to have stolen the Wesel papers, has 
been shadowed for a week without avail, and 
for the preaent it does not look as though the 
culprit will be found out. Several others are 
under suspicion, but no arrests have taken 
place, 

Herr Hartwig, the lawyer who defended 
Ahlwardt, has in the meantime applied direet - 
ly tothe Emperor for the release of his 
client. To this the Kaiser has replied by a 
refusal to move in the matter. 

Further Disclosures to Come, 

When recently telegraphed that Germany 
had found its Panama in the Ahlwardt trial it 
resulted in a wave of intense indignation here. 
The Paris Figaro has thrown a bom» 
into this camp with disastrous effect, 
and reliable information now comes 
that another document of even more serious 
um port will be exploded after the holidays. At 
present I am not at hberty to disclose the con- 
tents of this document. Meanwhile the sign 
of the times is the fact that hardly a single 
paper today dares to say a word in 
defense af Loewe or his side. The 
Chancellor, when asked about his offen- 
sive speech in praise of the Loewe 
guna, replied: Orders will be given for the 
future,“ while the Kaiser declares that guns 
for the army shall no longer be made by 
private firms.

Was the Paper Chosen by the Empress. 

The Reichsbote newspaper, referred to above as 
having gone against Chancellor von Caprivi, must 
have proved a great surprise to the Emperor. The 
humor of the situation will be seen from the fol- 
lowing extract from an article cabled to the 
TriBuNne from Berlin last July: 

“ The other day the Empress called a meeting 
of ladies and gentlemen from whom to make up 
her little court at the Marmour Palais. When 
all were assembled she explained that the pur- 
pose of the gathering was to choose a German 
newspaper which could safely be put into the 
hands of her children. Several organs 
were proposed and rejected. Some were 
too servile, some too subversive, others too in- 
fidel. The choice at last fell on the Reichsbote, 
which, from both political and religious stand- 
points, seemed most harmless to the council. 
Six daily copies of the paper will consequently be 
subseribed for by the Empress, and her children 
will henceforth study European politics through 
the spectacles of the Rev. Heinrich Engel, who 
on certain points is in touch with Dr. Stoecker, 
though he does not take the same view of the 
Jews as that notorious preacher. The Reichsbote 
is Protestant, conservative, ahd serious, but not 
fanatical. It is also uncommonly outspoken at 
times in its comments on the public action of the 
Emperor. In the future, then, his Majesty may 
have to count with six youthful critics in his own 
household,”

that Cato began learning Greek at the age of 
80 and he has been so much praised for it that 
some people have been led by example to put 
off the study of Greek until they reach the 
same age. It is equally interesting to be in- 
formed that the Queen at the age 
of 73 is hard at work upon Hindustani; 
in fact,she has been a diligent pupil for 
the last three years. She has now acquired 
considerable proficiency in the language. 
There could not be a much better proof than 
her industry of the interest she takes in the 
Indiapy Empire. The Queen has, indeed, al- 
ways been proud of the Indian possessions of 
the crown, She is the only British monarch 
who seems to have been aware of the exist- 
ence of that continent. To be sure her pre- 
decessors were not in any way responsible, for 
the government of the Indian country 
formed no part of the imperial domain. 
The Queen delights in having around her 
visible symbols of her authority as an oriental 
monarch, Her Indian servants are always 
about her residences, and one of them us- 
ually accompanies her un her drives. She has 
quite a staffof Indians in her household, 
greatly to the disgust of the English servants, 
who used to be jealous of John Brown, but 
who are ten times more so of the darkies, with 
their silent, stealthy ways, and impenetrable 
eastern reserve, 

Her Majesty's studies are directed by Moul- 
vie Ratiuddin Ahmad, who not only has been 
allowed to copy some entries from the royal 
diary kept in Hindustani but to publish them 
in the Strand magazine. Mr. Newnes is a 
ucky man in having succeeded in inducing 
the Queen to promote the circulation of 
his magazine. His rivals must be green 
with envy. On the last page of 
Moulvie’s article a portrait is given 
of the Queen’s Munshi or Secretary. 
It is s0 like Newnes himself that I cannot 
help thinking he has adopted this device to 
introduce his pleasing countenance to her 
Majesty's notice.

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OHANOE THEN FOR THE ARMY BILL 
TO BECOME A LAW. 
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Chancellor von Caprivi Must Reduce the 
Money Vote to $10,000,000 and Modify 
the Government's Demands—The Em- 
peror Will Stand by Caprivi—Germany 
May Be Aided by the Panama Scandal 
~Germarn Business Not Affected by Gold 
Shipments, 

Breruin, Dec. 17.—A'though the com posi- 
tion of the committee of the Reichstag, to 
which the Army bill has been referred, at 
first might appear unpromising for the gov- 
ernment, ita elements admit of such grouping 
under the inducements that Chancellor von 
Caurivi may offer, as will enable the Ministers 
to get a majority. The committee, which 
com prises twenty-eight members, is made up 
of three Social Democrats, six members of 
the Freisinnige party, eight Centrists or Cler- 
icals, two Poles, three National Liberals, one 
— Conservative, and five Right Conserva- 

ives. 

It the Chancellor reduces the money vote to 
$10,000,000 and modifies the government’s de- 
mands for an increase in the present peace 
effective the bill will have a ehance of ap- 
proval, but in its present shape it will stand 
no chance whatever of becoming a law. The 
pemi-official papers admit that certain 
changes are essential to the success of the 
measure, but they express confidence that 
concessions will be offered that will be suffi- 
cient to win over a majority of the committee 
to the support of the billin a form that will 
not materially change its scope, 

Conservative Traditions Set at Naught. 

An ominous feature of the position is the 
venomed temper of the Conservative opposi- 
tion. The traditions of the Conservative 
party, which are all against opposing the de- 
mands of the government so far as army re- 
forms are concerned, are now set at naught. 
The implied threat of the Chancellor in his 
speech when the bill was put to the Reichstag 
to dissolve the House and have a new elec- 
tion, in the event of the measure being re- 
jected, has had little, if any, effect upon the 
Conservatives. 

The Kreuz Zeitung, whose editor, Herr von 
Hammerstein, is among the Conservative rep- 
resentatives on the committep, daclares that 
the bill will not pass, adding that a coalition 
between the Centrists and Conservatives in 
favor of supporting Chancellor von Caprivi 
was improbable before the Reichstag ad- 
journed. 

Lobby report has it that the Chancellor, 
feeling indisposed and worried at seeing that 
it was improbable that he would obtain the 
assent of the Reichstag to his full demands 
for an increase of the standing army, told the 
Emperor that he would gladly resign the cares 
of office. His Majesty, however, was not dis- 
posed to give the Chancellor any encourage- 
ment in retreating under fire, He expressed 
his determination to make the Army bill a 
law, even at the risk of an appeal to the coun- 
try. 

Emperor Will Stand by Caprivi. 

He assured Count von Caprivi that he would 
stand by him under all circumstances. The 
Chancellor gained renewed courage from his 
interview with the Emperor, and will remain 
in office fighting the battle, through dissolu- 
tion of the Reichstag if need be. 

Notning in his speeches in the Reichstag 
showed the slightest sign of the discourage- 
ment attributed to him by common rumor, 
On the contrary, he was quicker and more 
spirited than ever in defense or attack. With 
the weapon afforded him by the Emperor’s 
promise of support, he unquestionably felt 
himself in a better position to thrust and 
parry, and even his opponents concede that 
he took full advantage of his personally im- 
proved position. Whatever concessions he 
may offer to the committee, he showed no in- 
tention in the open house of abating one jot 
or tittle of his proposals. 

A notable feature in the debates has been 
the omission of all allusions to Prince Bis- 
marek or any reference te his opinions, His 
old adherenta avoided introducing his name 
in the discussions and also avoided indulging 
in their old comparisons between the policy 
of Chancellor von Capriva and that followed 
by Prince Bismarck. 

Germany's Comfort in the Panama Case. 

The developments in the Panama scandal 
are watched with the keenest interest, and, it 
may be said, anxiety. The one comfort to 
Germany is that the spectacle of corruption 
and confusion among the French political 
leaders lessens the Russian desire to make 
France an ally. Advices received here from St. 
Petersburg show that information recently 
reached the Czar that a certain Russian 
paper had received from Paria the sum of 
$100,000 for advocating a Russo-French alli- 
ance. He at once ordered an inquiry to be 
made which resulted in the discovery that the | 
report was not only true but that part of ‘the 
bribes distributed by the Panama Canal com- 
pany had been accepted by prominent per- 
sons in Russia. The Russian Court party, 
under the lead of M. Pobedonszef, are hostile 
to a French alliance, and they seized the op- 
portunity to work on the Cazar’s prejudices 
against French Republicans. The German 
Foreign Office ia hopeful that Gea. Werder, 
the new German Ambassador to Russia, will 
succeed in detaching the Czar from France, 
and so lead to a new grouping of the powers. 

Another Napoleon May Arise, 

Another, and, to Germany, afar more im- 
portant, view of the situation is that the chaos 
in France may pro@uce an adventurer who 
would hazard war with Germany as the best 
stroke to carry himself into power. The 
North German Gazette says that some strong 
man who attained temporary notoriety might 
imitate the First Napoleon and seize the op- 


portunity afforded: by the political disorder 


now prevailing in France to make himself 
master of its army and the country itself. The 
paper commends the French Government for 
refusing to grant dictatorial power to the Pan- 
ama Committee of Inquiry, and recalis the 
committee’s first resolution as rendering 
every regular government impossible. It 
adds: The end was Cesar, and Cesar is 
now desired by the Boulangists, who think, 
with reason, that the right man will soon be 
found.” 

Krupp Doing What Loewe Offered To. 

The admission made by Herr Loswe, the 
Jewish smell arms manufacturer, that he 
offered to supply France with the machinery 
necessary for the manufacture of Lebel rifles, 
has caused renewed virulence in the 
Judenhetze. The papers which are making 
bitter attacks upon Herr Loewe ignore the 
open fact that Krupp’s works continually 
supply Russia with guns and ammunition, and 
that they executed large orders for that 
country at the time the nations forming the 
Triple Alliance—Germany, Austria, and 
Italy—seemed to be on the verge of war with 
France and Russia.

EVA I. YOUNG CANNOT OOLLEOT 
HUSBAND'S INSURANCE. 


Judge Adams Holds That, Inasmuch as 
Maxwell B. Young’s Death Was Caused 
Primarily by His Lifting on a Piano 
and “Lifting” Is a Prescribed Excep- 
tion in the Mutual Accident Associa- 
tion Policy, the Company Cannot Be 
Held Liable—Other Court News. 


In an elaborate decision yesterday Judge 
Adams refused to grant a new trial to Eva L. 
Young. The decision had an important bear- 
ing on the construction courts would give con- 
tracts in insurance policies. The action was 
one in assumpsit to recover money from the 
Mutual Accident Association of the Northwest 
on a policy taken by Maxwell B. Young. The 
evidence showed that Young’s death was the 
result of injury received while lifting on a 
piano. The policy was also an accidental one, 
but there was a provision in it excepting in- 
juries by wrestling, drilling, fighting, lifting, 
or overexertion. This limitation was in con- 
flict with the general language of the con- 
tract. 

The court held on the trial that the death 
was due to one of the excepted cases of acci- 
dent and instructed the jury to find tur the 
defendant. On a motion for a new trial 
it was contended that in order to give effe ct 
to the exception it should appear that there 
was a change of occupation of the holder of 
the policy which required lifting or overexer- 
tion, and also that the rule of interpretation 
should be applied and that the court should 
resort to A strained construction of the con- 
tract in favor of the plaintiff. In regard to 
this contention the court said: 

** There is nothing in the contract to sustain 
this proposition and the court could not so 
hold without interpolating into the contract 
an exception, and thus in effect making a new 
contract. 

The plaintiff proved conclusively that the 
death was a result of an accident coming 
within the exception in the policy. The court 
said: 

It is doubtful whether the rule that an instfa- 

ment should be construed most strongly against 
the maker of it can be evoked in the present case. 
The defendant is a mutual association, and its 
members are both insured and insurers. Every 
member in such an association is as much inter- 
ested in the enforcement of the provisions of the 
policies for the benefit of the association as in the 
provisions for the benefit ofthe insured. It is not 
the office or the rule of interpretation to eliminate 
from a contract a plain provision or render it 
practically meaningless. If the exception in the 
policy, which is the subject of contention in this 
case, and the meaning of which is plain, is to be 


frittered away by illogical subtleties, that respon- 
sibility must be assumed by another court.

What the North German Lloyd Steamship 
Line Will Do, 

N. A. Bothas, manager of the passenger de- 
partment at Bremen of the North German 
Lioyd Steamship line, was in Chicago yester- 
day taiking with prominent railway officials 
with reference to through rates from different 
points in Europe to Chicago during the World's 
Fair.

We will probably utilize the unoccu- 
pied steerage as second cabin, and the passen- 
gers in this part of the ship will be better off 
in some respects than those in the first cabin. 

„All of the North Atlantic lines have de- 
cided to bring no steerage passengers after 
Jan. 1, but we hope that an amicable settle- 
ment can be made by the United States 
Government so that we can bring steér- 
age passengers under reasonable restrictions.

The new Turn Halle of the Chicago Turn 
Gemeinde, Nos. 684 and 686 Wells street, will 
be formally opened to the members and their 
friends Sunday afternoon. The event will be 
one of social importance and an afternoon 
program of great excellence has been pre- 
pared, Louis Nettelhorst will be the orator 
of the day and deliver his address after the 
opening orchestral selection and a song by 
the Fidelia Männerchor. In the second part 
of the program Mayor Washburne is down for 
a speech and Heinrich Braun, representing 
the National Union Turnerbundes, will make 
the closing oration, Interspersed between the 
musical selections are a series of athletic 
events, The various mea and women classes 
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will give exhibitions in clubswinging, turning. 
and fencing. For the evening a dance pro- 
gram containing eight numbers has been ar- 
ran 

The new building of the Turn Gemeinde is 
the handsomest owned by any society of like 
character in the country and numbered among 
the members of the society are many of the 
best known Germans of Chicago. The North 
Side Turner Hall, on Clark street, nogth of 
Chicago avenue, was found to be too small 
and in many ways unsuitea for the purposes 
to which it was constructed.

Gymnasium Cost $75,000, ö 

Seventy-flve thousand dollars have been ex- 
pended in ovine gymnasium in shape for 
occupancy. It of the best construction, 
steam heated ughout, well ventilated and 
arranged with all modern appliances, includ- 
ing tub, shower, and needle baths. 

The building has three stories and basement, 
the front being of gray stone to the top of the 
first floor and of brown pressed-brick above. 
The windows are large, giving plenty of light, 
and the entrance is surmounted by an elabo- 
rately carved arch. Corresponding with the 
entrance hall and at the south side of the 
build is a wagon entrance.

Since the election in this county last fall 
there has been much discussion as to the wis- 
dom of some of the local nominations made 
by the Republicans, particularly the Con- 
gressional and the Senatorial. nominations. It 
has been held by many that had better nomi- 
nations been made Chicago would be repre- 
sented in the next House of Representatives 
by three Republican Congressmen instead of 
one, and that the complexion of the General 
Assembly would also have been different. 

An investigation of the election returns 
hardly bears out this view. The three de- 
feated Republican candidates for Congress 
were beaten by large majorities. Personal

m. At the same time the statistics prove 
that some of the nominations were unfort- 
unate, 

Mr. Aldrich ren ahead of his ticket suffici- 
ently in the First District to win the seat. 
The opposing Democratic candidate, Mr. 
Burret Smith, was unknown. Cleveland 
earried the district by 471 plurality. Smith 
lost it by over 1,600. Capt. Vocke made a 
splendid fight against Mr. Goldzier, who was a 
strong and popular Democratic candidate in 
the Fourth District, and notwithstanding the 
large scattering vote for third party Congres- 
sional candidates he ran ahead of Harrison in 
the district. 

Mr. MacMillan of the four Republican 
candidates seems to have been the weakest. 
He ran over 1,000 votes behind his ticket, 
while his opponent, Durborow, ran 1,000 ahead 
of the Democratic ticket.

The water of the lake is delightfully cool and 
sweet. One fancies that it partakes of the 
aromatic flavor of the great redwvod roots 
which here and there thrust a peeled, madder 
red elbow into the lapping rim. The fish 
caught here are the finest of mountain trout 
and not a few of that greedy tyrant, the 
pike. 

A mile or so east of Russian River are warm 
springs which are noticeably similar in min- 
eral ingredients to the celebrated vichy 
springs near the Auvergne Mountains. These 
California vichy springs have a uniform tem- 
perature of 85°, ey are rich in bicarbonate 
of sodium, iron, and carbonic acid gas. 
The cures attributed to the use of 
the water ate quite miraculous, _ if 
one is to credit popular report. Many 
persons=come here for rheumatism, liver 
and kidney complaints, and various skin 
diseases. In some instances, such as severe 
cases of diabetes, the relief is only temporary, 
though the general health of the patient is 
appreciably improved, Like the other min- 
eral springs on this coast vichy has its rustic 
hotel ana gardens, with a dance floor, crojhet 
and tennis grounds. The neat bath-houses 
are next to an inviting grotto where there is 
always some one dutifully drinking from the 
spring bubblmg under an eyelid of rock. 

here is the usual monotony in the well 
dressed crowds that frequent the place, and 
the newly made gardens have a regularity in 
their plats that is simply maddening to a free 
mind. Ths majority of the visirors are resi- 
dents of Ukiah, who think nothing of a three 
miles’ drive for the sake of an invigorating 
bath at the end.

Everybody 
takes refreshments, a giass of soda, or Vichy 
mineral water, or some one of the choice mix- 
tures of Snake Bite,“ “‘ Tarweed Gin,“ or 
“Wine of Obejoyful.“ ornamenting the 
shelves. As for the doctor, he is said never to 
take a drop of the liquors which he so oblig- 
ingly furnishes his customers. On bidding 
the passengers good-by he handed each a 
pamphlet on his Indian cancer cure, and also 
a flaming circular descriptive of Fort Brown, 
which he politely urges one to give to some 
friend. 

That fellow’s got a heap c' sense with all 
his tomfoolery. ‘In th@thick o’ the season he 
takes in at least $25 a day. He's always some 
new trick to show my passengers, an’ some-

A railroad survey has been made up Coal 


Creek and a tunnel planned through the di- 
vide, by which means San Francisco will some 
day have an iron highway to the Blue Lakes 
just over the other side of the summit. An 
agent of the San Francisco and North Pacific 
railroad company has recently secured large 
tracts covering the choicest locations on the 
lakes, and speculation is rife as to the ulti- 
mate object of the purchase. .t is to be hoped 
that the time is far distant when these 
charming lake borders will be turned iuto vil- 
las, for the chief beauty of the place is its 
untrammeled wildness. 

From the summit 800 feet above Ukiah the 
lakeside view is one of unspeakable |loveli- 
ness. In the deep, cradle-shaped glen nestle 
the twin lakelets circled by hills smooth to ade- 
licious roundness by the olive-green of camas. 
The color beauty of the lakes is something 
marvelous. On their margin the most graceful 
of laurel, willow, and madrofio trees coquet 
with their shadows in the still water. The red 
roof of a romantic resort called La Trianon 18 
seen through groves of pepperwood on Lower 
Lake. Descending the grade the road skirts 
the brimming basin of this larger lake, and 
curves on past a tavern and tents to Laurel 
Dell, a sequestered group of rustic cottages 
built on the rim of Upper Lake. Never was 
there a more exquisitely reposeful spot for a 
half summer’s rest and romancing! The 
quiet air floats a thousand perfumes, birds 
singin and out the dark laurels, flocks of 
ducks skim low to the reedy bank opposite, 
and the mountains rise: silent as monuments 
above the lake mirror, which is here and there 
rippled by the silver arc of a leaping trout. 

In this high altitude the heat is rarely op- 
pressive, and a more delightful climate for 
outdoor living cannot well be imagined. The 
mountains are full of game, the lakes abound 
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in trout and carp, and the artist needs only 
his brush and canvas to make life here a bliss- 
ful oblivion. If ome has a taste for clay 
modeling there is everything at hand within 
easy walking distance from Laurel Dell. 
Some years back a well-known sculptor, 
in his wanderings in the Blue Lake Hills, 
discovered a patch of ground peculiarly 
adapted toterra cotta work. Immediately he set 
to work to erect a Dryad hut of oak boughs 
by the side of a cascad stream. For 
months he led the life of a hermit, hearing 
only the babbie of the brook, the soft clapping 
of the madrofio’s thick leaves, the rasping 
bark of the squirrel plodding in the acorn 
crop, the eng of jays in fir trees, and 
the rich, full notes of the mountain quail. 
Meanwhile his busy: hands. molded the clay 
about his door into exquisite bits of statuary, 
which afterwards brought him the first prize 
in a great art exhibition. Since then the hut 
has fallen into artistic ruin, though now and 
again its roof still affords shelter to some 
other seeker after mountain solitude.

FEEDING THE MASSES. 


SHARP CONTRASTS IN THE METHODS 
OF OHIOAGO RESTAURANTS. 


Luxury and Penury Have Each Favorite 
_ Haunts—Cost of Delicate, Well-Served 
Food as Compared with That of s 
Coarse Quality— How Hurried Business- 
Men Take Their Midday Meal—Where 
Impecunious People Can Get «a 
“Square” Meal for 15 Cents. 
The manifold ways and means whereby the 
restaurant-eating population of Chicago is 
fed from day to day form an instructive and 


interesting chapter in social economics. A 


man who cares little or nothing what it costs 
him for his breakfast, dinner, or supper so 
ong as he gets what he wants to eat can live 
with muck comfort in this city. On the other 
hand, if it has become a leading question with 
one how eheaply he can manage to obtain suf- 
ficient food to keep body and soul together a 
large number of persons stand ready to supply 
his needs for small pay. 

The restaurant business of Chicago is a 
gigantic one and the styles and qualities of 
the different institutions are as varied as it is 
possible to imagine. Nowhere has the art of 


catering for the masses reached a higher de- 


velopment than in Chicago, where the busi- 
ness has attained vast proportions. Not the 
least important question in relation to the 
World’s Columbian Exposition will be that of 
feeding the hundreds of thousands of visitors, 
a vast majority of whom will naturally gravi- 
tate to restaurants of one quality or another. 
They will have plenty of choice, and the only 
limit to the variety will be that imposed by 
the condition of the pocketbook. 

The epicure seeks not only for tempting 
viands and delicacies, but must be served in 
a style to conform with his ideas of luxury.

party. In fact, such steaks are seldom called 
for. Sweetbreads cost $1 and $1.25; young 
chickéns, 51.25 and $1.75. Vegetables here 
are from 25 to 50 cents, fresh mushrooms 90 
cents, and German asparagus $1.

Large and lofty rooms, glass and china of 
the rarest styles, prompt serviees, good f 
and a French chef to prepare it, cost a 
deal of money; there are few things, however, 
for which a man is more willing to pay freely, 
especially in connection with a good dinner. 
Some examples of how far it ie possible to go 
in this respect may be obtained from the 
menu of a leading restaurant. Beginning the 
day with a solid breakfast, the pot of coffee 
with cream costs 25 cents; tea, chocolate, or 
cocoa the same; acup of coffee 15 cents; a 
glass of milk 10 cents, and a glass of

cream 15 cents. Rolls or other bread 
are 10 cents, toast 15 cents, and 
wheat cakes 25 cents. The gourmand may 
pay a quarter for his poached n or half a 
dollar if he wants them cook “a la Paris- 
ienne“ or à la Turque. Omelettes he can 
have, plain for 30 cents, with truffles or aspar- 
agus at 75 cents for each dish. His sirlpin 
steak will cost him $1, an extra sirloin double 
that price, and if accompanied with mush- 
rooms the assortment will be $2.50. Tender- 
loin with truffles’ costs $1.75; a porterhouse 
steak with mushrooms, $2.25; an extra ditto, 
50 


The man who is satisfled with a plain mut- 
ton chop pays 35 cents for a half and 60 cents 
for a full portion, but if he sighs for English 
mutton chops, cut thick, or lamb chops the 
price is 75 cents. Mutton kidneys in any 
form cost 50 cents, but if cooked “a la 
Meyerbeer, 75. Corned-beef hash or liver 
me 1 bacon appeal to the economical at 40 
cents and sausages at 50. Cold chicken costes 
$i and cold ham 40 cents. Such trifles as 
chicken hash at 75, or chicken livers at 60 
cents, may do to fill in with. 

Fresh fish, mackerel, whitefish, lake trout, 
or perch, can be had at 50 cents; frogs’ legs at 
60 cents, deviled crabs cost 60 cents, and a 
lobster 75 cents, but the man who would be- 
gin the day with alobster ought to pay for it.

All 
over the business. center there are scattered 
lunch houses which,. during the day, supply 
the wants of many 8 These places 
are popular with business- men, for the service 
is prompt and the prices are reasonable. 
The lunch counter is a Chicago msti- 
tation, and abundant though they are and 
affordimg facilities for feeding large numbers 
they are invariably crowded at the noon hour. 
The i counters are supplied with stools, 
and each of these is preémpted by a hungry 
man. Dozens of busy waiters are engaged in 
passing out coffee, sandwiches, pieces of pie, 
and other light refreshments. 

At these bakery and dairy lunches no beer 
or liquor is sold. There are, however, many 
saloons with restaurant attachments where a 
business lunch is sérved during certain hours 
and at a fixed price, generally 15 to 25 cents. 
Many saloons and hotel bars serve a free 
lunch of more or less desirability, and the 
working of a free lunch route has been re- 
duced to a science by the impecunious.

ABJEOTION TO A PROPOSED SPAN 
OVER HOLDEN OOURT. 


Injunction Asked For to Restrain Marshall 
Field & Co. from Connecting Their Old 
and New Stores on Washington Street— 
Complainants Allege That to Stop Up 
the Thoroughfare Would Shut Out the 
Light and Air—Question of Encroach- 
ments on Streets and Alleys. 


The chancery suit begun in the Circuit Court 
last Thursday to enjoin Marshall Field & Co. 
from erecting a bridge connecting their old 
and new stores on Washington street, is one 
that will affect the interests of nearly every 
down-town merchant, as it is designed to con- 
test the power of the City Council to issue 
permits for encroachment on the streets und 


alleys, 


Barling and Edward H. Green of New York, 
and Edward D. Mandell of Massachusetts, 
trustees under the last will and testament of 
Edward Matt Robinson, and the respondents 
are Marshall Field & Co., John M. Pashley, 
and the George A. Fuller company. The 
Robinson estate owns the first seventy-two 
feet on Wabash avenue north of Field’s new 
building. Its tenants are the Peninsula Stove 
company, the George Bohner company, and 
Joseph Ketterer. As Field has already torn 
the east end out of his old store to make way 
for the bridge, the complainants excuse their 
delay in bringing suit on the score that they 
live in the East and did not know what was 
going on until recently. 

The complainants base their rights on the 
plat of the Fort Dearborn addition, in which 
all these properties are situated. That plat, 
they say, was duly acknowledged, certified, 
and recorded in this county by M. Borchard, 
representing the Secretary of War, according 
to the statute of this State; so that the city 
owns the fee of the streets and alleys, and 
every one who bought the lots bought on the 
condition that they should be dedicated as 
designated. This being the case, the City 
Council holds these streets and alleys in trust 
for public uses and has no right nor power, it 
is claimed, to give one citizen privileges over 
them which others do not possess and which 
prejudice the property interests of others. 

Important Thoroughfare. 

The alley in question, the bill says, is a very 
important thoroughfare. It is forty feet wide, 
has been dignified with the name of Holden 
court, and in view of the crowded condition 
of State and Washington streets is of incalcu- 
lable value to traffic. To the complainants in 
particular it is of very great value, as through 
it they gain access to their property, and 
through it this property is ventilated and 
lighted. To stop up the south end of it witha 
bridge would shut out the light and air, inter- 
fere with the Fire Department in case ofa 
fire, and give the court the appearance of 
being Field’s private entrance. If the bridge 
itself should take fire it would subject the 
property of the complainants to an additiona) 
risk of taking fire also, 

The bill takes exception to the manner in 
which this permit was granted by the City 
Council. It was granted not to Marshall 
Field & Co., but to John M. Pashley, who, 
it says, is not a member of the firm, has no in- 
terest in the property concerned nor any in- 
terest in afoot of land in Cook County, but 
is merely an employé of the firm. Although 
Pashley did not claim to own the property 
concerned the Council gave him the right to 
build the bridge and the right to assign his 
right to anybody that he pleased, for it ran 
to him and his assigns. As to the character 
of the bridge, no limits were set on the size 
of it, so that it might extend the whole 108 
feet of width of Field’s Wabash avenue store 
and might reach up to the sky. 

This ordinance, which was passed June 6, 
1892, on motion of Ald. Gahan and by a 
unanimous vote, is as follows: 


Text of the Ordinance. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of 
Chicago: Sec. 1. That permission and authority 
be and is hereby given to ohn M. Pashley and 
his assigns to construct and use a bridge or cov- 
ered passageway across the alley running between 
Lots 9,10, and 11 on one side and Lot 6 in As- 
sessor’s Subdivision of Lots 6, 7, and 8. etc., on 
the other, all in Block 13, Fort Dearborn Addition 
to Chicago; provided, the lowest portion of said 
bridge or passageway shall not be lower than 
eighteen feet above grade of alley and shall be so 
constructed that free and unobstructed passage 
may be had under the same, and provided that 
said bridge or passageway shall be constructed of 
incombustible material and to the satisfaction of 
the Commissioner of Buildings. 

Sec. 2. That said John M. Pashley and bis as- 
signs and lessees and any and all persons who 
shall occupy the buildings which said bridge is to 
connect sifail indemnify and save harmless the 
City of Chicago of and from all damages of every 
kind for which it may become liable for or by rea- 
son of the passageway hereby granted, and said 
John M, Pashley shall, before extending said 
bridge or passageway, file with the Department of 
Public Works his acceptance of the conditions 
herein contained; provided, said bridge or pas- 
sageway be used exclusively as a passageway be- 
tween said buildings and tno goods shall be 
stored or sold in said passageway. 

Sec. 3. This ordinance shali bein force from 
and after its passage. 


Three Stories High, 


The bill says that the plans for this bridge, 
as exhibited, represent it as only forty-five 
feet wide, but that the complainants have rea- 
son to believe that it is intended by Field to 
make it ninety feet wide and at least seventy 
feet, or three stories, high. If suchastructure 
is erected they say that it will inflict irrepara- 
ble injury on their property, and still that the 
Council granted this permit both without their 
consent and without their knowledge. The 
prayer of the bill is for a permanent and a 
temporary injunction restraining the defend- 
ants from proceeding any further with the 
work. J. P. Wilson, the defendant’s attorney, 
was notified that the temporary injunction 
would be asked for last Friday morning be- 
fore Judge Tuley, but counsel agreed to defer 
the motion until Dec. 26 without placing any 
restraint on the work. 

If the complainants in this suit gain their 
case away goes the authority for the erection 
of dozens of storm-doors, entrances, awnings, 
and show-windows all through the business dis- 
trict, as they have all been erected in defiance 
of the ordinances by which the public general- 
ly is governed and by virtue of similar special 
permits from the Council. The progress of 
this suit and the fate of the motion Dec. 26 
will therefore be watched witb interest.

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GOTHAM DISTIKES “THERESE RAQUIN.” 


Kyrie Bellew’s and Mrs. Potter’s Play Is 
Given Harsh Criticism. 
The hopes of a New York success for 
Therese Raquin,” which Mrs. James Brown 
Potter and Kyrle Bellew expressed so freely 
while playing in Chicago a few weeks ago 
have not been realized. As viewed by the 
dramatic writers of the New York news- 
papers, Zola’s dramatization, which is now 
being given at the Union Square Theater, is 
considered an unmitigated artistic failure, so 
2 8 its beastliness and so horrible is the 
istorted realism which they see in the work. 
If reports be true, the large audience which 
was attracted to the first performance out of 
curiosity went away as little pleased as did 
the reviewers. 

While in Chicago Mrs. Potter remarked: 
** People hold uo their hands in horror at 
Therese.“ They see in the play that which 
they term indecent and that which is horrible 
and beastly. They call it inartistic. And 
why? Is it because of the so-called disrobing 
scene which is merely one of a succession of 
incidents which goes to perfect one of the 
strongest scenes that can be conceived? Is it 
because it depicts the workings of two guilty 
minds that exist in two soulless creatures? 
Undoubtedly the latter, because it deais with 
truths—psychological truths—which they can- 
not get around. It presents truths—great nat- 
ural truths—and Therese is judged inartistic 
on that account. The fault lies with the 
American audiences which are not yet trained 
up to that point where they can accept moral 
truths, faithfully depicted, on the stage. I am 
anxious to go to New York so that I may learn 
from the judgment of the critics and my audi- 
ences just how far they have advanced in their 
appreciation of truth, as the mainspring of 
forcible dramatic effort. In Europe such 
plays are received and understood. I wonder 
if the same development will show itself in 
New York?” 

What the Critics Say. 


Mrs. Potter need no longer conjecture. One 
or two newspapers regarded the work as a 
powerful effort. But the remainder rebelled 
against such a verdict. Commenting on the 
piece the New York Herald said: 

After all the noise and dust that an adroit man- 
agement has suceeeded in raising about this Zola 
piece it is rather curious to find how innocent, 
not to say stupid, an affair itis. The whole pict- 
ure of unreasoning, hysterical fear and remorse 
has no raison d'etre. Ite manifestations are many 
and highly monotonous, Its horrors are melo- 
dramatic and tiresome. No one, so far as I could 
see, was filled with horror or vividly impressed in 
any particular way. The two chief people be- 
haved in too preposterous a manner for anyone to 
take them seriously. 

_ The criticism of the Times reflected a sim- 
ilar opinion when it said: 

Much of the powerin this disappears on the 
stage. The playis barrenof humor—the poor 
attempt made to supply it counting for nothing— 
and lacks variety and ali cumulative effect. 
Therese and Laurent, when they are together, 
are always in the fever-heat of passion, but their 
talk is not interesting, and in the supposedly 
great scene of the wedding night the lack of the 
real dramatic force and meaning is painfully ap- 
Mrs. Potter's voice has settled into a 
monotone. Its quality is pleasing, but the lack 
of variety soon becomes wearisome. Long as- 
sociation with Mr. Kyrie Bellew, never a good 
model for a student of acting, has given her a sort. 
of a style—but it is not a good style. She speaks 
as he speaks, and her acting is as explosive and 
redundant as his. 

Even greater offense did the New York 
Tribune take at Mrs. Potter’s production of 
Zola’s work. It said: 

To describe that noxious rubbish in detail 
would be to offend the readers of this journal. 
Whenever it becomes right to dip into the sewer 
for refreshment it will become right to present 
upon the stage, in a work of art, persons who are 
monsters of depraved carnality and pictures that 
reek with ar crime. Till then all 
sane minds will view such a use 
of the stage as an insolent manifesta- 
tion of effrontery. Mrs. Potter is quoted. in 
print, as having declared that she sees no vileness 
in the nlay of “Therese Raquin.“ So much the 
worse for Mrs. Potter. When that young woman 
went upon the stage it was proclaimed that the 
stage was to be “elevated” by her influence. 
Having succeeded, with the help of Mr. Kyrle 
Bellew, in reaching the level of Mr. Zola, she 
might well desist from her missionary labors. 
With reference to the acting there is no occasion 
for particular remark, Mrs. Potter, although a 
passable amateur, was never a good actress: but 
she is as good now as she ever was. She has now 
taken to the imitation of ominous demeanor 
and the nasal bleat that form such prominent 
devices in the armory of Sarah Bernhardt. 


The Advertiser’s Say. 


The Advertiser’s comment: There can be 
no fear of corrupting, anybody’s virtue by a play 
of this kind except in the same sense that public 
executions demoralize and brutalize. The moral 
lesson it is said to teach would be better taught 
otherwise. Such plays simply turn the stomach 
when itis healthy and make it more morbid 
when it is already that way inclined. It- makes 
one groan in spirit to look at Mrs. Potter in this 
horrible dramatic nightmare and remember what 
she said of old about “elevating the stage. 
Even as a study of human brutishness it is 
morbidly overdone. ‘Not once in a thousand 
times would those capable of planning and 
executing such a murder have sensibility 
enough for the remorse here portrayed. It would 
be less violently morbid if one of the two only 
showed the emotion. Dramatically speaking, the 
first act is oppressively talky—in fact the whole 
pbay is two acts of drowsiness, followed by two of 
nightmare. Mrs. Potter herself has considerably 
improved in her action, though still but dimly 
seeing the difference between intensity and ve- 
hemence, and still lacking pliancy and adaptive- 
ness in fitting her personality into a character, 
while her delivery of lines is simply the elocu- 
uon of the platform thordugaly artificial. 

The Sun devoted a half column to avoiding 
a direct expression of opinion of Mrs. Potter’s 
work. It observed that Zola’s realism, 
whether “nasty or meritorious,’’ need not be 
discussed, and that it was not essential in con- 
sidering the play to pass moral judgment on 
what wasdone on the sta at the Union 
Square. It gave acareful description of the 
piece, and of the acting said: 

Mrs. Potter has not become more than a toler- 
able actress. She possesses à certain distinction 
of manner that is agreeable, she arrays her come- 
ly person attractively, and at times she is almost 
right in her acting; but she seems utterly weak 
by contrast with the strength of some of the pas- 
sages in this play, and for the further reason that 
Mr. Bellew is a skillfal and often forceful actor, 
although he comes perilously near to being gro- 
tesque.

Ir will be a pleasant announcement to a 
large number of the readers of Taz Trrsun= 
that the sixth annual session of the Literary 
School in this city—the only city which has 
heen able to maintain such a school—will 
begin Dec. 27, closing Dec. 31, under the aus- 
pices of the Chicago Kindergarten Colleye, at 
its lecture-room, No. 10 Van Buren street. 
There will be ten lectures on Shakspeare, two 
a day, delivered by such eminent scholars as 
Prof. Richard G. Moulton, Denton J. Snider, 
Hamilton W. Mabie, Prof. Swing, and Dr. 
William T. Harris. Thesuccess which has at 
tended the sessions of this school in the past 
undoubtedly will continue. As this is the only 
city in the country where such lectures can 
be maintained year after year local pride 
should secure a large attendance. 


Ar the opening of the New York Stock Ex- 
change Saturday prices showed some im- 
provement, but the gain was all lost later in 
the day. The local market was generally 
weak. Sterling rates continue heavy. New 
York exchange sold at 25 cents premium.— 
Leading grain markets at Chicago were not 
very active yesterday, andas a rule were 
rather weak. Provisions were also low- 
er on realizing sales by some of 
the prominent longs. As compared 
with the latest prices of the previous day May 
wheat closed g cent lower, corn g cent 
lower, oats cent lower, cash rye 14 cont up, 
barley steady, flax weak, May pork 15 cents 


lower. The receipts of wheat at Chicago dur- 
ing the week were 711,000 bushels greater than 
the shipments and the receipts of corn were 
275,100 bushels greater than the shipments. 
The packing ‘at Chicago since the close of Oc- 
tober included 736,000 hogs, against 1,459,000 a 
year ago and 1,259,000 for the corrcsponding 
period in 1890. 


A BETTER METHOD OF ELECTING PRESI- 
DENTS. 

Representative Springer introduced at the 
last session a proposition for a constitutional 
amendment to change the terms of Congress- 
men and the terin and manner of election of 
President and Vice-President. It is now 
under consideration by one of the House com- 
mittees and should be reported back favor- 
ably, passed by Congress, and submitted to 
the States for their action. 

Mr. Springer's plan is that the President 
shall hold office for six years and be ineligible 
for immediate reélection. As to the wisdom 
of that change there is probably now little 
difference of opinion. The reasons for it 
which have been often give never have been 
answered. The only opposition comes from 
those hide-bound conservatives who are op- 
posed to any change merely because itis a 
change. 

As regards the method of election, Mr. 
Springer proposes to throw overboard the 
Electoral Colleges, with their clumsy, danger- 
ous machinery, and to substitute therefor the 
idea of proportional representation. For in- 
stance, the total vote of Illinois last month 
was 873,000. As Cleveland had a plurality of 
27,000, he got all the twenty-four Electors. 
Had Mr. Springer’s plan been in force a can- 
vassing board, composed of the Governor, 
Secretary of- State, and Chief Justice, would 
have added up the total vote and divided it by 
the number of Electors, the quotient being 
36,400. They would have found that that ratio 
was contained in Harrison's vote ten times, 
with a remainder of 35,288; that it was con- 
tained in Cleveland’s vote eleven times, with 
a remainder of 25,841, They would have found 
also that the vote for Weaver was 25,870 and 
for Bidwell 22,247. Therefore the board would 
have certified that Illinois had cast twelve 
votes for Cleveland, eleven for Harrison, and 
one for Weaver. . 

Such a system applying to all the States 
would be a fair one. It would be more rep- 
resentative of the sentiment of the whole 
people than the present one. It would give 
Democratic minorities in Vermont and Re- 
publican minorities in Missouri an induce- 
ment to goto the polls. It would check the 
tremendous efforts now put forth on both 
sides to carry great States like New York, for 
the stakes to be played for no longer would 
be thirty-six votes, but one, two, or three. The 
dangers which inevitably are connected now 
with a close vote on Electors in a State would 
disappear. In 1884 the narrow margin of a 
thousand votes gave the New York Electors 
to Cleveland and elected him. A narrower 
margin, such as that in California or North 
Dakota this year, might have entailed angry 
and serious controversies. The Springer plan 
minimizes those perils and lessens also the ef- 
fectiveness of fraud. At present the purchase 
of a thousand votes in one State may deter- 
mine the political complexion of a score of 
Electors. By the Springer method it might 
have no effect whatever as far as the Presi- 
dency was concerned, or possibly at the most 
change one vote. 

Mr. Springer provides further that the Pres- 
idential vote shall be canvassed, not by the 
outgoing Congress, but the incoming one. 
Thus, if there is no election by the people and 
it is thrown into the House, that House will be 
one whose members will be elected at the same 
time the President is voted for and not, as 
now, one elected two years prior to that time. 
If Mr. Cleveland had not received, this year, a 
majority of the Electoral vote, the Presidency 
would have been decided by a house elected in 
1890—a manifest absurdity. 

Another feature of Mr. Springer’s plan is 
that the life of a Congress shail end in De- 
cember and not in March, as now; that a new 
one shall meet in January instead of De- 
cember, as now; and that the term of a House 
member shall be three years instead of two. 
At present an old Congress hangs on and 
legislates after the people may have repudi- 
ated it, and one elected to carry out other 
policies does not begin its labors for thirteen 
months after election. That is not consistent 
with the principle of popular government. 

The lengthening of the terms of House 


At present a new Representative is at ageri- 
ous disadvantage. He does not take his seat 
for thirteen months after his election unless a 
| special session is called. When Congress does 
meet it takes him a long time to get ac- 
quainted with the complicated rules and 
usages of the House and to become known to 
the other members. The result is that as a 
general thing he is unable to show what stuff 
is in him or what he amounts to, or to do 
any real service for his constituents, -be- 
fore he has to ask for a reélection. 
A new member chosen in November, 1890, 
took his seat in December, 1891, and during 
the summer of 1892 had to begin hustling 
around to get a renomination. That was not 
fair to him or to his constituents. If he hada 
year’s more experience and a fair chance to 
show what he was worth his wonstituents 
could form an intelligent idea of his merits 
and know whether they wanted to keep him 
in Congress. Three years would give him an 
opportunity to develop and display his legis- 
lative ability if he had any.

CLEAN UP THE CITY. N 

A call is issued for a mass- meeting in Cen- 
tral Music Hall next Thursday evening to 
take steps towards insuring a cleaning up of 
the city. .The call is signed by the Presidents 
of the Chicago club, Commercial club, Union 
League club, City Improvement Association, 
Real Estate Board, Municipal Order League, 
Citizens’ Association of Chicago, Building 
Trades Vouncil, Trade and Labor Assembly, 
Union Carpenters’ Council, and the Central 
Labor Union. ‘These associations include all 
classes—owners, renters, employers, and 
workers. They will send delegations, and in- 
vite the various clubs of the city, labor 
organizations, and reform associations to send 
delegates. They invite good citizens gener- 
ally to attend the gathermy. 

The meeting is called to take under advise- 
mentthe question how to clean our streets 
and alleys in preparation for the Fair and in 
view of the possibility of a cholera visitation 
next spring. There isa pusines; as well as a 
sanitary motive for action, and both should 
be sufficient to induce the much needed re- 
form. To receive visitors to the Fair with 
our streets and alleys in their present filthy 
condition would bring discredit on the mu- 
nicipality, and rob it of much of the glory it 
would otherwise receive from the success of 
the Columbian Exhibition. If the cholera 
should make its appearance here it could 
meet with no greater aid in its deadly work 
than that furnished by the filth which lies in 
the thoroughfares and festers in neglected 
cesspools and outhouses, 

Comprehensive arrangements must be 
made for a systematic cleaning of our streets 
and alleys and disposal of the filth by crema- 
tion. The objectionable material must be 
taken away and burned up. It is for the 
meeting to decide if this shall be done, and if 
yes how it shail be accomplished. Evidently 
some plan will have to be adopted other than 
any yet tried. ‘he rule now 1s to clean the 
best streets once a week, when there is any 
money available for the work, others twice a 
year, and the rest never. For the alleys there 
is no rule that is lived up to, except that money 
shall be paid out regularly to men who have 
very elastic consciences and devote little time 
or energy to the work. 

It has been suggested, and the plan meets 
with the approval of the Superintendent of 
Streets, that the cleaning and sprinkling of 
the streets should be done and paid ior by 
special assessment. The removal of filih 
from the alleys should be included. The cust 
for the streets is demonstrated to be but Little 
more than athird of what is now paid out by 
many citizens for the same thing done ineffi- 
ciently. The contractor for the work would 
be watched by his employers, and in turn 
would have an object in seeing that the ordi- 
nances against filth were observed by the citi- 
zens. The owner of a piece of property would 
have an interest in seeing that his tenants 
kept their premises clean. Those who were 
willing to pay for good service could have 1, 
and the rest would soon be shamed into com- 
pliance, 

The problem must be solved in some way. 
It will never do to keep on in the present slip- 
shod fashion. Chicago has committed itself 
to the World’s Fair and can no more afford to 
present a dirty, foul aspect to its visitors next 
year than could the storekeeper to require his 
customers to wade through a cesspool and 
climb over a garbage heap in order to buy his 
goods. It is a matter in which every citizen 
who has any public spirit at all is deeply in- 
terested, to say nothing of personal desire for 
cleanliness and the wish to avoid contagion. 
So it is a duty he owes to himself to attend 
the meeting next Thursday night and do 
what he can towards helping forward the 
movement in favor of public cleanliness in 
this city.

LED ASTRAY BY COLD BOILED HAM. 

The religious squabbles, of which there has 
been so much in the papers of late, are a little 
too abstract and moonshiny in their nature to 
interest the mass of the people. Not knowing 
what Prof. Briggs is charged with they care 
little about his trial. Ignorant of what the 
„higher criticism is they do not care wheth- 
er it is veted up or down. Plain folks like a 
row which relates to something concrete and 
material, about which they know something. 
As nearly all men have eaten boiled ham and 
have opinions regarding it they will take an 
interest in the misfortunes of that New York 
rabbi whom the members of his congregation 
have cast out as an unclean thing because he 
ate boiled ham. 

The rabbi, who used to preside over an or- 
thodox Jewish congregation, visited a saloon 
with a Junch counter. He drank beer—he says 
himself that he took too many glasses—and 
then he looked upon the ham when it was red 
and ate some. The President of the synagogue 
saw him do it. As Col. Shepard’s reporter, 
pale, trembling, and agitated, told his chief 
that he had seen Mr. Gray drink brandy and 
red pepper, so did the horrified President rend 
his garment and tell the members of the 
cburch that he had seen their spiritual teacher, 
pastor, and master eating forbidden flesh. 
The sinner was discharged forthwith. 

An orthodox congregation could not do 
otherwise. The law of Moses is explicit: 


And the swine, because it divideth the hoof, yet 
cheweth not the cud, it is unciean unto you; ye 
shall not eat of their flesh nor touch their dead 
carcase. 


This law, exactly as binding as the one 
against murder, or as the one which forbids 
one Jew to exact usury of another or to con- 
sult a fortune teller, never has been repealed, 
and its violation is still a crime. The rabbi’s 
plea is that he drank so much beer that it may 
be in a state of mental irresponsibility ’’ he 
ate the ham. Adam's plea was, “the woman 
tempted me. That does not relieve him from 
guilt, He had vo business to be in a place 
where forbidden meat was lying around. If 
he had gone into a place kept by a coreligion- 
ist the presumption would be that all the ar- 
ticles of food were prepared in accordance 
with the dietary laws and that if there was 
any ham there it really was not ham, but 
something else which looked ard tasted like 
that article. The rabbi wandered into a Gen- 
tile place and came to grief. 

He says that he will ask the courts to rein- 
state him. Perhaps the Christians will be in- 
clined to sympathize with him and to think it 
rather hard that a man should be deprived of 
his pastorate because of afew mouthfuls of 
delicious ham, although Adam fared much 
worse for eating a little forbidden fruit. The 
courts are not likely to intervene for the 
rabbi’s benefit, ‘When his flock hired him it 
was with the definite understanding tt 
like them, intended to obey the 613 * 


and distinct injunctions of thé law, The 


breach of one of them by him is a breach of 
the contract between pastor and people. He 
becomes unclean in their eyes. They cannot 
associate with him, much less have him as a 
teacher. If the obligation to abstain from 
eating ham were an immoral one the courte 
would set it aside as they do any agreement

The offender must not turn to Gentile 
courts, but go instead to the expounders of 
Jewish law. They will consult Deuteronomy, 
the Talmud, and the decisions of medieval 
Jewish tribunals, and will find there exactly 
what should be done by a man who has inad- 
vertently eaten ham, so that his people may 
take him back into favor. Probably he will 
be told that if he will fast one day in each 
week for a number of weeks his offense will 
be atoned for so far as the people are con- 
cerned, and his congregation can hire him 
again with safety, provided he will promise to 
investigate the lunch counter, with the dietary 
laws in his mind, before he begins the con- 
sumption of beer. 


EVADING THE CITY ORDINANCES, 

The charterand ordinances of this city are 
as binding on the Mayor and Commissioner 
of Public Works as they are on a cabman or 
a peddler. Neither the Mayor nor the Com 
missioner has any dispensing power. The 

rdinances based on the charter provide: 

All contracts exceeding in amount the sum of 
$500 for work, material, or supplies rolating to 
any of the matters ander the cognizance of the 
Department of Public Works shall be let by che 
Commissioner to the lowest responsible bidder 
or bidders, „ Every contract for a sum 
greater than $500 shall have the consent in writ- 
ing of the Mayor indbrsed thereon, and shall be 
countersigned by the City Controller. 

Under the present administration the work 
of patching up bad spots in paved streets has 
been done by a man named McCall. His bills 
for repairing done in 1891 amounted to $16,- 
000. The job was given him without bids or 
competition. He was then given the same 
work for this year, and again no bids were 
called for, although it was evident that the 
total sum which would be paid him fora 
large number of small jobs would far exceed 
$500. His bills for this year amount to 
about $89,000, This is the Mayor’s explana- 
tion of the way in which the contractor got 
such a big job without competition: 

I met McCall in New York. He was in some 
land scheme there. Then about three months 
after I was elected McCall moved to Chicago. 
One day he came up to the City Hall and said he 
would like to do some work for the city. He 
would do it as well as anybody else, he said. I 
introduced him to Burke or Aldrich and he went 
to work. But I did not appoint him myself. He 
agreed to repair cedar block pavements for 54 
cents a yard. it was then costing the city $1.05 a 
yard. Suppose the charter does provide that 
all contracts amounting to over $500 shall be ad- 
vert isod for, and suppose McCall did evade the 
law by averaging his bills at $490, still look at the 
amount the city saved. 

It is not altogether pleasing to see the 
Chief Magistrate of the city so ready to con- 
done the evasion of alaw which is binding 
upon him, or to see him approving the doc- 
trine that it is right todo wrong if good re- 
sults ensue. The ordinances, however, pro- 
vide further: 

In all cases before supplies, work, materials, or 
necessaries of any kind shall be ordered or pur- 
chased by the Department of Public Works ex- 
ceeding in amount the sum of $200, and not more 
than $500, said Commissioner shall first obtain 
in writing at least three informal bids to furnish 
the same, which said bids shall accompany and 
be filed in every case with the voucher upon 
which the requisition for the payment of the same 
is issued. 

The question is now whether this provision 
has been obeyed as regards those $490 jobs of 
Mr. McCall. That is for Mr. Aldrich to 
answer. Were there three informal bids for 
every job over $200? And ifso how did this 
new-comer from New York manage to get in 
ahead of the numerous enterprising Chicago- 
ans who would like to bid on just this kind of 
work? The Mayor says he is not responsible 
—**I did not appoint him myself’’—but that 
he merely introduced him to Mr. Aldrich or 
Mr. Burke. It was a potent introduction, for 
it gave this stranger nearly a hundred thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of work. 

The explanations made in this McCall case 
are not satisfactory. The spirit and the letter 
of the charter and the ordinances appear to 
have been disregarded by those who should 
have held them sacred. 
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ENTERTAINMENT FOR LADY VISITORS 
TO THE FAIR. 

Without desiring to be obnoxious or ungal- 
lant THe CHIcAdO T mUNA feels disposed to 
commend the Board of Control of the World's 
Fair tor rejecting the wholesale system of 
chaperonage proposed by the Board of Lady 
Managers. The system called for an appro- 
priation of $20,000 by Congress, which of 
course Congress would not make under any 
circumstances. This appropriation was to 
provide a compensation of $6 per diem 
for lady managers who were to be assigned 
to the duty next year of “entertaining 
distinguished lady visitors. Under the de- 
tails of the system twenty members of the 
board would be on duty fora month at atime. 
A little arithmetic will show that if the sys- 
tem were sanctioned every member of the 
board would have.her hotel bills paid by the 
government for thirty days. In other words, 
the government would be entertaining the 
Board of Lady Managers while the Board of 
Lady Managers was entertaining the dis- 
tinguished lady visitors.“ 

Both the directors and the government 
have been generous in making conces- 
sions to the board, but in this case 
there was good cause for drawing the 
line. In the first place, it would be a delicate 
matter to decide who are “ distinguished lady 
visitors. There are so many different kinds 
of distinction that it would be next to im- 
possible to sort out the distinguished ones 
without causing much jealousy, envy, and 
heart-burning. There are distinguished 
women politicians hke Mrs. Lease, distin- 
guished agitators like Mrs. Woodhull- 
Martin, distinguished suffragists like 
Miss Anthony. There are distin- 
uished school-mistresses, speculators, dress- 
makers, milliners, painters, butter statue 
makers, pampas grass housebuilders, decor- 
ators, professors, stenographers, journalists, 
Browning interpreters, lecturers, singers, 
writers, designers, readers, etc. 
There are women who are distinguished for 
their gowns, for their jewels, for their address, 
for their conversation, for their government 
of children, for their management of hus- 
bands, for their pies and angel food, for their 
beauty, and again for their plainness. Indeed, 
all women are distinguished for something. 
In the vital scheme they are emphatic units, 
Most men are zeros, having no earthly value 
until one of these units is placed before them. 

But even if it were possible to pick out the 
distinguished ones, leaving only a superfluous 
remnant, what kind of entertainment did the 
Board of Lady Managers contemplate that 
was to make compensation for the payment 
of hotel bills fora month? It could not have 
been guiding the distinguished visitors about 
the grounds, for professional guides al- 
ready have been secured, and this would 
take the bread out of their mouths. 
It could not have been taking them 
out to drive or to the theaters, for 
that would be too expensive. Nor could 
it have been taking them to launches or enter- 
taining them at elaborate banquets, for the 
same reason. Possibly the lady managers 
contemplated feasting them at those intellect- 
ual repasts for which Chicago is so famous, 


but as the distinguished women will not 


come here for that purpose in all prob- 
ability they would not go. Thay will 
come here to see the Fair, not to culti- 
vate themselves with essays or discuss 


sions, Instead of hearing about 
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or 
to see the uovelties at the Fair grounds. 
What then can be the entertainments pro- 
‘posed by the Board of Lady Managers? Per- 
haps they have schemed to take the “ distin- 
guished visitors” shopping. This, however, 
would be a fruitless scheme, as really dis- 
tinguished women never shop, or, if they do, 
they shop at home, where they have confi- 
dence in the shopkeepers. There does not 
seem to be any other source of entertainment 
left but conversation. Without for a moment 
intending to reflect upon the conversational 
powers of the Board of Lady Managers Tue 
Tuinuxx is of opinion that after two or three 
hours of conversation the distinguished lady 
visitors would excuse themselves politely and 
seurry off to the Fair grounds. And what 
lady manager’s conversation can be had for 
$6 a day? 

While Tun Trrsunz clearly enough under- 
stands that it would be pleasant for each lady 
manager to have her hotel biils paid by the 
government—so far as that goes it would be a 
taste of the millennium if the government 
would pay every one’s hotel bills - the cold fact 
remains that all women, both distinguished”’ 
and commonplace, will come here not to 
be entertained by the Board of Lacy 
Managers but by the World’s Fair, and par- 
ticularly by the woman’s department of 
the Fair, and any attempt on the part of 
the Board of Lady Managers to entertain 
them at the rate of $6 per diem would of 
necessity interfere with that highest of all 
sources of entertainment, the great White 
City itself. It will be big enough, novel 
enough, thrilling enough, and altogether quite 
too lovely enough to relieve the Board of Lady 
Managers of any anxiety as to entertainment 
and of any feeling of suspicion that the dis- 
tinguished lady visitors are not having a de- 
lightful time. 
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THE TWO HERETICS. 

Tuesday last the Cincinnati presbytery by 
a vote of 31 to 27 condemned to silence one 
of the brightest scholars in that denomina- 
tion, the Rev. Prof. Henry Preserved Smith 
of the Lane Theological Seminary of Ohio, 
until such time as he shall recant his heresy, 
which time never will come, not even in 
Galileo fashion. One does not have to say 
now under his breath that the world moves. 
It is conceded even in the moral and theolog- 
ical sense. Prof. Smith was convicted upon 
the second charge in the indictment—name- 
ly: that the scriptures are not accurate upon 
all historical points; likewise upon the third 
charge—namely: the denial of the plenary 
inspiration of the scriptures. In a word, the 
prestytery decided by asmall majority that 

. these doctrines are contrary to the Bible and 
the Westminster Confession. The penalty 
was pronounced in the following form: 

Dr. Smith is suspended from the ministry of 
the Presbyterian Church until such time as he 
shall make manifest to the satisfaction of the 
presbytery his renunciation of the errors he has 
been found to hold and his solemn purpose no 
longer to teach or propagate them. 

Meanwhile Prof. Smith has served notice of 
appeal to the Synod of Ohio and will not be 
allowed to perform the functions of a Presby- 
terian minister. The synod meets at Cincin- 
nati in October, 1893, and as the General As- 
sembly does not meet until some time after- 
wards Prof. Smith will remain suspended for 
about two years. As revolutions never go 
backwards this will not be an injury to him, 
nor will it prejudice the final disposition of 
his case. In the meantime he will not be re- 
moved from his chair in Lane Seminary, as a 
majority of the trustees tavor his retention. 

The other heretic, Prof. Briggs, is still on 
trial substantially upon the same charges as 
those which were preferred against Prof. 
Smith, which, sifted down, are contained in 
the assertion that modern scientific criticism 
has shown that the scriptures contain errors. 
In his own concise and forcible language con- 
tained in his speech of defense— 

I have said, and I repeat it, that the Bible asa 
book is nothing more than paper, binding, and 
printer's ink, but I have pointed out and insisted 
that it should be handled with reverent hands 
because it contains the divine word and the in- 
spired injunctions which lead to eternal salvation 
from God. The Bible was not written by infalli- 
ble pens. There were many errors in it. But 
they are not errors of deceit; they are human er- 
rors, showing lack of knowledge. 

Standing upon this advanced plane of 
thought, the eloquent professor charged his 
jury in the following memorable appeal: 
Standing in the divine presence and weigh- 
ing well every word I say, I welcome this con- 
test; and, as you stand in the presence of a 
higher court than any organized by man, I 
challenge you upon your faith and trust in 
God to a righteous judgment.“ Will such a 
verdict be given? It does not appear likely. 
It is more probable that his case, like that of 
Prof. Smith, will not be sustained by the 
courts of last resort. To acquit the professors 
means to abandon the doctrinal standards and 
recognize the standards of human reason. It 
is questionable whether the church is yet 
ready to give its official sanction to such a 
step. In the one case it must be tantamount 
to a split, for if both the professors should be 
excommunicated they will be in the goodly 
company of a large number of their brethren 
who have expressed openly similar views, but 
in the other case it means complete demoli- 
tion of Presbyterianism. In either case these 
two trials are destined to be epoch makers in 
the history of religious thought as well asin 
the advance of the theological world towards 
liberalism. The dismissal of these men 
will not end their work or diminish their 
influence, They will go on teaching the new 
doctrines and thousands will listen. The ad- 
verse vote of the presbyteries will not make 
them any the less Christians or dampen the 
ardor of the people who are struggling for- 
wards in the growing illumination. As one of 
the preshyters said: “I cannot foretell the 
end of this matter. ‘The good Lord did not 
see fit to endow us with the power to reach 
belief without the use of reason, and I cannot 
see how the vote of a presbytery can settle 
questions for us that we must decide by 
reason.” The creed is weakening but the 
truth is strengthening. 


Sven a fog as rested over the city yesterday 
is understood to be due to smoke rising into a 
damp atmosphere. Each of the carbon parti- 
cles becomes the nucleus of a small mass of 
vapor material, and the result is heavy fog in 
absence of wind to carry it away. It is legiti- 
‘mate to ask, if the Society for the Suppression 
of the Smoke Nuisance has accomplished so 
much as reported, how bad would the fog 
have been yesterday had the smoke nuisance 
been uninterfered with during the last eight 
months? Would not the atmospheric condi- 
tion here have compared with sume of the 
worst ever known in London? 


Commissiongr ALpricu has had an expert 
at work for ten weeks or thereabouts investi- 
gating the methods of the crooked inspectors 
who certified to Contractor Demling's sworn 
bills, The result of his investigations has been 
the discharge of seven men, only two of whom 
have had anything to do with inspection dur- 
ing the current year. And now the Mayor 
proposes to appoint three experts “ to go over 
sidewalk work, particularily Demling’s, and 
report on it. It will take these experts two 
months or more to report. Perhaps they will 
visit New York and Philadelphia in search of 
light. Their report when presented will be 
a subject of controversy. Their bill will 
equal the amount of Demling’s extras 
Their “ investigation,”’ like the investigation 
of Mr. Aldrich’s expert, will be conducted in 
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Browning, they will want | secrecy, and their report will be of no value 


‘whatever. Though the public cannot have much 
confidence in a Council committee, it would 
perhaps be best to intrust the investigation of 
this whole matter to such a body. Its investi- 
gation would be open and public. The people 
would know how it progressed, and thus would 
be able to estimate the justice of the findings. 
Mr. Washburne’s proposed expert committee 
should not be tolerated. As it will involve 
an expenditure of more than $600 the Mayor 
cannot appoint such a committee without the 
consent of the Council, That consent should 
be withheld. 


Ir may be set down asa foregone conclu- 
sion that the International conference at 
Brusseis is a flat failure. It has accomplished 
nothing, and will accomplish nothing towards 
aa increased use of silver. English bondhold- 
ers and international creditors control the 
British Government on currency matters, and, 
they are unitedly hostile to any other than a 
gold standard in the payment of their claims 
for principal and interest, In view of this 
fact the only practical way in which we can 
use silver without vast injury to ourselves is 
to repeal the Sherman act of July, 1890, and 
let the government use the silver now on hand 
to redeem its certificates in terms of gold. 
This is the plan proposed by the late Secretary 
Windom, and each day’s experience only adds 
to the strength of the reasons why his advice 
should be followed, Adopting this course we 
should see silver doing all the commercial 
business its commercial value will allow, and 
it is difficult to see why it should 
be permitted or wanted to do more. 
Let it be accepted in payment of debts 
at its real purchasing power as compared with 
gold values, and there need be no further 
trouble about finding an enlarged use for 
silver. This would be the best and easiest 
solution of the problem. The old standard 
ratio of 16 to 1 must be abandoned. It is 
commercially non-existent and could not be 
fixed on by legislation authorizing free coin- 
age without driving out of circulation every 
grain of gold and leaving us on a strictly 
monometallic basis in which the monometal 
would be silver instead of gold. Sucha mono- 
metallism would do no good to anybody, not 
even to the silver men, but it would terribly 
damage the people at large by upsetting 
values and paralyzing the industries of the 
country while the new basis was being 
adapted to the new order of things, to say 
nothing of the great injustice that such a 
change would entail. 


Ture is neither sense nor justice in the 
effort now being made in certain quarters to 
shift the blame for the City Hall crookedness 
on Dr. Jamieson, the Mayor’s appointment 
clerk. All the stealing uncovered up to the 
present time was done through the connivance 
or the collusion of officials who were ap- 
pointed by the Mayor or Commissioner 
Al. b before Dr. Jamieson was intrusted 
with the duties of appointment clerk. As a 
matter of fact Dr. Jamieson has made few if 
any appointments. His thankless task has 
been to keep the pay-rolls down to proper 
proportions so that the expenditures should 
be within the appropriations. At least no 
crookedness has been traced to any person 
appointed at his instance. The truth is that 
Dr. Jamieson was intrusted with the duties 
attaching to appointment clerk when they 
proved too much for the Mayor, and when 
city officials who were candidates for office at 
the fall election began to distribute the 
patronage in the interest of their ambition.

LARGE OORNERS FOR BUILDING IM- 
PROVEMENT IN DEMAND. 


Corner Holdings Being Supplemented by 
Leases or Purchases of Adjoining Front- 
age—Building Restrictions of Two Cities 

i 1 Removal of 


the Stock Exchange from Dearborn to 
La Salle Street—Purchase of a Madison 
Street Building and Lot for $210,000. 


The tendency to combine properties at 
prominent corners in the interest of future 
building operations is becoming more and 
more a feature of the market. The latest il 
justration of this is in the negotiations be- 
tween the Peck estate and William A. Fuller 
for combining the sites now occupied by the 
Union Buildig and the Mercantile Building. 
The corner lot with a square foot area of 10,- 
000 feet, with equal frontages on Washington 
and La Salle streets, would seem to be an 
ideal property for high buildmg improve- 
ment. The Peck estate, however, has decided 
that a building covering 18,000 square feet can 
be operated almost as cheaply as one covering 
10,000 square feet. 3 

The expense of operat office buildings 1s 
not at all in proportion to the ground floor 
‘space. The economy is in the elevator ser- 

vice, the heating and lighting, and in the man- 
agement and janitor service. As& rule, too, 
large buildings can be divided up more eco- 
nomically than those with a small ground 
floor space. 
A number of down-town transactions of 
recent date are evidence of the tendency 
toward supplementing corners. The Major 
Block corner waa supplemented by the pur- 
chase of the Farwell Hall property. L. 
McCormick bought the property east of the 
McCormick Biock at the southeast corner of 
Washington and Dearborn streets. The own- 
ers of the Real Estate Board Building, across 
the corner, leased the Lathrop property ad- 
joining it. A combination was also formed 
on a third corner of these two streets by the 
purchase of the Quinlan Building by R. W. 
Hyman Jr., who owns the property adjoining 
it on the west. The Ogden and Church prop- 
erties at the corner of Clark and Lake streets 
were combined by the lease to Hulburd Dun- 
levy. The McCormick estate supplemented 
the Reaper Block corner by the purchase of 
the Sears Building on Washington street. 
These are a few of the successful attempts 
to combine corner holdings and probably as 
many more similar attempts have failed. 
The lessees of the Kedzie property on Ran- 
dolph street tried to secure the cor- 
ner of Clark street for joint improve- 
ment. The owr@rs of the Tacoma Building 
before building tried to secure the small hold- 
ing just north of the Tacoma lot. A number 
of attempts have been mane by parties nego- 
tiating for the Equitable Building corner to 
combine with it the buildmg just west. The 
expense of building and operating a high of- 
fice building 1s so great in comparison with 
the rentals to be secured that prospective 
builders are forced to be careful in selecting 
just the right kind of a building site. There 
is not the fine margin of profit to provide for 
contingencies which existed when high office 
buildings were a novelty here. The erection 
of a building which promises even a fair rate 
of income under the existing range of land 
values has become something of a fine art. 
The owners of some of the high buildmgs now 
under way may find that the difference be- 
tween prospective incomes and actual in- 
comes is as wide as that which usually exists 
between architects’ estimates and real build- 


outlays. 
ng is considered that the City of Boston has 
an almost ideal system of ouilding ordinances. 
They provide not only for limitation of 
the height of structures, but for 
rigid inspection by capable engineers while 
buildmgs are in course of erection. Strictly 
fi structures are limited to 125 feet, 
w the limit for fireproofed buildings, or 
buildings of mill orslow- burning construction, 
1s placed at sixty feet.

NEW STOCK EXCHANGE BUILDING, 


Members Receive a Tempting Offer from 
La Salle Street Property-Owners. 

The proposed building improvement for the 
southwest corner of Washington and La Salle 
streets will cover a ground space of 100x180 
feet and will be known as the Stock Exchange 
Buildmg. The Peck estate, the-owner of the 
corner 100 feet square, will avail itself of an 
option for a uinety-nine-year lease of the ad- 
joining property on La Salle street owned by 
William A. Fuller. Buildmg operations will 
be begun next May and the structure is to be 
ready for occupancy by May 1, 1894 The 
building improvement and capitalized value 
of iand will be not far from $8,000,000. 
The Chicago Stock Exchange will be given a 


of space in the southwest corner of the new 
building. The exchange will get this space 
practically rent free, as its lease provides for 
an annual rental of but $l. The exchange 
room will be two stories high and be located 
under the light court of the building. There 
will be an entrance from Washington street, 
one from La Salle street. and a side 
entrance from the alley to the south 
of the Mercantile Buulding. In addi- 
tion to the favorable lease terms the 
Peck estate agrees to name the building in 
honor of the exchange. The Stock Exchange 
people have been displeased with their quar- 
ters at the corner of Monroe and Dearborn 
streets for some time. The building there is 
an old reconstructed publishing and printing 
house structure. They have been negotiating 
with a number of owners of down-town cor- 
ners, The proposal from the Peck estate was 
made through Walter H. Wilson and has been 
accepted by the Committee on Site appointed 
by the exchange, The Governing committee 
— to take final action within a few 
ays. 


AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 


Building Permit for Another Dearborn 
Street Skyscraper Secured. 

Lazarus Silverman has recently taken out a 
permit for the improvement of the property 
at Nos. 257 and 261 Dearborn street with a 
thirteen-story office building. The plans upon 
which the permit was secured were drawn by 
Perley Hale. The design for both the Dear- 
born street and the Plymouth place fronts is 
thesame. It is estimated that the improve- 
ment will represent an outlay of about $350,- 
000. The three iower stories will be construct- 
ed of Minnesota granite; above this terra 
cotta will complete the walls. Shere will also 
be several bay windows on each front, ex- 
tending from the top of the first story 
to the top of the budding. The base- 
ment will be used for safety 
deposit vaults except so much of it as is not 
taken up by the machinery of the heating, 
lighting, and power piant. The first story 
will be occupied by Silverman’s dank and will 
be richly decorated. The entrances: to the 
bank and to the hallways leading to the eleva- 
tors to the offices above will be from both 
streets, the latter being on the north side of 
the building. There will be four passenger 
elevators. The Silverman propérty is in the 
middle of the block, bounded by Plymouth 
place, Dearborn, Jackson, and Van Buren 
streets. Owners of property in the vicinity 
express the opinivn that no improvement will 
be made at ouce, as the permit is of the vari- 
ety described as emergency.“ The proposed 
action of the Council regardmg building re- 
strictions has disposed owners of office build- 
ing sites to secure permits in advance of actual 
demand. 

Francis J. Norton has secured a permit for 
the erection of the Chinese World's Fair Build- 
ing, of which full particulars were given in 
this paper afew weeks ago. The masonry 
and other heavy parts of the work will be done 
by Americans, but the interior and exterior 
will be finished by fifty. Chinese workmen, 
who have come to this country from Canton 
and Pekin for the purpose. The Chinese Min- 
ister at Washington and Tom Sing, President 
of the Six Companies of San Francisco, are 
the principal movers in the enterprise. The 
general contract for the building is im the 
hands of Thomas Johnson of Engiewood. The 
building will represent an outiay of $100,000. 

Plans are preparing by Jul de Horvath for 
the Clyde apartment house, to be erected by 
the Clyde Apartment company on the site 
heretofore occupiei by Baum’s pavilion, front- 
ing north near Twenty-second street, east on 
Cottage Grove avenue, and west on Indiana 
avenue. The building will be one of the larg- 
est in the city, und the cost, as given out by 
the projectors, is $400,000. The old building 
has been removed and construction will be 
commenced at once on the new one. James 
E. Moore is President of the cOmpany and H. 
J. Tillotson is the Secretary. The lot fronts 
thirty-nine feet north, 322 on Cottage Grove 
avenue, with an alley line of 183 feet on the 
south, and 288 on Indiana avenue. Some 
time ago lease of this ground 
and building for ninety-nine years by H. 
J. Tillotson from Murray Anderson, trustee, 
of London, Unt., Joanna Anderson and Ida 
J. Anderson of Chicage, at an annual 
rental of $13,000 a year, was announced. The 
term of ninety-nine years is not to begin until 
May 1, 1893, and the rental does not. of 
course, begin until that time. The lessees are 
given until Oct, 1, 1893, to complete a four or 
six story apartment house at a cost of not less 
than $225,000. 

The plans as es gga provide for a struct- 
ure six stories high covermg the entire lot. 
The outer walls will be constructed of com- 
mon brick. Attached to this will be wire lath, 
which will be plastered with cement to give 
the building the appearance of being con- 
structed of stone. There will be a number of 
bay windows on the different fronts. The in- 
terior will be divided into 106 apart ments, the 
first story being cut into fourteen stores, be- 
ing chiefly on the Cottage Grove avenue front- 
age, Twenty-second street, and a few extend- 
ing through to Indiana avenue. will 
also be some apartments in the first story. 

James Gamble Rogers has completed plans 
and work is under way on a four-story store 
and flat building, 54x81 feet, on the east side 
of North Clark street, near Schiller. for B. F.

AMMONIA GAS MOTORS TO BE USED. 


New System of Motive Power Is Being 
Tested in New York. 

The surface car tracks on Twenty-eighth 
and ‘T'wenty-ninth streets in New York are to 
be operated by a line of what are termed am- 
monia cars. Ammonia gas is to furnish the 
motive power. The promoters of the new 
system claim a great saving in operating ex- 
penses. According to their figures the aver- 
age cost of running a car a mile by horse 
power is 21.25 cents, by cable 19.89 cents, by 
electric trolley 19.71 cents, and by the am- 
monia system 7.68 cents. 

P. J. McMahon gives the following descrip- 
tion of the system in the New York Herald: 


Ordinary aqueous ammonia is a whitish liquid. 
containing about 70 per cent of water and 0 per 
cent of ammonia. uantity of this fluid is 
placed in a solution boiler or still and is heated. 
At a temperature of 122° Fahrenheit the ammonia 
leaves the solution as a gas and passes through 
condensing coils over which cold water is sprayed. 
In these coils the gas is condensed and passes 
off into a heavy tank. This is how anhydrous 
ammonia is obtained. The fluid is volatile and 
has to be subjected to pressure to be kept in its 
fluid state. Its boiling point under atmospheric 
pressure is 38%° Fabrenheit below zero. 
At a temperature of 80° Fahrenheit it ex- 
erts a pressure of nearly 150 pounds to the square 
inch. With each increase of one degree the 

ressure is increased a little less than two pounds 
or each square inch. The motor machinery of 
each car consists of an ordinary small engine and 
a tank, inside of which is an ammonia reservoir 
of great strength. This apparatus is placed 
under the car, between the wheels. The car is 
run into the house alongside the solution boiler, 
where the outer tank is charged with the weak- 
ened aqueous ammonia left in the solution boiler 
after the ammonia bad been expelled. Then the 
inner reservoir under the car is charged with the 
anhydrous ammonia at a temperature of 80. 
From this reservoir a pressure pipe leads to the 
engine. An exhaust pipe leads into the bottom of 
the solution in the outer tank, where 
the exhaust gas is immediately ab- 
sorbed. The latent heat of the gas is 
given out inthe absorbing liquid, and this heat 
being transmitted through the metallic sides of 
the reservoir keeps the anhydrous ammonia 
at the temperature at which it will exert suffi- 
cient pressure to run the engine. When 
the energy of the charge in the reservoir 
has been expended the contents of the 
outer tank will have become a saturated solution 
of aqua ammonia. This is withdrawn when the 
car is again charged aud tne ammonia is again 
separated therefrom, Thus the material is used 
over and over again. Each car can have ite own 
motive power or one may be equipped to draw a 
number of ordinary street cars. 


FIRST STEEL FRAME BUILDING, 


Boston Falls Into Line in Adopting the 
Chicago Construction. 

Boston has fallen into line in adopting the 
Chicago style of steel frame architecture. A 
number of tall office buildings have been 
erected during the last few years, but in every 
instance the builders expressed their prefer- 
ence for walls of solid masonry. The first 
steel frame structure is building on an irregu- 
lar shaped block of land running through 
from Devonshire street to Washington street 
in the heart of the city. The property would 
scarcely be considered eligible for im- 
provement with a twelve-story structure 
from a Chicago standpoint. It has 
a frontage of nineteen feet on Devon- 
shire street, a north frontage of 150 feet 
on Water street, a corresponding frontage 
south on an alley or lane twenty-nine feet 
wide, and a Washington street front of thirty 
feet. The greatest depth from north to south 
is at the middle of the property, being about 
forty feet. The land itself is valued by con- 
servative Boston real estate experts at $200 a 
square foot. The ground valuation as well as 
the smalluess of the area would make it an 
impossibility to erect an income-producing 
building were tne lot located in the best part 
of Chicago. The fact that the building is in 
course of erection is evidence the Boston office 
building tenants are willing to pay much 
higher rents than are in vogue here, and that 
alow income rate is acceptable to Boston 
capitalists. 


Change in the Calumet Electric Line. 

W. V. Jacobs has bought from Daniel Fair- 
man the northeast corner of Ninety-third 
street and Cottage Grove avenue for $11,500. 
The lot is 99x100 feet, the price for the Cottage 
Grove avenue frontage being a little over $115 
afoot. Thisis said to be the highest price 
ever paid for Cottage Grove avenue frontage 
south of Seventy-fifth street. The purchase is 
important aside from the high valuation es- 
tablished, inasmuch as it marks the comple- 
tion of arrangements for changing the line of 
the Calumet Electric railway.

BUDDHIST PKIEST ON CHRISTIANITY. 


It Has a Glorious Past, but Its Future Is 
Clouded. 

A native Japanese journal, published by the 
Shingon sect of the Buddhists to disseminate 
their special doctrines, recently contained an 
article by a priest of the sect instituting a 
comparison between Buddhism and Christi- 
anity. The writer says that when he looks at 
the great influence of Christianity, its glory 
seers to fill the world, and the flag of the 
cross to be the sign of victory everywhere. 
Yet when it reaches a certain point it must 
stop. This checking of its progress has 
already begun, and, though it is still powerful, 
its kingdom is destined to disappear, hke 
those of Rome and Macedonia of old. But its 
victories have been due to the truth it has 
taught. 

This truth lies, first, he continues, in its 
em phasis of the existence of one absolute, in- 
finite creator of all things, Father of Love, 
source of all things, omnipresent, omniscient, 
omnipotent. To prove thistruth there is noth- 
ing so potent as Christianity in all the world. 
To identify the Father of Love with the 
source of the universe is to have emphasized 
one of the most important truths fer man- 
kind. In Buddhism this truth is accepted in 
substantially the same form. But Buddhisin 
expounds the attributes of God more minutely. 
It sees more of God in nature. Furthermore the 
omniscience, omnipresence, and oinnipotence, 
which Buddhists also postulate, are not directly 
predicted of the perfect Absolute Being, but 
of Buddha, their highest exampler. What 
we term Buddha corresponds to what Chris- 
tians conceive as God, Christians attribute 
to God the human capacities of feeling ana 
thinking, as we do to Buddha; only we are 
more logical, for if God has human impulses 
of good, he must also have capacity, however 
small, for bad, and thus he could not be per- 
fect. We avoid this by seeing the culmination 
of human faculties in Buddha, while trans- 
ceudental perfection is to be imagined in the 
Absolute Being only. Yet here Christianity. 
though not so strictly logical, is but one step 
behind Buddhiam.”’ 

Another great truth emphasized by Chris- 
tianity is the imperishability of the moral law. 
Our deeds of today will bear fruit in future 
reward and punishment, not only in this life 
but in another. This doctrine of inevitable 
punishment and reward is also held by Bud- 
dhism ; only the Christian idea of the nature of 
the future life and of its single judgment day 
with a final sentence is not as reasonable as 
the Buddhist doctrine of a succession of fut- 
ure lives, of a gradual improvement or de- 
terioration in the transmigrant souls. Again, 
the influence of Christianity is due chiefly to 
the purity and nobility of ideal life. Christ 
sacrificed himself for the benefit of the world, 
and that act forever glorified the possibilities 
of humanity. 

The moral influeuce of Christianity, like 
that of Confuciavism, is strong in its practi- 
cality. Doing, not knowing only, is its great 
theme. “The teachings of Christ embody 
everlasting truths, fervent, noble, flashing 
upon us like lightning, startling and illuimi- 
nating us. The teaching of the four gospels 
is the most perfeet, most noble, most prac- 
tical moral doctrine below heaven, and it is 
most easy to understand and most simple to 
follow. The personality of Christ is the mag- 
netic power of Christianity.’’ In all this, he 
says, there is nothing that conflicts with what 
a Buddhist believes. 

But Christian doctrines have another side, 
a side of superstition and ignorance. Like 
the sickness of a healthy man, it will cause the 
end of Christianity if it is notcured, Chief 
among these doctrines is that of the Trinity. 
The fact is that tnedoctrine of the Trinity dates 
back to Eastern traditions, and was kept in 
the Christian system, as history shows, be- 
cause it helped out another of the unsound 
Christian doctrines, that of salvation. The 
writer observes that the present age is one of 
progress; and if Christianity continues to 
cling to these antiquated doctrines it will lose 
its hold on the world. In answer to the ques- 
tion whether Christianity can progress fur- 
ther, he says if it is to do so it must first cast 
away its errors; otherwise it will decline. 
But if it does cast away its errors and con-

OLEARING - HOUSE SYSTEM FOR 


BUILDING ASSOOLATIONS. 


—— — — 


Ohio Societies Will Give the Plan a Fair 
Trial—- Demand and Supply of Money 
Among Locals to Be Equalized—Advan- 
tages Gained by an Association Member 
Offset D vantages of High Interest 
Rates—Suits Brought Against Officers 
of National Associations. 

For some time a number of the most prom- 
inent local secretaries have been urging the 
establishment of some sort of a Chicago 
building and loan clearing-house. They rec- 
ognize that there is no serious rivairy between 
the local organizations and do not think it 


good business policy that one society should 


have an uncomfortable plethora of money 
while another possibly with offices in 
the same building has insufficient 
funds for working purposes. The 
details of a clearing-house system 
have not been worked out by any of the prac- 
tical building association men who are in fa- 
vor of its adoption. Its influence might ex- 
tend to the munagement of the affairs of the 
various local associations or be restricted 
to financial matters. In other words 
a clearing-house system might constitute a 
sort of local league, or it might be simply an 
information bureau where a record could be 
kept of the financial needs of the various 80 
cieties or the amounts of idle money on hand 
in their treasuries. 

The building associations of Hamilton Coun- 
ty, O., are at present wrestling with the clear- 
ing-house question. The committee appointed 
by the Hamilton County League on Ways 
and Means reported a week ago recommend- 
ing the establishment of a bureau of infor- 
mation. The associations in the league 
which have a surplus of money on hand or 
are in®need of funds are to notify the Secreta- 
ry. The association loaning money will re- 
ceive 5 per cent interest from the association 
borrowing. The borrowing association will in 
addition pay the Secretary of the league a fee 


of 256 cents for each $1,000 or fraction of that 


amount placed. These fees are to defray the 
expenses of the bureau. The league is now 
considering the advisability of posting a list 
of delinquent borrowing members in the 
associations under its jurisdiction. 


SOME VIEWS ON RATES, 


Objections to High Interest Charged to 
Borrowing Members Answered. 

The objection which is always raised to the 
high interest rates charged to borrowing mem- 
bers of a building association is met by a 
writer in the Philadelphia Ledger as follows: 

The real business of a building association 
ought to be that of furnishing money to borrow- 
ing members at a reasonable rate of interest. It 
must be remembered that the cost rates in some 
communities—legal rates vary greatly—may ab- 

ear high to those residing elsewhere, There at 
east should be no attempt on the part of the man- 
agers or others to secretly plot for high rates. In- 
deed, it should be the duty of direstors to dis- 
courage wild bids for money. A reasonable 
rate of interest in a building society 
is supposed to be a rate wade by 
the members themselves when bidding for loans. 
This is true when each bidder understands the 
object of the society as well as the money require- 
ments of his own case. The fact that the 
non-borrower in the end sometimes 
gots quite a great rate of in- 
terest has led those not familiar with building so- 
cieties to point to the non-borrowers’ share of the 
profits and exclaim: *‘See what robbery that rep- 
ressnts! Perhaps this same non-borrower may 
have been quite as anxious to get a loan as thuse 
who were fortunate enough to secure the 
money, and it is possible, now, assuming that the 
shares have matured, that the non-borruwer, who 
bas received cash for his share, would be a great 
gainer if he could exchange advantages and dis- 
advantages with the borrower. The borrower 
may really have the most to show for what he 
has paid, despite the fact that the rate of in- 
terest may appear on its face excessive. In 
Philadelphia rrowers may secure money 
at 6 per cent per annum and earn six 
per cent per annum on all the dues invested by 
them. hen the stock matures the free shares 
may show a profit at the rate of 6 or 7 per cent 
per annum, and if so the borrowed shares must 
show a like rate of gain. So far as the shares aro 
concerned they are all treated precisely alike. 
The borrower, however, may have paid a pre- 
mium on his money and‘ figures may show the 
rate to be high. But the only way to determine 
which one has gained the most advantage is for 
the non-borrower, now having the cash on hand, 
to offer it to the borrower in exchange for the 
home he may have purchased eleven years ago 
for the same amount of money. Even such an ex- 
change could not include the possible home ad- 
vantages enjoyed by the borrower for years, said 
advantages having already been absorbed, 


NATIONALS IN BAD REPUTE, 


Receiver for a Milwaukee Company Asked 
— Attack on a Chicago Concern. 

The Equitable Building and Loan Associa- 
tion, now of Milwaukee, is in hard lines. Will- 
iam Davelaar has secured the appointment of 
a receiver and makes serious charges against 
the administration. Ia his petition for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver Mr. Davelaar said the 
association was organized in La Crosse, Oct. 
9, 1889, and since that time its members 
have paid into the treasury 352, 113. 
Of this sum he said the officers drew out $21,- 
000, which they claimed was due them as 
salary. Mr. Davelaar charged the officers 
with overdrawing their accounts and said they 
were not entitled to the sums they took. He 
also charged them with gross mismanage- 
ment. He said that at present there was no 
money in the treasury, while there is due to 
members $9,254. According to Mr. Davelaar’s 
statement the association aleo owes $4,600 for 
borrowed money. He said that J. M. Smith 
and J. L. Gilman, wo of the officers of tne 
association, had left the State. The petitioner 
was President of the company when it moved 
from La Crosse, 

Last August the National Building and 
Loan Heraid devoted almost an entire issue 
to an attack on the methods of tne American 
Buildmg, Loan, and Investment Society of 
this city practically charging malfeasance, 
insolvency, and fraud in making large wild- 
cat loans on St. Paul Park, Minn., the charges 
being based mainly on the society’s published 
statements and other. matters of record. The 
society, through its officers, promptly caused 
the arrest of the editor of the journal mak 
the charges. The case was continued seve 
times for various reasons. There were no 
bends in the case so that the court was 
obliged to await the convenience of the 
litigants or dismiss. Each month, however, 
the attorney for the American pleaded hard 
for a continuance and it was finally set for 
Dec. 7, at which time the case was to be tried 
or dismissed. 

Dec. 7 the editor made his appearance in 
the Minneapolis court-room fully prepared to 
try the case and justify his severe strictures 
upon the business conduct and financial con- 
dition of the society. ‘he plaintiff's attorney 
moved to dismiss the case. The defendant, 
William Bickley, is now out with a card, in 
which he states that he is still willing to sub- 
mit to arrest and try the case in the Chicago 
courts or will reiterate the same charges and 
more of them in an injunction suit, provided 
there are enough interested shareholders of 
the society either in Chicago or elsewhere to 
bring an action. He further offers to prove 
by a mathematical analysis, supported by 
ample expert corroborative testimony that 
the pian is unpractical and the society in- 
solvent, its methuds illegal, its contracts fraud- 
ulent, its expense fund overdrawn thousands 
of dollars, its loans in bad shape, and its man- ö 
age ment grossly extravagant. 

Mr. Bickley writes as follows: 

Since the last loan of $10,000 went up to St. Paul 
Park to irrfgate Magnate M . Miller's stony 
pasture lands, no interest or principal payments 
bave been made on any of the loans. The St. 
Paul loans are hundreds of dollars in arrears to- 
day and every month will emphasize the unpro- 
ductive character of this investment. I claim to 
be entirely impartial in the crusade against this 
class of nationals, and am an advocate of the 
most rigid state inspection law for Illinois, the 
same as that in force in New York, Minnesota, 
and several other States.

Of memories of the first battle of Bull Run 
which won for him a Major-Generalship in the 
Confederate army, of the campaign of the 
Peninsula, of almost every battle from York- 
town to Malvern Hill, of Williamstown and 
Antietam, of Fredericksburg, Gettysburg, and 
Chickamauga, and on down to the battle of 
the Wilderness, where he was wounded almost 
to death, the oid General has an inexhaustible 
store, minute and accurate in details, after all 
the years of peace. Foremost, from the be- 
ginning, among the brilliant Captains who 
supported Gen. Lee, he was one of the last to 
give up hope and yield to the inevitable. Yet 
with all his ardor and persistence he has the 

reatness of maghanimity, tor in one of his 
—— publie utterances he said: 

The greatest man of rebellion times, the 
one matchléss among 40,000,000 for the pecul- 
iar difficulties of the period, was Abraham 
Lincoln.“ 8 

Few men after such an experience as his 
would have paid so graceful a tribute to an 
enemy, and no man would have paid it but 
one who himself possessed true greatness. 

An officer whose naine was less prominent 
in the records of the war but whose servicesto 
the Confederacy were exceptionally valuable, as 
they supplied its most pressing need, is Gen.

His brother Ephraim 
was a soldier, too. He fell in leading a des- 
perate assault on a Mexican battery at Moli- 
no del Rey. By one of the painful coinci- 
dences of the war, a son of this brother 
Ephraim was a Colonel in the Federal army 
who might any d have met his uncie in 
deadly combat. e fell at Corinth in 1862. 
Edmund Kirby Smith is now 68 years old, and 
served fifteen years in the United States army 
before entering the service of the Confedera- 
His rank, when he resigned his commis- 
m’in 1861, was that of Major, and he 
tered the Confederate army as a 
Lieutenant-Colonel of cavalry. He was 
severely wounded in the battle of Bull Run, 
but in the 1862 campaign he was again at the 
front and did brilliant service in East Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky. His most valuable 
work, however, was done while he was Com- 
mander of the Trans-Mississppi Department, 
to which he was appointed in February, 1863. 
The department comprised Texas, Louisiana, 
Arkansas, and the Indian Territory. There 
he organized a vigorous government and es- 
tablished a number of enterprises, the profits

bitter enemies. Gen. Early, who is 76 years 
old, has been a soldier since boyhood, though 
more than once he has abandoned a martial 
career for law or business. He had a West 
Point training aud first smelled powder in the 
Florida War of 1837. He qui the army at 
the close of that war and commenced the prac- 
tice of law; subsequently he sat in the Vir- 
ginia Logislature for two years. The outbreak 
of the Mexican War lured him from the pur- 
suits of peace. He served as a Major of vol- 
unteers and acted as Governor of Monterey 
for the last two months of occupation. He 
returned to the practice of law when the army 
was disbanded and served for ten years as at- 
torney of the Commonwealth. He was ap- 
pointed Colonel on the ‘outbreak of the Re- 
bellion and took part in the Battles of Bull 
Run, Fredericksburg, and Gettysburg. In 
1864 he was sent to valley of the Shenan- 
doah. There aftera few minor successes he 
fought the disastrous Battle of Cedar Cree‘, 
that famous battle in which Sheridan arrived 
in time to change the fortunes of the day and 
turn an ignominious defeat into a brilliant 
victory. Early's forces suffered heavily that 
day and the loss in artillery and baggage 
was as serious as the loss inmen. Six months 
later, in April, 1865, astill more severe dis- 
aster befell him at Waynesboro, where Gen. 
Custer almost annihilated his command. Lee, 
who still retained his faith in Karly’s capacity, 
was unable to resist the popular feeling in the 
army against the defeated General, and felt 
himself obliged to remove him from his com- 
mand. Inu hig letter relieving him from duty, 
Lee, with the delicacy of the true gentleman, 
softened the blow by assuring Early of his 
own regard, but reminded him that the coun- 
try and the army would naturally judge by re- 
sults, and consequently there could be no 
doubt tbat his influence would be impaired 


and his retention in office would increase the’ 


already serious difficulties accumulating in 
Southwest Virginia. Early at once quitted 
the army and spent some time in Europe until 
— 3 of the conquered States were al- 
ayed. 

A conspicuous figure among the survivors 


of the great struggle is Gen. Simon Bolivar 


Buckner, who a few years ago was. elected 
Governor of Kentucky. He was one of the 
pallbearers at the fumpral of Gen. Grant, 
whom he always ad and honored. He 
was the General to whom Grant sent the dis- 


patch which stirred so much enthusiasm in 


the North early in Grant’s career and which 
history has immortalized. The North thought 
it had the right ring and the man who wrote 
it was the man of the hour. It insisted that

the only basis for capitulation was uncondi- 
tional surrender and closed with the words, 
which soon became famous: I pro- 
to move immediately upen your works.“ 
to whom they were addressed was at 
that time in command ot Fort Donelson. 
His two superior officers, Floyd and Pillow, 
had made their escape when og found the 
position no longer tenable; but Buckner de- 
clared that he would stay with his men and 
share their fate. He remained, and after the 
capitulation was sent a prisoner of war to Bos- 
ton, Mass., where he was kept until ex- 
changed six months later. On his return to the 
field he commanded under Bragg in Tennes- 
see. He fought at Murfreesboro and Chicka- 
mauga, and was one of the Generals who sur- 
rendered with E. Kirby Smith at Baton Rouge 
in May. 1865. Buckner was another of the 
West Point graduates, and had also, like so 
many of his comrades. and foes, done gallant 
service in the Mexican War. He is now 69 

years old. 8 
Gen. Joseph Wheeler is another famous vet- 
eran with a brilliant record. He has served 
several terms in Congress since the war, and 
is one of the Regents of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution. He is one of the youngest of the Old 
Guard, being now only 56 years old. He was 
but a young man, just graduated from West 
Point, when the war broke out, but he had 
already shown his capacity for service. He 
was made Colonel of an infantry regiment 
which did good service at Shiloh. It was per- 
ceived, however, that a man of Wheeler’s 
temperament would be in his proper 
place only the head of a cavairy 
regiment. was accordingly trans-

ferred to that arm of the service in the 
summer of 1862. Dashing Joe Wheeler soon 
showed his mettle in that campaign. He 
raided Western Tennessee, did brilliant serv- 
ice at Grand River and Perryville, and had 
charge of the cavalry at Murfreesboro. At 
the early age of 27 his splendid services had 
won him the rank of Major-General. After 
Chickamauga, where, as usual, his dash and 
valor were conspicuous, he fell on Rosecrans’ 
line of communications and severed it, de- 
stroyed 1,200 wagons, and damaged national 
property of the value of $3,000,000, His career 
of brilliant mischief, however, received a 
check and he was driven back into Northern 
Alabama. It was largely dye to his irresisti- 
ble charges that at Knoxville, Missionary 
Ridge. and Lookout Mountain the Con- 
federate army was able to retreat in 
good order almost unmolested. His most 
famous work, however, was done in his 
effort to oppose Sherman’s advance to At- 
lanta. Scarcely a day passed without a skir- 
mish that was almost a battle, and the Union 
troops never knew at what hour or place Joe 
Wheeler with his furious onslaughts of cavalry 
might be expected. In one of his attacks on 
Gen. Stoneman’s forces he succeeded in capt- 
uring the General himself and several other 
famous officers. At the time of his surrender 
in April, 1865, he was senior cavalry officer in 
— Confederate army, though only 29 years 
old. 

The Confederacy had no more faithful serv- 
ant nor wiser counselorin the years of its 
struggies and in the time of its humiliation 
than the — man who is now at the age of 
74 years livingin retirement after enjoymg 
the honors of the Governorship of his State 
and representing it in the United State Sen- 
ate.

When Sherman was 
making his advance northward from Savannah 
Wade Hampton was in charge of 
Gen. Joe Johnston’s car and dispatched 
to arrest the invasion. Though unsuccessful, 
he was a perpetual menace, giving the famous 
Northern General 2 by his har- 
assing attacks. After close of the war 
Wade Hampton frankly accepted the situa- 
tion, and for some time itzeurred much un- 
popularity among his comrades and friends 
by urging them to forget the old animosities 
and make the best of tlie position. Time, 
however, proved the soundness of his advice, 
and a short time ago he te, evidently with 
much pleasure: wo left by the con- 
flict are healing, and the znimosities engen- 
dered by it are dying out; all that is left to 
the survivors now is the m@mory of the heroic 
deeds performed.“ |

his native State of Georgia is another brave 
officer of the Southern army.

EVENING AND SATURDAY CLASSES. 


They Are to Be Inaugurated by the Chi- 
cago University Next Month. 

The University of Ch will inaugurate, 
beginning the first week in January, 1893, a 
new system of evening and, Satu Classes, 
degigned to give a high grade of instruction to 
persons engaged . during the Way. Three 
lecture balls will be employed, Cobb 
Lecture Hall on the. university 
campus, Fifty-eighth atreet and 
Ellis avenue; Newberry Library, North State 
and Oak streets, and the Chicago Academy, 
West Adams street and Seeley avenue. 

A iist of attractive courses been selected 
from the university calendar, having special 
interest for grammar and high-school teach- 
ers and alumni, Sunday-school teachers, theo- 
logical students and ministers, medical and 
dental students, engineers, architects, elec- 
tricians, journalists, businessmen, and eandi- 
dates for admission to the university. Aay 
course will be given at any one of the three 
places mentioned. 

The class work is organized in majors and 
minors in accordance with the university’s 
rules. By a major course is meant eight 
hours a week for six weeks. A minor is equiv- 
alent to four hours a week fur six weeks, In 
the Saturday and evening classes a major is a 
course of twenty-four semi-weekly exercises 
of two hours each and a minor a course of 
twelve weekly exercises of two hours each. 
A double minor consists of twenty-four week- 
ly exercises. Any major in cless work may be 
taken as a double minor, 

Students joining the evening aud Saturday 
classes matriculate in the university. They 
may consult with the deans and instructors, 
use the libraries on the same terms as resident 
students, and take their examination on the 
university campus, Students may in ac- 
cordance with university regulations do one- 
half of the required college work in absentia. 

Dec, 17 has been fixed as the date for 
matriculation, 

The matriculation fee is $5. The tuition 
fee is $8 fora minor and $16 fer a major or 
double minor. Provision has been made, 
however, for the reduction of the tuition fees 
in case a certain number of students shall join 
the cluss. For twenty-five students or more 
the fees will be respectively $5 and $10. 

The university circular describing the plan 
expresses the belief that a large * of 
students will take advantage of it. Uni- 
versity extension, says the circular, 
„nas taught people the possi- 
bility of utilizing leisure hours. By the 
class work system preparation may be 
made for college, and one-half the 
work required in the university may be ac- 
complished. The educational advantages 
enjoyed have hitherto been the privilege only 
of students resident at the university.“ 

The circular contains a list of the courses 
of instruction additions to which it an- 
nounces may be arranged. The academy 
course comprises for beginners Cesar and 
Cicero in Latin; Xenephon’s Anabasis for 
beginners in Greek; algebra, geometry, 
rhetoric, German, and French for beginners, 
United States history, and dynamics. The 
Academy college course includes political 
economy; cutline view of the history of the 
United States and Europe, and also the transi- 
tion from the civilizataon of Greece and Rome 
to modern life; plane trigonometry; and a 
teachers’ training course in Latin. latter 
is open to teachers only and is intended to be 
of a directly practical character throughout. 
The University college courses include the 
briefer course in psychology, history of En- 

lish literature and geographic geology. The 
ast named is especially for teachers of physi- 
cal geography. 


How They Make Teain China, 


How they do prepare this fragrant beverage in 
China—that classic land of tea!

Tea. says he, is the only beverage taken by the 
people. It has many loversin the higher classes 
of society, among whom itis accounted to con- 
tribute to the clearness of the intellect. 

The tea imbibed by the rich is invariably green 
tea ; that is to say, from the tiny leaves which had 
scarcely emerged from the bud before they were 
gathered and dried in the sun. 

Black tea is made of leaves which have arrived 
at a state of maturity and then been dried at the 

re, 

Properly prepared tea mast be mixed with rain 
or spring water, which must be heated to a cer- 
tain point. The boiling should last. but a few 
minutes; as soon as bubbles appear upon the sur- 
face the water has boiled 8 rently. 

The material of the vase or vessel in which the 
water is heated is a matter of some importance. 
True tea connoisseurs use only vases of Ni-hing, a 
kind of baked earthenware, left unglazed on the 
inside.— News.

REIGN OF MONSTERS. 


HUGE OREATURES THAT RULED THE 
: PRIMEVAL WORLD.

Strange Reptiles of the Mezozoic Period— 
Flesh-Eating Dinosaurs That Possessed 
the Faculty of Leaping Like a Kangaroo 
Man Could Not Have Lived Comfort- 
ably with His Neighbors in Those Times— 
No Scientific Reason Why the Sea Serpent 
Should Not Have Survived. 


When first the great French naturalist, 
Cuvier, began to tell his countrymen the 
strange tale of the huge, uncouth monsters 
that inhabited the primeval world, the world 
that existed before history had been written, 
or the men that make history had come into 
being, there was no end to the skepticism and 
scorn be encountered from scientist and lay- 
man. it is strange to think how the most 
civilized and awakened nation upon the globe 
laughed at Baron Cuvier’s absurd notion that 
bemgs once walked over the surface of the 
earth, or dived into its waters, or winged their 
way through the air, the like of which were 
unknown upon our present man-inhabited 
globe. 

‘It was contrary to religion, said the theolo- 
gians ; it was opposed to science, said the sa- 
vants; it was against all common sense, said 
the ordinary man. When the great naturalist 
showed the bones of the mammoth, that is a 
little like the elephant, the best anatomists of 
the day maintained that he had merely found 
the bones of an elephant. When Cuvier said that 


there were no elephants ever recorded to have 
lived in France they said the Romans must have 
brought them with their legionaries. When 
Cuvier showed how fossil bones were found in 
England, too, they reminded him that Caesar 
had crossed the channel and, doubtless, car- 
ried his elephants with him. No one, indeed, 
now believed in the old scientific and religious 
superstition that the fossil bones were not 
real bones at all, but lusus natura, things that 
nature herself in a sportive mood had fabri- 
cated in mimiery of her own production. 

It was the age of reason and logic and M. 
Cuvier’s astounding theories must be met by 
arguments that had, at any rate, the outer 
semblance of logic. But argument and rid- 
icule only prevailed for a time, and at last, a 
hundred years ago, the wonders of the bygone 
fauna of the earth were accepted in Europe. 

Cuvier it was whose fine imaginative reasons 
invented the great science of comparative 


2 and 82 His vast and 
splendid know of existing beasts and 

pds enabled him to reconstruct from a fossil 
ékull or a vertebra, sometimes from nothing 
but a single tooth, thé long éxtinct Greatire in 
its true semblance as it had lived, to clothe it 
with flesh and skin, and show it in imagina- 
tion, in the haunts in which it lived and 


moved. 

This, which Baron Cuvier did in graphic 
description of great scientific and literary 
beauty, Mr. Hutchinson in his work on Ex- 
tinct Monsters,“ published by Messrs. Chap- 
man & Hall, London, has now done popu- 
larly and yet learnedly, and with the accom- 
pauiment of many most. admirable illustra- 
tions. Baron Cuvier showed. how our pianet 
was once inhabited by reptiles of enormous 
size and hideous aspect, the dinosaurs. The 


crocodiles and alligators are the degenerate 
descendants of these terrible primeval lizards 
that in size and in their ungaihly shapes were 
liker to the dragons of our tales and legends 
than any beast that at present roams the 
earth. 

It is now established by science that during 
the mezozoic period of the world’s history ev- 
olution had proceeded so far as the develop- 
ment of life into the form of these strange 
reptiles. This was the Age of Reptiles,” 
but of such reptiles as the earth has not since 
held upon its surface. As yet mammalian 
quadrupeds did not exist. The horse, the ox, 
the elephant, the lon, the deer, and the thou- 
sand genera of four-footed mammalian beasts 
which tenant the earth today had not been 
created or evolved. ‘Tne seas, the estuaries, 
the marsh, the forest, and the plain were 
lorded over by the dinosaurs, reptiles indeed 
in a scientific point of view, but 
that mimicked their structure and 
habits the nature of the mammalian 
quadrupeds of today. Of some of the dino-

saurs the bodies and limbs were as massive as 
those of our elephants and rhinoceroses. The 
were four-footed, but many of them walk 
the earth erect on their hind feet. Some were 
horned creatures of terrible aspect, feeding 
on vegetable food, while others were carnivor- 
ous animals with formidable teeth and claws. 
Most of the flesh-eating and manyof the 
graminivorous dinosaurs were kangaroo- 
moving creatures with powerful 
hindquarters and the facuity of leaping 
as ae Kk dr jerboa leaps. In 
the case of the vegetable-feeding dinosaurs it 
is conjectured that the creature was enabled 
to stand upon its hinder legs and feed on the 
branches of trees—as is here shown in the case 


carnivorous ones, as, for instance, the awful 
horned dinosaur represented here, with 
helmeted head and skin studded with spiked 
armor bosses. formidable means of of- 
fense and defense belong toa purely vegetable 
feetier, and the strength of the osseous skele- 
ton betokening a strong and active body, is a 
measure of the stress and struggle for exist- 
ence during the Reptile Age.

„Age of Reptiles,” for creatures that exactly 
repeat in size and shape the fabled sea-serpent 
of nautical men, incapacitated by fertility of 
imagination, or other more temporary causes, 
from observing scientifically, were abundant 

in the geas in mezozoic times. Come, now, 
said an inquirimg savant to an old sea Captain, 
have you ever seen a sea-serpent?” ‘* Why, 
no, sir; I never did. I’m a teetotaller.”” The 
sen-se ts have, by the best accounts, died 
out of ouf seas, with the toothed reptile birds 
that held the air before the kites and falcons, 
the eagles, and the hawks became supreme in 
that element.

Silver Moribund. 


* The silver conference has not come to any 
conclusion at Brussels. * 

I doubt if it can. Mr. Cannon, an inte- 
ligent delegate from this country to it. tele- 
graphed me yesterday to inquire whether the 
bill of Senator Hill to repeal what is called 
the Shérman act will be passed, as had been 
reported there. I answered him that Con- 
gress would take no action before that con- 
vention concluded its deliberations. But I am 
in favor myself of repealimg the act of 1890. The 
fact is that silver is going the way of the other 
metals, probably suchas nickel and copper 
and iron. The methods now used to cheapen 
the production of silver diminish its value as a 
standard of coin, such as it had when it repre- 
sented a large percentage of labor. We had 
copper once for coin, but its fall in value was 
inevitable upon the cheapening of its produc- 
tion and the quantity produced. Nickel, once 
$1.30 a pound, has fallen to 30 cents. Pig- 
iron is worth about $13 a ton, and steel rails, 
once $10u, are now $30 d ton, or near 1½ cents 
a pound. Nails, perfect nails at that, 
other times, 
are but $2 a keg. The falling-off 
of the cost.of production in the other metals 
used ‘for 1 has produced a momentary 
appreciation of gold. I think we will not be 
able to sustain ourselves against the financial 
attitude of the commercial world, which ia in- 
chning toward the gold standard more rather 
than less. Europe is too closely connected 
with us to allow us to be above its opinion.” 

Will not the effect be to depreciate our 
silver notes? 

“No. I took care in that act to limit the 
issue of the silver notes to the gold value of 
the silver bullion when purchased. All we 
could lose would be the depreciation of the 
price of silver below that gold value at which 
we purchased the bullion.”

Even when we took the French milliards 
we discovered in more than one point of view 
a thorn in those milliards. When people come 
to us with the advice to take some French 
colonies, I always say that we already have 
quite enough todo with our own colonies. 
Colonies would create difficulties for us and 
would impose upon us burdens that we might 
not be able to bear at the close of such a pre- 
ventive war. But let us admit what the con- 
federated governments do not admit—namely : 
that we should make such war. Very — 
we could only undertake it in the hope of 
being able to enjoy aiter the struggle a period 
of peace longer than that which we can hope 
for today. 

will ask you to recollect that when we 
crossed the French frontier in 1870 we crossed 
it with seventeen army corps, including the 
contingents of South Germany, and that only 
eight French army corps were oppased to us. 
That circumstance alone ought to be sufficient 
to show that in the future war it would not be 
so easy for us to win brilliant victories as it 
was in the last war, for in the future war we 
would find opposed to us French army corps 
at least quite as numerous as those with which 
we should begin the campaign. We would 
find, moreover, an army of reserve which 
would be about as strong in point of numbers 
as the army of the first line, and in effective- 
ness would be far superior to the one which 
we encountered in the days of Gambetta. 

But suppose that we crossed the frontier 
and were victorious, even without the numer- 
ical superiority that we had in 1870—and don’t 
forget that we should be obliged to leave a 
portion of our troops in garrison near the Rus- 
sian frontier because we could no longer 
count, as in 1870, upon the good will of Rus- 
sia—what would we find?’ A line of forts 
carefully prepared for years and  fur- 
nished with everything which modern 
science can offer. These forts are situ- 
ated on the Moselle and on the 
Meuse, the passage of which presents natural 
difficulties enough. It would be necessary to 
take several of these forts if we wished to pen- 
etrate still further into France. en we 
would encounter the series ofthe great French 
fortresses, Verdun, Toula, and Epinal, each 


_one of which is stronger than Metz or Stras- 


burg was m 1870—places which certainly 
would, in their turn, arrest our advance, and 
in front of which we would be obliged to leave 
a portion of our troops. 

„Well, we leave those troops there and we 
advance and beat the reserve of the French 
army. Then we would advance upon Paris, 
We would not find there the Paris of 1870, but 
on the contrary a fortress such as the world 
has never before seen. A fortress surrounded 
by fifty-six forts in a line of 130 kilometers, 

hat, then, would we have to do? Take the 
town by famine? That would bevery difficult, 
We would be obliged to have recourse to other 
means, which would succeed with persever- 
ance and the necessary time. Very well, sup- 


pose we should be the winners in the struggle 


after acumpaign that would necessarily be 
very much longer than the one of 1870, 

all this also on the supposition that our con- 
science would not become aroused even once 
during that long war brought on by 8, and 
that we should never ask ourselves the ques- 
tion: My God, why have we undertaken a 
task so difficult?’ 

** But finally let us admit we should become 
the masters of the country. What would be 
the result? Would we enjoy a peace that 
would last from twenty to thirty years? Not 
at all. Immediately upon ou® return home 
we would be obliged to arm again, and in a 
manner still more costly than today, for it we 
should return exhausted from the conflict 
other nations might be disposed to take ad- 
vantage of our weakness. After a preventive 
war, even it it should be successful, we would 
find ourselves in a situation far more unbear- 
able than that in which we are placed today; 
and consequently we do not propose to make 
such a war.

The United States Gas and Fuel company 
of this city was licensed Friday by the Sec- 
retary of State to incorporate.

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HISTORY OF OHIOAGO’S PROGRESS IN 
THE DIVINE ABT. 


It Begins with the Strains of Mark Beau- 
bien’s Fiddle and Ends Amid the Prep- 
arations for Choral and Orchestral 
Features of the Columbian Exposition— 

First Operatic dnd Oratorio Presenta- 

tions—Influence Exerted by the Apollo 
Clab—Growth Since the Fire. 

The story of music in Chicago begius wifh 
the strains of the fiddle of Mark Beaubien, 
which furnished rare delight to his guests and 
the Indians in 1826 at his tavern, “‘ The Sau- 
ganash,”’ says George P. Upton in the New 
England Magazine. It was the first frame 
building in the city, standing then on the site 
where, thirty-four years afterwards, Abraham 
Lincoln was nominated for the Presidency, 
This chapter closes amid the preparations for 
the jubilant music of the coluasal Columbian 
Exposition and for the exhibition of the prog- 
ress of the world in the divine art during four 
centuries. Measured by years, the real history 
of music in Chicago 1s brief, though the ac- 
complishtient has deen great and 
significant. Forty years, will easily span 
it. For while Mark Beaubien brought the 
first violin to the city in 1826, and his brother, 
Jean Baptiste, the first piano in 1834, and 
there was a little band of singers, known as 
the Harmonic Society, which made bold to 
give a concert in 1835, it was many years after 
this before music obtained a real foothold in 
the young city. ) 

A few dates will show how brief is the rec- 
ord and how great the strides that have been 
make. THe first operatic representation was 
given ia 1850, gnd the first oratorio in 1858. 
The first orchestra was organized in 1850, and 
the first Italian opera troupe came to the city 
in 1859. Chicago heard its first English’ opera 
in 1857, and ite first German opera in 1865, 
in which year was built its first opera-house. 
It is almost summed up in the records of 
three structures, the Crosuy Opera-House, the 
Central Music Hall, the Auditorium. 
They include substantially its past, present, 
and future. They have been preéminently 
the homes of music in Chicago, the centers 
from whith influence has radiated, and the 
scenes of important triumphs. Much history 
has teen made outside of them, especially 
during the periolof material reconstruction 
following the great fire, when music ** boarded 
round,” having no home of its own; but 
these chapters of the history are fragmentary, 
however valuable they may be as contribu- 
tions to the complete work. 

The record of music in Chicago prior to the 
great fire u only to be stated in brief. 
Philharmcnic societies played an important 
part in developing the popular taste. The 
tirst of these was. organized by Mr. Julius 
Dyhrenfurth in 1850 and gave several series of 
concerts. The programs were of a light and 
desultory character, and the orchestra a small 
one, numberi but twenty-two pieces. An 
overture was the height of its ambition, but 
there was progress in its work, as is shown 
by the gradual betterment of its 
prograius. In 1852 it gave place 
to a new Philharmonic society, 
which was regularly incorporated by the Leg- 
islature under the flippantly expressed author- 
ity of “an act toencourage the science of 
fiddling.“ It led a checkered existence for 
seven or eight years and finally died of inani- 
tion, its end being hastened by the organiza- 
tion of new societies, the appearance of 
new bands in the field, and the de- 
buts im concert of many prominent 
European artists. Among these societies were 
the Musical Union and Mendelssohn Socicty. 
There was also the competition of the Great 
Western Band aud orchestras organized by 
Henry Ahner and Julius Unger, both of whom 
had been members of the well known Ger- 
mania Orchestra. In addition to these there 
were numerous concerts at which such artists 
as Parodi, Lagrange, Thalberg, Ole Bull, 
Vieuxtemps, D’Angri, Formes, Laborde, Pic- 
colomini, Colson, Adelina Patti (Eheu! fug- 
gaces anni!) appeared, besides operatic sea- 
sons, which about this period began to be a 
regular feature, 

The field was so well occupied that there was 
but little room left for the Philharmonic—so 
little, indeed, that Hrexpired in 1858. 

“ A New Musical Lion. 


The Philharmonic idea, however, was not 
dead. There was ample material in the city 
for another Philharmonie organization. It 
only needed the leader, and he soon appeared. 
In June, 1857, Hans Balatka came from Mil- 
waukee to Chicago to conduct the annual 
festival of the Northwestern Sängerbund. His 
success was so decided that three years later 
he was invited to take the leadership of a new 
Philharmonic society. He accepted the post 
and filled it with such satisfaction that his 
concerts became the rage. Even the opera 
was not uble to draw such brilliant and fash- 
ionable audiences, and Mr. Balatka soon be- 
caine the musical lion of the city. During a 
period of eight years the society gave fiity 
concerts. Itdied insolvent in 1868, but it ac- 
complished a great and lasting work in the 
education of the people toward the higher 
music. 

The choral societies which exerved the wid- 
est influence during the ante-fire period were 
the Musical Union, the Oratorio Society, the 
Mendelssohn Society, and the Germania Män- 
nerchor. Of these the last-named alone re- 
mains at present, and itis the representative 
German musical organization of the city. The 
Musical Union was organized Jan. 31, 1857, 
with Mr. C. M. Cady, recently deceased, as 
conductor. It lasted eight years and did 
some good work, especially in the introduc- 
tiofPof oratorios. 

The Mendelssohn Society, organized in De- 
cem ber, 1858, was g potent factor in the mu- 
sical progress of city, though it made few 
public appearances, its time being devoted to 
diligent and painstaking study of music un- 
der the competent leadership of Mr. A. W. 
Dohn. 

The Chicago Oratorio Society was organized 
early in 1869, with Hans Balatka as conductor, 
and for its first performance gave The Cre- 
ation, with Mme. Parepa Rosa and Messrs. 
Nordblom and Rudolphsen as the soloists, It 
flourished up to the time of the fire, when it 
lost allits possessions, It subsequently strug- 
gled hard to regain its footing, and the Han- 
del and Haydn Society of Bostou lent a hel p- 
ing hand by donating 600 volumes to its li- 
brary; but fire overtook it again in 1873, and 
from this second misfortune it did not re- 
cover. 

The Germania Männerchor was organized 
in 1865 by Mr, Otto Lob from a male chorus 
which was collected for the purpose of musi- 
cal participation 2 obsequies of President 
Lincoln while his body was lying in state at 
the City Hall. 


Chicago’s First Opera, 


Chicago heard its first opera July 30, 1850, 
at Rice’s Theater, then located on Dearborn 
street, upon the site where ‘‘sky-scrapers’’ 
now tower aloft, It wasa notable occasion. 
The troupe Was composed of artists unknown 
to fame. The opera was La Sonnambula.”’ 
While the performance was in progress the 
theater took fire and the audience had to be 
dismissed, Chicago had no more opera for 
two years, nd even then the performance 
was bad enough to justify another fire, 
Then it waited five years, an En- 
glish opera troupe came with Rosalie Du- 
rand at its head, and gave some creditable 
performances, But the first strong and et- 
fective troupe was brought to the city by the 
late Maurice 2 It was Chicago’s 
first formal introduction to Italian opera. 
The troupe was a notable one, including such 
artists as Pauline Colson, Teresa Parodi, Cora 
Wilhorst, Amalia Patti, Brignoli, uires, 
Amodio (the elder), Nicola, Junca, and Barili. 
It gave fifteen performances at McVicker’s 
Theater with pronounced success musically 
and financially; and when it. closed Chicago 
felt that she was a big girl ready to go into 
society, with fan, furbelow, and lorgnette. 

It was not until 1865, however, that Chicago 
had an opera-house of its own. April 20 of 
that year Crosby’s Opera-House, undoubtedly 
at that time one of the mest and most 
elegantly equipped structures of the kind in 
the country, was dedicated to art with a per- 
formance of “Il Trovatore, Mme. Zucchi, 
Mile. Morensi, Signors. Messimilian: and Bel- 
lini, and Herr Mueller appearing in the cast. 
It was the scene of numerous brilliant seasons 
of opera year after year, and was at the 
height of its fame when the all-destroy 
fire wiped it out literally in a few moments o 


time. 
Sine the Fire. 


Such is the record up to 1871 of the art in 
Chicago. Then on that never to be forgotten 
night of devastation and terror, Oca, &, 1671, 
came great conflagrano., and 
daughters of were laid low. f 
viv the most 
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leadership, and Mr. William I. Tomlios was 
chosen to the position, Under his skillful 
direction the club, now numbering 500 voices, 
has achieved a national reputation . for the ex- 
cellence of its singing and the high character 
of its programs. 

The Beethoven Society. 


Avother society came into existence shortly 
after the organization of the Apollo club, 
which for a few yeafs. made a strong impres- 
sion upon the musical status of the city. In 
1873 Mr. Carl Wolfsohn came to Chicago on a 
visit from Philadelphia. His friends induced 
him to remain in Chicago by promising to or- 
ganize a vocal society for him, and they were 
as good as their word. In the fall of 1873 the 
Beethoven Society gave its first concert under 
his leadership, and in the following spring he 
gave piano recitals of all the Beethoven 
sonatas to most appreciative audiences. The 
society lived about six years, during which 
time it produced, among larger works, Gou- 
nod’s St. Cecilia Mass,“ Mendelssonn’s 
Loreley.“ and Elijah,“ Rheinburger’s 
„Toggenburg, Gade’s Comala,“ Verdi's 
„Manzoni Requiem,” and Max Bruch's Od- 
ysseus.”” The society for a time flourished 
famously, but the competition of the Apollo 
club proved too, strong for it at last and it 
was dissolved. Mr. Wolfsohn has since de- 
voted himself to music and is still a power for 
good in the musical — of the city. 

The Amateur Musical Club, composed en- 
tirely of women who are capable amateurs, is 
one of the leading features of Chicago’s music- 
al life. The club grew out of a little social 
gathering of women who sang or played to- 
gether, and has increased so rapidly that it 
now numbers 500 agssociate and 200 active 
members. Its object is to develop the musical 
talent of its members and to promote the 
musical interests of tne city. t gives four- 
teen concerts a year, seven regular 
members’ concerts and seven for the entire 
membership of the club. It has also given 
several concerts in aid of various charities in 
the city, which have netted the beneficiaries a 
handsome protit. Out of it has grown the 
Juvenile Amateur club, composed of 
young girls not yet sufficiently ad- 
vanced to qualify them for member- 
ship in the parent organization. The pro- 

rams of the club’s concerts are of a high or- 

er of excellence, and it has done and con- 
tinues to do solid work in musical education, 


Part Played by the Auditorium, 


In the latter day progress of music in Chi- 
cago the great Auditorium folds a prominent 
place. It was dedicated to art Dec. 9, 1889, 
and on that memorable evening President 
Harrison satd to the large audience: I wish 
that this great building may continue to be to 
all your population that which it should be, 
opening its doors from night to night, 
calling your people here away from cares 
of businéss to. those enjoyments, pursuits, 
and entertainments which develop the 
souls of men, which will have power to inspire 
those whose lives are heavy with daily toil, 
and inthis magnificent and enchanted pres- 
ence lift them for a time out of those dull 
things into the higher things where men should 
live. The felicitous words of the President 
foreshadowed the uses to which this elegant tem- 
ple of art has been dedicated. Its formal open- 
ing was followed by abrilliant four weeks’ sea- 
son of Italian opera, in which Mme. Patti and 
the phenomenal! tenor, Tamagno, were the stats, 
In August of that year, owing to the fire 
which destroyed McVicker’s Theater, it was 
utilized for the drama and proved to be as 
thoroughly adapted for dramatic as for oper- 
atic performances. It bas been the scene of 
the Apollo club concerts and festivals and of 
the orchestral concerts given by the Thomas 
band. Charity balls, German opera, light 
opera, spectacular performan lectures, 


and entertainments given by various charit- 


able organizations have occupied its immense 
and perfectly appointed stage, which 
is provided with hydraulic mechanism 
and all the improvements known 
to “the: large Europern opera- houses. 
Asa work of art the Auditorium will always 
be a pleasure to the eye, with its general ivory 
and gold color scheme, its marble, rosewood, 
and bronze staircases, its rich mosaic floors, 
the attractive mural paintings and the alle- 
gorical array of figures in the proscenium 
decoration, representing the Future and Past 
either side of the Present, the 
effect of which is 
by strong hnes and rich 
masses of color laid on a ground of dull gold 
and eufficientiy subdued so as not to mar the 
dual tone of the general scheme of decora- 
tion. The acoustics of the house are perfect, 
and the stage is visible from every seat. In 
the same structure is a small hall known as 
the Recital Hall, which, from the artistic point 
of view, is treated in the same style as the 
larger audience room. It is particularly well 
adapted for piano recitals and chamber 
music. The Auditorium is also the home 
of a conservatory and many teachers of music, 
and thus is one of the musical centers of the 
city. 
An Influential Factor. 

The Newberry Library must be regarded as 
one of the most influential promoters of 
musical education in ny It has been 
most liberally endowed by the late Walter L. 
Newberry, and of this endowment a generous 
portion has been devoted to the musical sec- 
tion. By this combination of unstinted gen- 
erosity on the part of the trustees, valuable 
suggestions on the part of the librarian, and 
outside expert service in preparing the liste 
for purchase, the Newberry Library today can 
boast che largest, rarest, and richést collec- 
tion of musical scores, periodicals, and litera- 
ture to be found in the United States, though 
it is still only in formative condition, and but 
the nucleus of what is destined to be one of 
the finest collections in the world if the pres- 
ent policy continues 

The rarest work in this musical collection is 
the original edition of Jacopo Peri s opera, 
** Euridice,” printed at Florence in the year 
1600. It is the first opera ever publicly per- 
formed in the world, and was written for the 
festivities attending the marriage of Marie de 
Medic: of Italy to Henry IV. of France. There 
is no question that this copy is unique. The 
trustees have always congratulated themselves 
that the prize was snatched away from the 
British Museum, which was negotiating for 
it, and was secu by the enterprise 
of Chicago methods as compared with 
the slow processes of English transactions 
in library purchases. Accompanying it 
is a libretto contain! the poem by Rinuc- 
cini, which is beautifully printed and most 
artistically embellished. That the only copy 
left of the original edition of the music played 
for the marriage of their most sacred majes- 
ties nearly 300 years ago should have been 
preserved so long in the fair city of Michael 
Angelo, Dante, and Savonarola, and then by a 
happy chance have found its permanent rest- 
ing-place in this new en of the West and 
youngest of the great cities of the world cer- 
tainly is a matter for congratulation. It is 


encw possible to study musical literature and 


history from its original sources without cross- 
ing the ocean or approaching the seaboard. 
The result has been achieved by a library lit- 
tle more than two years of in a Western 
city barely half a century old. 

Culmigation of Musical Progress. 


The culmination of Chicago’s proyress in 
rousic will be found in gthe colossal scheme 
organized and carried out by her two con- 
ductors assisted by Mr. George A. Wilson, 
secretary of the Bureau of Music of the 
World’s Columbian Exposition, The musical 
features of the dedicatory ceremonies, are 
matgers of current record, and the musical 
directors are now eng upon the great 
scheme of music for 1893. It is so far ad- 
vanced that it is even now possible to obtain 
a good idea of the various details winch 
will goto make up soch a musical pageant 
as has rarely been attempted in the world. 
The backbone of any such scheme is the or- 
chestra, and to secure it the Executive com- 
mittee appropriated $175,000. This will guar- 
antee an orchestra of 120 skilled payee, 
which will be the nucleus around which the 
great chorus will be constructed. The com- 
mittee further agreed upon the construction 
of the 3 halls, advantageously situated 
within the Exposition grounds: A recital 
hall, for quartet concerts, etc, seating 500

The chances of James War- 
burton, familiarly known as Choppy,“ were 
considered best, and he won. He took the 
lead in the fourth mile and heid it to the 
finish, covering the distance in 1 hour 1 
minute and 39 1-5 seconds. Shipley, who 
finished second, was beaten by Warburton by 
six minutes. Warburton was born at Has- 
lington, Lancashire, Nov. 13, 1842. 

The order in which the first seven men fin- 
ished follows: James Warburton, ede, 
(scratch); W. Shipley, “ Sheepseye,” 
ayed 50 (scratch); B. Bullivant, Nottmaham, 
aged 54 (200 yards); Toddy Ray, Billi ate, 

61 (700 yards); C. Waite, Kingsland, 
(scratch); James Hicks, Stepney, 65 
(750 yards); J. ©. A. Brown, Whitechapel, 
aged 50 (scratch). 

The prize money aggregated $910, of which 
Warburton received $250, Shipley $100, and 
Bullivant $50. The first six men also got gold 
medals. 

**Choppy ” Warburton was a successful am- 
ateur runner in 1879, In that year he won the 
four-mile amateur championship, covering the 
distance in 20 minutes 419-5 seconds. His 
time of 1 hour 56 minutes anc 38 seconds for 
twenty miles, made May 29, 1880, is still the 
best ever made in Eugland by a professional.

INCIDENTS OF THE DAHOMEY WAX. 


Col. Dodds Says He Never Saw Black War- 
riors Fight So Desperately. 

New York Sun: King Behanzin of Dahomey 
has fled to the north, leaving his country in 
the hands of the French, and followed by a 
mere remnant of his brave army. The French 
probably will not attempt to capture him. 
They have destroyed his power. and he is not 
likely to give them further trouble. It re- 
mains to be seen whether the Dahonieyans 
will submit to their new rulers with good 
grace or whether there will be a little more 
fighting. ‘ 

Col, Dodds’ latest dispatches give some in- 
teresting particulars of the war. He says that 


in the first battle, after the French army had 


left the Wheme River and started on the 
twenty-five-mile march to Abomey, six of his 
men were killed, five of whom were Europeans. 
Forty-five were wounded, of whom eighteen 
were Europeans and five of them officers. The 
best marksmen in the Dahomey army were up 
in the trees or occupying other places of ad- 
vantage, and had instruotions to aim particu- 
larly at the white men. In proportion to their 
numbers the loss of Europeans during the war 
far exceeded that of the natives. 

Col. Dodds pays a tribute to the bravery of 
the Dahomeyans. He says they carried on 
their warfare + gee an energy seldom seen 
among the black races.’ During the French 
wars in the Soudan Col. Dodds says he never 
met adversaries who were so full of courage 
and showed such indomitable energy as dis- 
tinguishes the Dahomeyans, There are a 
number of reasons for this. They are very 
proud of their military traditions and of the 
glory won in battle by their fathers. It is the 
practice of Dahomey Kings to put 20 death 
those soldiers who fail to do their full duty on 
the field of battle. Both the Amazous and the 
men soldiers have had great confidence in 
their superiority, for it is very seldom that 
they have been defeated. All these causes 
conduced to make them brave to recklessness 
in the recent campaign; but they aleo fought 
with desperation, for the fate of their King and 
of the fetich doctors-whe dictated his -policy 
depended upon the issue of the war. 

As the French force wag approaching Abo- 


mey they were attacked one morning by fully.

The natives were led by the King 
in person. The French formed in a square, 
with artillery on every side. The warriors 
and Amazons charged furiously upon the 
square.

We want no Aide 
to Elegant Writing,’ no Snort Cuts to Good 
Literature.’ We have already done All that 


could be expected of a young com. nunity, and 


can *point with pride’ toa goodly array of 
successful authors, so long a list that to name 
a few would only be invidious.” 

Gen. McClurg speaks from a standpoint of 
his own. He is a publisher, and although 
a Western man and in full sympathy with 
West does not wish to array himself against 
the writers of the East. His business is book- 
making and that depends on the publication 
of matter congenial to the public taste. He 
is probably right in his idea, not emphatically 
expressed but clearly outlined, that Chicago 
has still a long climb before it before it 
reaches an established position as a literary 
center. 

Great Book Distributing Center. 


Chicago has long been acknowledged as the 
great book distributing center of America, if 
not of the world. It has also become recog- 
nized as the publishing center of a class of 
books that has rather worked to its disgrace 
than otherwise. F. J. Schulte, another pub- 
lisher, expresses himself upon this point in an 
emphatic manuer. Mr. Schulte says: 

„% Chicago will sooner or later be the liter. 
ary center of America. How soon or how late 
I do not know—nobody knows—but the con- 
ditions are growing daily more favorable. It 
1s now the great n center, and 
in time it will be the bookmaking cen 
There is a great deal of prejudice against Chi- 
cago books in the East on account of the 
fact that so many erotic and sensational vol- 
umes are printed here. I don’t believe in press 
censorship and I don’t believe in Comstock, 
but the suppression of some of the lite 
sewers which now abound in Cmecago woul 
do more than anything else to gain fer Chi- 
cago the unqualified admiration of the world. 

** From our experience we to the 
conclusion thatthe West will develop the ehar- 
acteristic school of American literature, and 
that the great reading public is beginni to 
realize this. The reading people of the West 
and the Northwest are showing a disposition 
to stand by those who write of their own soil, 
and are tiring of the endless translations from 
the French which used to fill the news- 
stands and book stores to the exclusion of 
everything else. 

One thing that is needed in Chicago 16 a 
first-class magazine, and I am of opivion that 
such a venture, if backed by sufficient capital, 
would prove successful. It must be a maga 
zine, however, with Western characters 
vigorous, original, enterprising, of the West 
and for the world.

Defensible on Religious Grounds. 

In a paper on ” read before 
the Ladies’ Literary club at Grand Rapids, 
Mich., recently, Dr. Frances S. Hillyer urges 
the adoption of thissanitary methed of burial. 
She says in part: 

A number of years ago a commission of 
medical men was sent from the United States 
to investigate yellow fever in Central America 
and report on some method of lessening its 
spread. Among other investigations they ex- 
amined the earth froma cemetery in which 
eighty years before many dead from yellow 
fever had been buried. They nd the sur- 
face of the earth filled with ow fever mi- 
orobes, and unanimously recom mended that all 
who died from yellow fever be cremated as the 
only sure method of stamping out thedanger 
of recurring epidemics. In Charles Darwin’s 
work on the formation of vegetable mold 
through the action of earth worms, he teaches 
that these worms bring up mold from every 
depth to thirteen or fourteen feet below the 
surface. Pasteur has recently demonstrated 
that earth worms may become infected with 
tuberculosis or ot ＋ * — in 
consumption. y digest — a 
it to the light and, after passing it throu 
their bodies, deposit it on the surface of t 
earth, where it is ground into powder by the 
action of the atmosphere. Should these 
worms have come to the surface from the 
grave of one dead from consumption they 
deposit the tubercle bacilli, and these, when 
blown through the air and inhaled as dust is 
constantly being bear their legiti- 
mate fruit when de on suitable soil. 

But it is not daly contagious dis- 
eases that earth burial its deadly work. 
Air, earth, and water are contaminated, as 
witness the fact that in all settlements in close 
vicinity to a cemetery, diphtheria, tynhoid 

diseases pointing to a depraved 
condition of the system are almost perennial. 
During the months of June, July; and August. 
when o of a city seem exempt, 
diphtheria typhoid are to be found in the 
neighborhood of its cemeteries. Washington 
Square, New York, is a delight to the eye with 
ite lovely lawns and shady walks and beautiful 
flower beds. Almost ninety years aco it was 
the potter’s field, and today New York physi- 
cians say that no child can thrive who lives on 
the first floor of any dwell in ite, vicinity 
and many succumb to ite fatal beauty. Down 
to this day a thick blu haze every tranquil 
morning reste a pillar of several feet 
thiek over the green sward. Trinity church- 
yard crowded with graves is a dutiliery of 
death in the midst of the mighty throng surg- 
ing along Broadway and ying down Wall 


strect. 
In Times of War. 


In times of war the question of the disposal 
of the dead becomes a vital one. Among the 
Athenians the dead Were collected in tents 
and were kept several days to insure ni- 
tion. Each tribe then conveyed its own dead 
in cypress shells to its ceramic:s or place of 
public burning. The first epidemic of spotted 
fever on record was caused by the-emanations 
due to unburied bodies of a battlefield in 
Spain. fAfterfthe battle of Waterloo 4,000 
bodies were incinerated on piles of resinous 
wood. During the Crimean war typhus 
ravaged the French and English armies, leav- 
ing a record which is still engraved in the 
memories of men. It would fill two columns 
of a newspaper to record the evils to the liv- 
ing wrought by the hastily buried dead of the 
Franco-Prussian war alone, 

After the battle of Sedan more than 40,000 
human beings and animals were hastily and 
superticially buried. All the Belgian villages 
in the neighborhood suffered frightfully from 
infectious diseases and epidemics. So serious 
was the evil the government sent Col. Creteur 
to remedy it as far as possible, The report of 
the conditions he found ig too revolting for 
repetition. Suffice it to say, that the heavy 
rains, bears, foxes, dogs, and crows had un- 
covered many of the trenches, latter feed- 
ing on human flesh to satiety. e found it 
ditficult to get workmen to help him, as the 
effluvia produced a severe eruption on all those 
who remained near the place. Finally by 
promising large pay he secured twenty-seven 
men whom he endeavored to protect by satur- 
ating their clothes with carbolic acid. But 
this only increased the eruption, and he, 
in despair, determined te cover the 
graves with chloride of lime and then 
pour on muriatic acid. By this means he 
succeeded in removing the first layer of 
bodies. He then had large quantities of coal 
tar poured into the pi which, tricklmg down, 
thoroughly covered remaini bodies, 
Then he he on more chloride of lime. On 
this he had thrown bundles of hay previous! 
satuated with kerosene, which, being ligh 
ignited the mass, and in from fifty to sixty 
minutes between 200 and 800 bodies were re- 
duced to calcined bones and ashes. These 
were again covered with chloride of lime and 
the trenches filled. During the - incineration 
the vapors of the coal tar, mmgling with the 
chloride of lime, filled the air with the odor of 
earbolic acid, which, though not agreeable as 
an odor, was perfectly harmless to the work- 
men. In this way 45,885 human and uine 
bodies were disposed of and the neighborhood 
once more rendered habitable. 

Within the Inst two months the French 


Government has ordered that during war 


ambulatory crematories shall accompany the 
army and the dead be decently incinerated. 
And in theefuture this will probably be the 
custom in all civilized armies, if such an in- 
congruous expression may be used. 

Averts a Dreaded Danger. 

Another strom argument in favor of cre- 
mation is that it prevents entirely the danger 
from resurrectionists. ident Har- 
mson’s father been cremated his remains 
would never have been found in the pickli 
vat of a Clevelaud nedical college. Had 
Alex. Stewart's remains been reduced to ashes 
and burned they would not today occupy an 
unknown and unhonored if they were 
ever accorded that honor. Uremation would 
have obviated the necessity of guards patrol- 
ling night and day for many months at the 
burial places of Lincoln and Grant. 

M abject to cremation on religious

living. Bat is ft Christian? Cremation does 
not lessen the respect paid to the earthly tab- 
ernacie of our loved ones. No Christian cere- 
— — rite -_— be 2 most de- 
vout Christians have been cremated, from the 
time of the martyrs down, for partie at the 
stake is but one form of cremation. Prof. 
Max Muller, the famous linguist, writes: * I 
often regret that the Jews buried and did not 
burn the dead, for in that gase the Christian 
ides of the resurrection would have remained 
far more spiritual. Cannon Liddon says: 
The resurrection of the body from its as 
is not a greater miracie than the resurrection 
of an unburnt body. Each mast be purel 
miraculous, Faith in the resurrecnon would 
have been as clear and strong if the Jews had 
burnt their dead as it is when, as a matter of 
fact, they buried them.” 

As far as religious principles are involved, I 
know of no church which decries it. All de- 
nominations have been :epresented. at the cre- 
matories, and in July last ata conference of 
Jewish rabbis held in New York City it was 
unaniously v to permit the adoption of 
cremation. No Jewish rabbi should object to 
perfcrming funeral rites because the dend was 
to be cremated, I have too, that other 
religious bodies have ex themselves in 
a similar manner.

But they would 
accept no terms and even petitionedthe Gov- 
ernor to forbid it, In di the Count sold 
his farm and returned to 1 The third 
cremation was that of Baron de Palm of the 
Roman Empire, a native of Augsburg, 
Bavaria. 

Dr. Le Moyne of Weshington, Pa., may be 
justiy called the father of cremation in this 
country. He built the first crematorium, and 
many bodies were sent to it up to 1884, when 
the trustees closed it to all except those born 
within the county. Dr. Samuel D, Gross of 
Philadelphia was one who by his express wish 
was cremated in Dr. Le Moyne’scrematory. He 
more than once said that he did not wish a 
hundred years after his death that some 
“curious impertinent”? should hand around 
his jaw-bone for inspection and com- 
ment, more noted surgeon than 
Dr. Gross has ever lived. either on 
this side of the continent or in Europe. His 
remains were conveyed, to Washington and 
incinerated without any Geremony. The ash 
weighing about seven pounds, were coll 
and placed in atin box and carried back to 
Philadelphia. There were put in a mar- 
ble urn, unornamented and without inscri 
tion, and placed beside the coffin of his wife, 
the Rev. Dr, Charles Currie reading the serv- 
ice of the Episcopal Church, of which Dr. 
Grosa was a member. Since 1876 a dozen or 
more crematories Bave been erected in this 
country. 

While the shape and size of the crematories 
vary, the general pian is the same—a chapel 
for the funeral services and a golumbarium or 
receptacle for urns containing the ashes of the 
de The furnace is below and the door of 
the crematory opens into the chapel. It is 
made of fire-proof brick and contains an iron 
cradle into which the body is laid. Previous 
to the reception-of à body the retort is heated 
to 2,000 degrees Fahrenheit, for no flame is al- 
lowed to enter the receptacle of the dead. 
The body is wrappe l in a sheet of asbestos, or 


‘one that has been dipped in a solution of 


alum. This not only prevents the escape 
of any unpleasant odors, but it re. 
tains the ashes so they can be collected after 
cooling. If the person has died of any in- 
fectious disease the coffin is also placed in the 
cradle, but otherwise the body is removed and 
the coffin rejected. The heat of retort is 
so great thet when the door 5s ops ed to ad- 
mit the body a rosy, beautifal light fills the 
apace. The cradle being run in on smooth 
rollers the joor is closed and the heat is left 
to do its work, An ordinary sized person can 
be reduced to ue in about two hours. The 
retort must be cooled, and afterwards the 
ashes are gathered and given to the friends to 
be disposed of according to their own wishes 
or the wishes of the deceased, A brewer of 
New York desired that his should be 
taken to the. top of the statue of 
Liberty and scattered to the winds. A 
gentleman of Detroit wished that his ashes 
might be given to a florist, @ personal friend, 
requesting him to buty them eath a rose- 
bush of a variety he admired very much—a 
literal fulfillment of Tennyson's lines, only a 
change in the flower: a 
And from his ashes may be made 
A violet of his native land. 

Another and powerful argument in favor of 
cremation is economy. ex of funer- 
als is something enormous. New York, 
with only carriages enough for a decent 
funeral, the cost has been from $150 to $500.

Pomona (Cal.) Progress: The butcher bird 
that is familiar to all ranchers in California is 
considered by some of the foremost ornithol- 
ogista as the most sagacious bird in America. 
Thomas Oldham of Lordsburg telis us that 
he believes it as cruel as it is sagacious. 

IT have paid lots of attention to a pair of 
common butcher birds at my place for six 
months, said he the other day. and I have 
learned many new things about the habits of 
the iar, butcher bird. A pair of them 
have fo me while at plowing for three 
or four days at a time, watching and waiting 
for me to overturn a nest of field mice. 

When [ overturna nest they will pounce 
down upon the little mice and claw and 
peck them todeath. Then the mouse car- 
casses are Garried away to some neighboring 
orange or lemon tree and spiked upon the 
thorns. The birds seldom eat the mice, but 
kill them from sheer love of the excitement, 
When they can spike a live mouse, or even a 
rat, on a thorn, they flutter about and chaiter 
with themselves as if they had great fun in 
seeing the rodents squirm and twist in the 
throes of death. 

* Bot I am most surprised to see how 
strong butcher birds are, and what they can 
flit ana fly away with. I have often seen toads

Made in Two Sections. 

This bridge, which is the name one used at 
State and Madison streets when the curve was 
put in there, is made in two sections and is a 
movable structure.

Boss of the Job.

Street Torn Up. 


The middie and southern portion of Wash- 


ington street is torn up for half a block west- 
ward or covered with débris. State’ street is 
in the same fix for quite a distance, The 
workmen are thoroughly reckless in the use of 
their tools. They will push a wheelbarrow 
through the crowd, entirely oblivious to the 
rights of the people on the street. Women 
and children were forced to jump for their 
lives and the wheelbarrews of concrete and 
dirt were pushed against their dress skirta. 
Workmen carrying shoveis of dirt would push 
through the throng, brusbing against the gar- 
ments of people trymg to keep out of their 
way, and more than one woman had a costly 
cloak or dress ruined. This was kept up all 
day, the workmen acting as if the people had 
no rights they were bound torespect. Neither 
the foreman nor the engineer in charge 
ever cautioned the men to exercise care. 


The City’s Interest. 


So far as the city is concerned its interests 
seem to be taking care of themselves, A 
street jnspector was on the ground and 
watched the progress of the work. He may 
know all about his business, but he had few
